INDEXING. 


Chapter  I.— General   Remarks. 

'i.NDEXlNG  is  the  art  of  presenting  the  really  important 
•J*  point  or  points  of  a  subject  in  the  briefest  and  most 
pregnant  form,  omitting  everything  else.  It  is  evident, 
however,  that  the  brevity  to  be  aimed  at  is  dependent  in 
the  first  instance  on  the  nature  of  the  purpose  for  which 
the  index  is  to  serve.  Thus,  in  indexing  the  contents  of  a 
book,  the  end  in  view  is  to  give  the  leading  points  and 
subjects  dealt  with  in  the  book,  summarised  in  a  few 
words,  and  to  present  these  summaries  arranged  under 
leading  words,  which  take  their  places  in  an  alphabetical 
list.  The  furthest  extreme  of  brevity  and  conciseness 
being  aimed  at,  the  short  reference  is  often  confined 
to  two  or  three  words,  and  seldom  extends  to  more 
than  half  a  dozen.  The  indexing  which  forms  a  subject 
of  examination  in  competitions  held  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  and  other  examining  bodies  is  usually  of 
a  somewhat  different  character ;  but  the  difference  is 
mainly  one  of  detail.  Here,  the  subject-matter  to  be 
indexed  is  usually  a  long  series  of  letters.  A  vast  amount 
of  correspondence  takes  place  in  all  the  Government  offices, 
and  the  necessity  for  an  index  arises  from  the  fact  that  it 
may,  at  any  time  and  at  a  moment's  notice,  be  necessary 
to  refer  to  some  particular  letter  in  the  series,  or  to  see  at 
a  glance  what  stage  the  correspondence  has  reached,  wliat 
transactions  have  taken  place,  or  what  important  points 
have  been  raised.  The  object,  therefore,  is  to  give  a  brief 
abstract  or  index  o^  each  letter  in  a  few  lines.  As  some 
sort  of  a  guide  to  candidates,  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioners lay  down  the  following  general  rules  regarding 
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this  abstract:  "The  object  of  the  abstract,  schedule,  or 
docket  is  to  serve  as  an  index.  It  should  contain  the 
date  of  each  letter,  the  names  of  the  persons  by  whom 
and  to  whom  it  is  written,  and  in  as  few  words  as  pos- 
sible the  subject  of  it.  The  merits  of  such  an  abstract  are 
(1)  to  g-ive  the  really  important  point  or  points  of  each 
letter,  omitting  everything  else ;  (2)  to  do  this  briefly  ; 
(3)  distinctly;  (4)  and  in  such  a  foi'm  as  to  readilj'  catch 
the  eye." 

As  regards  the  "  form  "  of  the  index,  candidates  in  Civil 
Service  Examinations  need  give  themselves  no  trouble. 
A  specimen,  with  ruled  and  printed  headings,  is  usually 
given,  and  the  first  two  letters  of  the  series  are  generally 
indexed.     The  form  is  as  follows : —

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  four  columns  are  used,  the 
first  containing  the  number  of  the  letter  or  enclosure, 
the  second  the  date,  the  third  the  names  of  the  cor- 
responding parties,  the  fourth  the  subject  of  the 
letter  or  enclosure.  It  is  clear  that  the  filling  in  of 
the  first  three  columns  is  nothing  more  than  a  matter  of 
form,  but  as  regards  the  fourth  the  candidate  finds 
himself  called  upon  to  display  whatever  ability  he  may 
possess.  The  letters  given  to  be  indexed  in  Civil  Service 
Examinations  are  usually  printed  correspondence  which 
has  taken  place  on  affairs  of  State  between  the  higher 
officials  in  the  departments.  The  letters  vary  greatly 
in  length,  and,  with  the  enclosures,  may  extend  over 
fifteen,  twenty-five,  or  even  as  many  as  thirty  printed 
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pag-es  foolscap  sizv,-.  The  advice  g-eiierally  o^iveu  to  the 
candidate  is  that,  before  commencing-  an  index,  he  should 
read  the  whole  of  the  correspondence  rapidly  through, 
but  with  as  great  a  concentration  of  mind  as  time  allows ; 
and  that,  while  doing  this,  he  should  mark  in  pencil  those 
parts  of  each  letter  or  enclosure  which  strike  him  as  being- 
essential  to  the  adequate  description  of  its  contents  for  the 
purpose  of  intelligent  reference.  This  advice  does  not, 
however,  always,  or  even  g-enerall}'-,  hold  good,  .as,  when 
the  file  .of  letters  is  a  long  one,  such  a  plan,  if 
strictly  adhered  to,  would  inevitably  render  the  candi- 
date unable  to  finish  the  index  in  the  time  usually  allowed 
in  a  competitive  examination.  Except  when  the  file  of 
letters  is  short,  and  the  time  allowed  ample,  the  best  plan 
is  to  read  two  or  three  letters  ahead  as  the  index  proceeds, 
so  as  to  see  that  no  point  seemingly  unimportant  to  the 
candidate  is  taken  up  and  developed  in  the  reply  or  in 
any  of  the  letters  immediately  following  that  upon  which 
he  is  engaged.  It  rarely  happens  that  a  point  likely  to  be 
missed  will  come  into  prominence  at  a  later  stage.  To 
select  the  leading  point  or  points  in  a  correspondence  is, 
it  must  be  understood,  always  the  first  requisite  in  an 
index — without  this  everything  else  is  of  no  account. 
Brevity  is  useless  when  to  be  brief  is  to  be  superfluous ; 
lucidity  is  of  no  avail  when  it  is  tantamount  to  obscurity 
regarding  the  essential  points  of  the  correspondence;  while 
proficiency  in  the  art  of  putting  the  matter  "in  such  a 
form  as  to  readily  catch  the  eye  "  is  positively  worse  than 
the  want  of  it  when  the  matter  so  put  is  entirely  irrele- 
vant. Supposing  that  a  student  has  seized  the  essential 
point  in  each  letter,  his  next  object  is  to  describe  the  con- 
tents as  briefly  as  possible.  But  he  must  note  that  while 
brevity  is  essential,  it  must  not  be  purchased  at  the  expense 
of  the  rules  of  grammar.  The  subject  of  each  letter  or 
enclosure  should  be  welded  into  one  or  more  participial 
phrases  that  contain  no  principal  finite  verb,  but  which 
have  their  different  parts  naturally  and  harmoniously 
jointed.  Brevity  will  often  depend  upon  the  judicious 
selection  of  the  participles  introducing  such  phrases,  for 
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it  not  unfrequently  happens  that  one  participle  may  be 
made  to  do  duty  for  two.  Thus,  instead  of  "acknowledging- 
the  receipt  of  Lord  Derby's  letter,  and  stating-  that,"  we 
have  simply  "replying-  that."  It  is  sometimes,  however, 
more  convenient  to  use  the  infinitive  mood,  especially  in 
the  case  of  enclosures  such  as  "proclamations."  With 
regard  to  enclosures  generally  the  practice  varies :  some- 
times the  candidate  has  to  index  them  separately,  some- 
times not — usually  he  is  left  to  exercise  his  own  discretion. 
When  the  enclosures  are  numerous  they  are  not,  as  a  rule, 
separatel}^  indexed  ;  when  they  are  not  separately  indexed 
the  gist  of  their  contents  is  briefly  described  in  the  index 
of  the  letter  with  which  they  have  been  enclosed. 


Chapter  II. — Practical  Hints  and  Examples. 

'^HE  mode  of  indexing  actually  practised  in  Government 
^  offices  is  undoubtedly  of  considerable  importance  to 
the  student,  for  it  exhibits  the  process  in  not  merely  a 
theoretical  bat  a  practical  light.  The  following,  then,  are 
three  letters  extracted  from  the  Government  papers,  en- 
titled "  Further  correspondence  respecting  offers  by  the 
Colonies  of  troops  for  service  in  the  Soudan ; "  together 
with  the  official  indices  made  by  a  clerk  in  the  Govern- 
ment service.  The  letters  are  Nos.  1,  7,  and  11  of  the 
correspondence  (12  letters),  which  indicate  the  nature  of 
the  correspondence  in  its  initial,  intermediate,  and  final 
stages,  and  illustrate  some  important  rules  of  indexing  : —

Observing  that  the  return  of 
the  New  South  Wales  contin- 
gent makes  it  unnecessary  to 
amend  the  Military  Contingent 
Act  in  the  sense  of  the  War 
Office  letter  of  V.M\\  May,  but 
that  the   point    should   not    be 
lost   sight   of   in  the  event  of 
colonial  troops  volunteering  to 
serve  with  the  regular  forces. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  this  specimen  the  earlier 
portion  of  the  letter  is  entirely  omitted  as  being'  unim- 
portant. 
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It  is  a  general  rule  to  begin  the  subject-matter  of  the 
index  with  a  participle,  as  in  the  foregoing  examples. 
There  are  some  participles  which  oftener  than  others  are 
used  to  introduce  the  subject  of  letters.  The  following 
are  a  few  examples : — 

1.  Acknowledging  receipt  of  [letter  or  enclosure  of  some  kind 
or  other,  such  as  a  general  order  or  a  proclamation.] 

2.  Transmitting  copies  of  [despatch,  correspondence,  general 
order,  proclamation,  telegrams,  extracts  of  minutes,  &c.] 

3.  ^HcZosMigf  copies  o/ [proclamations,  letters,  &c.] 

4.  Drawing  attention  to  [some  fact,  publication,  or  rumour.] 

5.  Stating  that  [some  instruction  has  been  carried  out,  or 
action  approved,  ttc] 

6.  Replying  to  [some  letter,  &c.],  or  tJiat  [some  opinion  or 
fact.] 

7.  Forwarding  and  commenting  on  [enclosures,  extracts  of 
minutes,  &c.] 

8.  Approving  of  [certain  actions,  propositions,  a  particular 
line  of  policy,  or  instructions  given,  etc.] 

9.  liequesting  that  [some  action  be  taken,  or  the  occurrence 
of  some  event  be  made  known,  &c.] 

10.  Informing  [one  of  a  certain  event,  &c.] 

11.  Suggesting  that  [some  particular  line  of  action  be  taken 
or  departed  from.] 

12.  Reporting  [some  interview  or  conversation.] 

13.  Inquiring  [whether  certain  rumours  of  events  are  true  or 
false.] 

14.  Agreeing  to  [the  carrying  out  of  a  proposed  contract, 
or  that  a  proposed  policy  should  be  adopted.] 

15.  Calling  attention  to  [certain  facts,  rumours,  errors,  dis- 
turbances, omissions,  &c.] 

16.  Referring  to  [certain  events  or  opinions.] 

17.  Admitti^uj  \(iom.e  fact  about  which  there  has  been  a  differ- 
ence of  opinion,  or  some  accusation  made  against  certain 
parties,  &c.] 

18.  Rectifying  [certain  misunderstandings,  misapprehensions, 
errors,  &c.] 

19.  Containing  a  [detailed  account  or  description  of.] 

20.  Communicating  with  [certain  parties  other  than  the  prin- 
cipal ones  concerned.] 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  index  of  each  of  the  three 
letters  which  we  have  given  as  examples  is  rather  long. 
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The  tendency  with  most  students  is  to  be  too  profuse,  and 
as  there  is  rarely  time  in  the  examination  to  index  letters 
at  any  length,  a  more  concise  style  should,  therefore,  be 
cultivated.  It  will  readily  be  observed  that  there  is  no 
particular  difficulty  in  indexing-  short  letters  at  the  length 
shown  in  the  examples,  for  everything  is  fairly  straight- 
forward. This  is  how  most  candidates  feel  in  the  exami- 
nation-room with  regard  to  the  two  usually  short  opening 
letters  which  are  indexed  as  an  example.  The  letters 
themselves  probably  occupy  one-fourth  of  a  printed  fool- 
scap page,  or  less,  and  the  whole  correspondence,  with 
enclosures,  may  extend  to  twenty-five  or  thirty  pages, 
which,  as  in  examinations  for  the  Second  Division  of  the 
Civil  Service,  have  to  be  indexed  in  two  hours  and  a  half. 
It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  matter  of  all  the  letters 
cannot  be  indexed  at  proportionate  length.  The  candidate 
will  find  the  following  an  excellent  plan  in  indexing  a  long 
letter : — Let  him  put  himself  in  the  place  of  one  who  is 
actually  dealing  with  the  correspondence,  and  imagine 
that  he  is  about  to  ask  some  one  to  find  a  certain 
letter  in  the  file;  he  would,  in  such  circumstances,  briefly 
describe  its  contents  in  a  sentence  or  two,  so  as  to  enable 
it  to  be  identified.  Let  this  summary  (which  will  be  found 
to  be  "pithy"  as  well  as  short)  be  now  jotted  down  on 
paper  and  put  in  form,  and  the  student  will  have  made  a 
great  stride  towards  acquiring  the  art  of  indexing.  Such 
a  summaiy  of  the  leading  features  of  a  letter  the  ex- 
aminer looks  for,  and  even  the  omission  of  participial 
phrases  and  other  technicalities  will  not  seriously  detract 
from  its  merit  if  it  is  otherwise  to  the  point. 

Chapter  I IL— Exercises  and  Remarks. 

'TTIIE  student  should  now  proceed  to  index  the  following 
^  six  letters.  They  are  the  first  in  the  series  compinsino- 
the  correspondence  which  recently  took  place  in  respect  to 
the  Conference  held  at  Madrid  on  the  subject  of  the 
Merchandise  Marks.  The  official  index  to  these  letters  is 
very  concise,  and  is  the  first  given  in  the  key  which  is 
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published  separately.  The  student  should  compare  his 
work  with  this  after  he  has  finished,  but  he  need  not 
be  disappointed  if  his  indexes  do  not  correspond  in  all 
respects,  for  it  is  quite  possible  for  two  persons  to  index  a 
letter  equally  well  in  quite  different  words  and  phrases. 
The  particulars  in  which  the  index  in  the  key  surpasses 
the  student's  own  in  directness,  conciseness,  "point,"  or 
brevity  should,  however,  be  carefully  noted  : —

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  9th  instant,  transmitting  to  me,  for  any  observa- 
tions I  may  desire  to  ofler,  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Aborigines 
Protection  Society  commenting  on  the  events  leading  up  to  and 
connected  with  the  recent  outbreak  in  Zululand. 

The  object  the  Aborigines  Protection  Society  has  in  view  in 
addressing  Lord  Knutsford  is,  as  stated  by  itself,  to  renew  its 
appeal  to  Her  Majesty's  Government  "  for  such  a  searching  and 
unbiassed  inquiry,  both  into  the  causes  of  the  I'eccnt  disturb- 
ances in  Zululand  and  into  the  present  administration  of  that 
Colony,  as  may  be  expected  to  secure  the  good  government  of 
the  district,"  and  to  "lead  to  the  removal  of  the  deplorable 
evils  from  which  its  inhabitants  now  suffer."  The  society 
charges  the  Local  Government  of  Zululand  (1)  with  mal- 
administration before  and  during  the  disturbances,  and  (2)  with 
mal-administration  after  the  disturbances  and  up  to  the  present 
moment. 

Speaking  for  myself,  T  should  certainly  not  fear  an  inquiry 
into  my  acts  while  conducting  the  affairs  of  Zululand,  and  I 
believe  I  can  speak  in  the  same  way  for  the  Resident  Commis- 
sioner. But,  in  the  interests  of  order  and  confidence  in 
Zululand,  I  feel  bound  to  say  that  I  think  such  an  inquiry  as 
the  Aborigines  Protection  Society  desires  would  do  harm. 
The  appointment  of  a  commission  such  as  seems  to  be  contem- 
plated in  the  last  paragraph  of  the  society's  letter,  and  the 
proceedings  which  that  commission  would  be  unavoidably 
compelled  to  institute  in  Zululand,  would  at  once  raise  fresh 
uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  the  natives  as  to  the  finality  of  the 
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present  order  of  things.  And  this  uncertainty,  which  has  been 
the  true  cause  of  all  the  trouble  and  misery  of  past  years, 
having  been  once  more  revived,  the  security  and  tranquillity 
which,  at  the  expense  of  so  much  sufiFering  and  trouble  huve 
been  at  last  attained,  would  be  again  endangered.  The  belief 
would  immediately  spring  up  in  the  native  mind  that  the  story 
of  Cetywayo  was  to  be  repeated,  and  that  the  inquiry  of  the 
commission  would  result  in  the  re-patriation  of  the  banished 
chiefs.  Such  a  belief  would  be  encouraged  by  the  friends  and 
partizans  of  those  chiefs,  and  every  effort  would  be  made  to 
bring  about  its  fulfilment.  If  by  some  evil  chance  the  chiefs 
were  allowed  to  return  prematurely  to  Zululand,  so  great  is  the 
innate  loyalty  of  the  Zulu  character  and  so  strong  is  its  con- 
servatism, that  it  is  probable  that  they  might  still  find  support 
among  their  former  followers,  and  the  welfare  and  happiness  of 
many  thousands  might  thus  be  disturbed  for  the  momentary 
gratification  of  the  ambitious  aspirations  of  those  chiefs.  I  say 
momentary  gratification,  because  there  is  little  doubt  that  the 
chiefs  would  again  soon  commit  themselves  to  a  course  of 
conduct  which  would  necessitate  their  prompt  and  severe 
punishment. 

The  inquiry  asked  for  by  the  Aborigines  Protection  Society 
would,  I  believe,  clear  the  local  officials  from  the  discredit 
which  that  society  attaches  to  them.  But  this  advantage  would 
not,  I  think,  compensate  for  the  far-reaching  distrust,  agitation, 
and  possible  renewal  of  misery  which  the  carrying  out  of  the 
inquiry  would  in  all  probability  produce.

committee,  you  appeal  to  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  institute 
such  a  searching  and  impartial  inquiry  into  the  recent  and 
present  administration  of  affairs  in  Zululand  as  may  lead  to  re- 
moval of  the  deplorable  evils  from  which  its  inhabitants  now 
suffer. 

2.  From  all  the  information  which  he  had  received,  his 
lordship  did  not  believe  that  any  such  state  of  affairs  existed 
as  this  passage  seemed  to  disclose,  but  he  thought  it  would  be 
more  satisfactory  to  call  the  attention  of  the  governor  to  the 
statement  made  in  your  letter,  and  to  require  information  by 
telegraph  as  to  the  condition  of  the  country  and  as  to  the 
existence  of  discontent  or  distress.  His  lordship  has  learnt  in 
reply  that  the  resident  commissioner  had  reported  on  the  5th 
instant  that  peace,  order,  and  content  prevail.  The  Governor 
adds  that  there  is  no  truth  in  reported  distress. 

3.  Her  Majesty's  Government  have  not  gathered  from  the 
reports  of  the  proceedings  before  the  Special  Commission  or 
subsequent  correspondence  any  grounds  for  altering  their 
opinion  conveyed  to  you  in  the  letter  of  the  22nd  of  May,  and  I 
am  to  acquaint  you  that  they  are  not  prepared  to  order  such  an 
inquiry  as  you  desire. 

4.  Lord  Knutsford  does  not  consider  that  any  good  object 
would  be  gained  by  entering  at  length  into  a  discussion  of  the 
statements  contained  in  your  letter,  but  he  must  not  be  under- 
stood as  in  any  way  admitting  their  accuracy.  He  feels  com- 
pelled, however,  in  simple  justice  to  a  distinguished  public 
servant,  to  take  strong  exception  to  the  charges  made  against 
Sir  Arthur  Havelock  in  the  third  and  fourth  paragraphs  of  your 
letter,  and  to  call  your  attention  to  facts  which  appear  to  have 
been  overlooked.

My  Lord, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  lordship's  dispatch  of  the  14th  ultimo,  informing  me  of  the 
decision  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  with  regard  to  the 
sentences  passed  by  the  Court  of  Special  Commissioners  upon 
the  Chiefs  Somhlolo,  Somkeli,  Ndabayake,  Mtateni,  Masek- 
wana,  Lugoloza,  and  Dhlemdhlem. 

In  pursuance  of  your  lordship's  instructions,  I  have  to  report 
that  I  have  this  day  executed  the  necessary  warrants  commuting 
the  sentences  of  the  chiefs  named  into  the  fines  fixed  in  the 
14th  paragraph  of  your  dispatch. 

I  am  informed  by  the  resident  commissioner  that  the  131 
head  of  cattle,  which  it  appeared  to  your  lordship  had  not  been 
made  good  to  Somkeli,  have  in  fact  been  returned  to  that  chief. 
It  seems,  however,  that  some  of  the  cattle  received  from  the 
other  five  chiefs  who  were  tried  and  sentenced  with  Somkeli — ■ 
in  all  124  head — have  never  been  returned  to  them. 

Acting  upon  the  principle  laid  down  by  your  lordship  in  re- 
gard to  Somkeli,  I  have  authorised  the  resident  commissioner 
to  deduct  these  cattle  from  the  fines  imposed  upon  each  of  the 
chiefs  in  question.  I  trust  that  my  action,  in  adopting  this 
course,  will  meet  with  your  lordship's  approval. 

In  collecting  the  fines,  the  greatest  care  will  be  taken  to  pre-

.vent  attempts  being  made  to  obtain  cattle  from  any  persons 
who  remained  loyal  to  the  Government. 

I  have  requested  the  resident  commissioner  to  furnish  me 
with  a  report  as  to  the  advisability  of  deposing  the  Chief 
Somholo  from  the  regency  of  the  Biyela  tribe,  and  I  will  submit 
the  reply  for  your  lordship's  consideration  as  soon  as  it  reaches 
me.

Sir, — I  have  had  under  my  consideration  the  observations  of 
the  Right  Hon.  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  in  his

dispatch  of  13th  Febru;uy,  ISOQ,  on  the  case  of  Nsiiguzonke, 
charged  with  the  crime  of  murder  and  sentenced  to  twelve 
years'  imprisonment  with  hard  labour.  Pursuant  to  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  to  the  connnand  of  your  ex- 
cellency, that  I  should  furnish  an  expression  of  my  views  in  the 
matter,  I  have  the  honour  to  report. 

This  was  one  of  the  tirst  cases  to  be  tried,  and  it  was  one  of 
the  lirst  cases  in  which  information  was  laid  before  the  magis- 
trate after  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  Zululand.  The  country 
at  the  time  was  very  disturbed,  and  the  murder  was  only  one  of 
many,  attention  to  which  was  drawn  during  the  State  trials  at 
Eshowe,  witnesses  in  several  cases  pointing  out  followers  of  the 
Zulu  chiefs  sitting  in  the  body  of  the  court  as  having  been 
guilty  of  murder. 

I  think,  having  regard  to  the  disturbed  state  of  the  country, 
to  the  prevalence  of  crime  and  murder  at  the  time,  to  the  cir- 
cumstances attending  this  raid  for  corn,  and  to  the  fact  that  the 
accused  and  the  deceased  were  members  of  different  factions  at 
that  time  virtually  at  war  with  one  another,  that  the  ends  of 
justice  will  be  met  by  reducing  the  sentence  to  five  years'  im- 
prisonment with  hard  labour.

My  Lord, — I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  your  lordship  that 
the  S.S.  "Anglian"  arrived  here  at  eleven  p.m.  on  the  25th  of 
February  with  the  three  Zulu  prisoners,  Dinizulu,  Ndabuko, 
and  .Tshingana,  Mr.  W.  R.  Saunders,  their  guardian  and  in- 
terpreter, Mr.  Anthony  Daniels,  assistant  guardian  and  inter- 
preter, two  male  and  two  female  attendants  for  Dinizulu,  a  wife 
and  male  attendant  for  Ndabuko,  and  a  wife  and  male 
attendant  for  Tshingana. 

2.  The  party,  consisting  of  thirteen  in  all,  landed  at  nine  a.m. 
on  the  following  morning.  They  were  at  once  taken  up  to 
Rosemary  Hall,  which  contains  ample  accommodation  for  them. 
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The  behaviour  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good  since  their 
arrival.  They  have  given  no  trouble,  and  they  have  expressed 
themselves  as  pleased  with  the  arrangements  made  for  them. 

3.  Sir  Charles  Mitchell  has  furnished  me  with  all  the  infor- 
mation that  I  could  wish  to  have  as  to  the  habits  and  require- 
ments of  the  prisoners,  and  I  am  adhering  strictly  to  the  line  of 
treatment  which  he  has  advised. 

4.  I  enclose  an  account,  with  vouchers,  of  the  expenses 
incurred  by  this  Government  in  connection  with  the  prisoners 
up  to  the  22nd  of  March,  and  I  have  to  request  that  the  Crown 
Agents  for  the  Colonies  may  be  authorisecl  to  pay  the  balance 
due  to  this  Colony,  amounting  to  £103  Os.  9d. 

I  hope  to  be  able  to  send  by  the  next  mail  an  estimate  of  the 
annual  expenditure  which  will  be  incurred  on  account  of  the 
prisoners.

regency  of  the  Biyela  tribe. 

Having  considered  the  views  expressed  by  Mr.  Osborn,  and 
by  the  resident  magistrate  of  the  district  occupied  by  the 
Biyela  tribe,  in  the  correspondence,  of  which  I  submit  a  copy 
for  your  lordship's  information,  I  am  strongly  of  opinion  that 
Somhlolo  should  be  deprived  of  the  regency  of  the  tribe,  and 
that  Mpini,  alias  Dumezweni,  the  son  and  heir  of  the  late  Chief 
Mkosana,  who  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  tribe  pending  the 
decision  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  in  regard  to  the  sentence 
passed  upon  Somhlolo,  should  be  appointed  permanently  to  the 
chieftainship  thereof. 

Until  I  have  received  your  lordship's  instructions  in  this 
matter  the  existing  arrangements  will  be  carried  on,  and 
Somhlolo  will  not  be  allowed  to  resume  the  regency  of  the 
tribe  in  the  event  of  his  paying  off  the  fine  to  which  the  sentence 
passed  upon  him  by  the  Special  Court  has  been  commuted.

Sir, — I  have  had  under  my  consideration  your  dispatch  of 
che  31st  of  July  last,  enclosing  copies  of  the  depositions  and 
proceedings  taken  in  regard  to  the  attack  made  on  the  12th  of 
June,  1888,  by  a  force  under  Usibebu,  upon  Umsutshwana  and 
certain  of  his  tribe,  which  resulted  in  the  death  of  the  latter 
chief.  Regret  has  been  expressed  that  Mr.  Saunders,  the 
magistrate  who  heard  the  preliminary  proceedings  against 
Usibebu,  should  have  dismissed  the  case,  instead  of  committing 
the  accused  for  trial,  especially  as  he  acted  upon  his  own  re- 
sponsibility, and  without  conKulting  Sir  Michael  Gallwcy,  the 
attoruej'-general  for  Natal  and  Zuhilaud,  who  would  have  been 
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willing  to  give  him  his  advice,  which  advice  would  have  been 
in  favour  of  committal. 

I  share  this  regret,  but  as  I  am  not  aware  that  Mr.  Saunders, 
in  acting  as  he  did,  went  contrary  to  any  instructions  actually 
issued  to  him,  I  do  not  see  ground  for  pronouncing  a  distinct 
censure  on  him  in  the  matter. 

In  view  of  Mr.  Saunders'  action,  the  question  has  arisen 
whether  the  Crown  could  have  taken  further  steps  with  a  view 
to  making  Usibebu  amenable  to  criminal  justice.  It  is  not 
necessary  for  me  to  discuss  this  question,  which  is  one  of  a 
legal  character,  but  I  observe  that  Sir  Michael  Gallwey  has 
stated  that  he  does  not  intend  to  make  any  application,  and 
Mr.  Koch,  the  local  Crown  prosecutor,  has  represented  that  he 
is  "  disinclined  "  to  act.  Sir  Michael  Gallwey  further  states  that 
the  power  of  applying  has  not  been  exercised  by  the  attorney- 
general  of  Natal  for  30  years,  and  he  indicates  his  opinion  that 
it  is  only  intended  to  be  exercised  where  fresh  evidence  comes 
to  light  after  a  magistrate  has  discharged  the  accused.  I  am 
not  prepared  to  question  either  his  view  of  the  law  or  his 
discretion  in  the  matter,  and,  in  these  circumstances,  the  case 
may  be  regarded  as  at  an  end  so  far  as  the  action  of  the  Crown 
is  concerned. 

The  premature  termination  of  the  case  appears  to  be  the  less  to 
be  deplored,  as  it  is  evident  from  the  facts  elucidated  during  the 
preliminary  proceedings  that,  having  regard  to  the  manner  in 
which  other  offences  during  the  period  of  rebellion  have  been 
dealt  with,  Usibebu's  case  was  not  one  in  which  any  severe 
personal  punishment  could  have  been  inflicted. 

On  the  31st  of  May,  1888,  Usibebu  was  called  up  to  defend 
the  magistracy  at  Ndwandwe  with  the  whole  of  his  fighting 
strength.  On  the  4th  of  June  the  kraal  of  one  of  his  people, 
named  Somtshago,  was  attacked  by  two  young  men,  named 
Madovahlebane  and  Mtekula,  one  of  whom  was  a  son  of 
Umsutshwana.  Two  of  Usibebu's  people  were  killed  on  the 
occasion,  and  during  the  next  few  days  the  kraals  of  other 
followers  of  Usibebu  were  raided,  and  several  women  and  head 
of  cattle  carried  off. 

I  have  not  failed  to  notice  that  the  evidence  disclosed  the 
fact  that  Usibebu  and  Umsutshwana  were  both  living  at  peace 
until  after  the  fight  at  Ceza  ;  that  Dinizulu  sent  messengers 
boasting  that  the  English  had  been  defeated,  and  that  outrages 
by  Umsutshwana's  men  followed  immediately  after  the  arrival 
of  these  messengers.  These  outrages  may  have  taken  place 
against  the  will  of  Umsutshwana  himself,  who  had  lost  control 
over  his  people  ;  but  that  hardly  affects  the  question  as  regards 
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Usibebu,  whose  state  of  knowledge  was  as  follows — that  the 
women  and  children  and  cattle  of  himself  and  his  tribe  were  in  a 
defenceless  state,  and  were  being  daily  assailed,  and  some  of  them 
carried  into  captivity  by  Umsutshwana's  people,  who  were  openly 
wearing  the  war  emblem  of  Dinizulu .  Whilst  at  Nwand we,  Usi- 
bebu, in  pursuance  of  orders  from  the  magistrate,  was  sending 
out  patrols  every  day  in  all  directions,  and  it  was  one  of  these 
patrols,  headed  by  himself,  which  killed  Umsutshwana.  His 
information  was  that  women  and  cattle  captured  from  his  own 
kraals  were  to  be  found  at  the  kraal  of  N'konawa,  and  also  at 
Ntshuku's  kraal,  where,  as  it  happened,  Umsutshwana  was 
living.  To  the  latter  kraal  he  himself  repaired  with  one  wing 
of  his  impi.  At  this  place  and  time  XJmsutshwana  and  his 
followers  constituted  a  fighting  force,  all  armed  and  wearing 
the  Umshokobezi  or  white  cowtail  head-dress,  the  fighting 
emblem  of  Dinizulu's  partisans.  Usibebu,  it  is  true,  surprised 
them  by  his  attack,  but  all  the  men  in  the  kraals  succeeded  in 
escaping  to  the  bush  save  Umsutshwana  himself,  who  is  said  to 
have  refused  to  fly  when  entreated  by  his  followers  to  do  so. 
He  afterwards  seems  to  have  changed  his  mind  on  this  point. 
The  witnesses  from  their  hiding  places  heard  one  of  the  enemy 
cry,  "A  tall  man  towards  the  gate."  Immediately  after  shots 
were  fired,  and  it  appeared  from  the  cries  of  the  enemy  that 
they  had  killed  a  foe.  It  is  believed  that  Umsutshwana  was 
first  stabbed  by  Umshizashiza,  a  man  who  was  himself  killed 
on  the  23rd  of  June  at  Undunu.  The  false  story  told  by  some 
of  the  witnesses  that  the  chief's  body  was  subjected  to  obscene 
mutilation  is  contradicted  by  Umsutshwana's  brother  Saka. 

I  think  that  the  principles  by  which  the  particular  incident 
of  Umsutshwana's  death  should  be  judged  are  those  laid  down 
by  my  predecessor,  Lord  Derby,  in  a  case  occurring  in  the 
Bechuanaland  war  of  1884,  where  it  was  urged  that  the  free- 
booters responsible  for  the  "  murder  "  of  a  certain  Mr.  Nathan 
Walker  should  be  made  amenable  to  criminal  justice. 

"I  am  to  observe,"  Mr.  Bramston  was  directed  to  say,  "that 
whether  or  not  the  killing  by  the  Goshenites  (i.e.,  the  free- 
booters) of  a  person  fighting  on  the  side  of  Montsioa  was 
technically  a  murder  or  not,  it  has  never  been  contemplated  by 
Her  Majesty's  Government  to  inflict  the  penalties  of  mi;rder 
where  the  killing  was  not  contrary  to  the  usages  of  civilised  or 
semi-civilised  warfare.  ...  If  he  (Mr.  Nathan  Walker) 
fell  fighting  with  arms  in  his  hands  at  the  head  of  300  men,  by 
a  chance  bullet.  Lord  Derby  considers  it  out  of  the  question  to 
proceed  against  any  person  for  the  crime  of  private  murder. 
The  enemy  were  probably  about  400  in  number,  and  every  one 
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of  them  is  as  much  or  as  little  guilty  of  murder  as  the  others. 
To  select  anyone  in  particular  for  prosecution  would  be  inequit- 
able ;  and  to  inflict  the  penalties  of  murder  on  the  whole  400 
would  be  monstrous." 

At  the  moment  he  was  killed  Umsutshwana  was  an  armed  man, 
subject  to  no  physical  disability,  and  there  was  nothing  contrary 
to  the  usages  of  South  African  native  warfare  in  the  attack 
or  the  manner  of  his  death.  Usibebu  was  not  the  man  who 
actually  killed  him  ;  and  I  do  not  consider  that  he  is  more  or 
less  guilty  of  murder  than  any  of  the  three  or  four  hundred 
other  members  of  his  tribe  who  were  present.  As  I  have 
before  intimated,  it  does  not  appear  to  be  a  case  where  the 
penalties  of  the  criminal  law  could  have  been  inflicted  with  any 
show  of  reason. 

I  may  observe,  in  addition,  that  whatever  may  have  been  the 
degree  of  wrong  involved  in  the  raid  of  Usibebu  and  his  impi 
upon  Ntshuku's  kraal,  it  was  more  than  amply  avenged  by  the 
terrible  punishment  inflicted  on  Usibebu's  followers  by  Dinizulu 
at  Undunu  a  few  days  later,  when  nearly  one-half  of  the  Mandh- 
lagazi  were  left  dead  upon  the  field.

Lord  Knutsford  to  the  Officer  Administering  the 
Government  (St.  Helena). 

Downing  Street,  December  5,  1889. 

Sir, — you  are  aware  that  certain  Zulu  chiefs  were,  in  the 
early  part  of  this  year,  convicted  before  a  Court  of  Special 
Commission  in  Zululand  of  taking  part  in  a  rebellion  against 
Her  Majesty's  authority  ;  and,  from  the  enclosed  copy  of  a 
dispatch  which  I  have  addressed  to  Sir  Charles  Mitchell,  you 
will  perceive  that,  if  their  sentences  are  confirmed,  it  may  be 
decided  by  Her  Majesty's  Government  that  three  of  these 
prisoners  should  be  removed  to  St.  Helena  to  undergo  the 
residue  of  their  term  of  imprisonment. 

I  enclose  the  original  of  three  orders  of  removal  which  I  have 
made  for  this  purpose,  and  I  have  to  request  that  you  will,  in 
Executive  Council,  signify  the  concuri-ence  of  your  Government 
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in  these  orders  by  writing  your  name  in  the  proper  space  left 
for  that  purpose.  You  will  then  duly  forward  them  to  Sir  C. 
Mitchell  by  the  same  steamer,  if  possible,  as  that  which  brings 
you  this  dispatch,  and  you  will  report  to  me  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  the  fact  that  you  have  so  signed  and  forwarded 
them. 

I  also  enclose  a  draft  of  an  Ordinance  which  it  will  in  due  time 
be  necessary  for  you  to  enact  in  view  of  the  probable  arrival  of 
these  prisoners,  but  it  need  not  be  published  until  you  hear 
that  they  are  actually  coming.  I  shall  take  another  opportu- 
nity of  addressing  you  as  to  the  regulations  to  be  framed  under 
this  Ordinance,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  prisoners  are  to 
be  treated.  All  expenses  connected  with  their  maintenance 
and  custody  will  be  repaid  to  St.  Helena  by  Zululand.

Downing  Street,  December  5,  1889. 
Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you  that  the  completed 
notes  of  the  evidence  in  the  trials  of  the  Zulu  chiefs  were  some 
time  ago  delivered  to  me  by  Mr.  Justice  Wragg,  and,  although 
I  have  not  yet  consulted  that  gentleman  or  Sir  Arthur  Have- 
lock  upon  the  cases,  a  careful  perusal  of  the  evidence  for  the 
prosecution  and  defence  leads  me  to  anticipate  that  in  the  case 
of  the  three  principal  prisoners,  at  all  events,  I  shall  be  unable 
to  advise  a  remission  of  their  sentences  of  imprisonment ;  and, 
in  these  circumstances,  I  quite  concur  in  the  views  which  have 
been  expressed,  both  by  Sir  Arthur  Havelock  and  yourself, 
that  the  prisoners  should  not  remain  in  Zululand  during  the 
term  of  their  confinement.  I  arrive  at  this  opinion  not  oaly 
on  political  grounds  connected  with  the  tranquillity  of  Zulu- 
land,  but  from  a  feeling  of  what  is  best  in  the  interest  of  the 
chiefs  themselves.  If  they  remain  in  Zululand  there  will  be 
no  alternative  but  to  subject  them  to  a  strict  and  irksome  in- 
carceration, whereas  in  a  more  isolated  British  possession  they 
may,  subject  to  their  good  behaviour,  be  allowed  a  large  degree 
of  freedom  from  personal  restraint.  I  am  advised  by  the  law 
officers  of  the  Crown  that,  in  the  cu-cumstances  of  the  case, 
their  removal  may  lawfully  be  effected  under  the  authority  of 
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sub-section  (d)  of  section  2  of  the  Colonial  Prisoners  Removal 
Act,  1884  (47  and  48  Vict.  c.  31),  and  I  have  selected  St. 
Helena  as  the  British  possession  which,  on  climatic  and  other 
grounds,  is  best  adapted  for  the  purpose.  In  order  to  place 
myself  in  a  position  to  give  effect  without  delay  to  this  course, 
should  Her  Majesty's  Government  decide  to  adoi:»t  it,  I  have 
now  the  honour  to  transmit  to  you  copies  of  removal  orders, 
which  I  have  made  out  under  the  Act  above  referred  to  in 
respect  of  the  three  prisoners,  Dinizulu,  'Ndabuko,  and  Tshin- 
gana.  The  originals  of  these  orders  I  have  sent  to  the  officer 
administering  the  Government  at  St.  Helena  for  his  concur- 
rence ;  you  will,  in  due  course,  receive  them  from  him,  and, 
when  you  have  signified  your  concurrence  by  signing  them, 
you  will  be  in  a  position  to  issue  the  warrants  under  section  7 
of  the  Act  should  Her  Majesty's  Government  decide  to  remove 
these  prisoners  to  St.  Helena.  I  also  enclose  drafts  of  three 
such  warrants  to  be  executed  by  you,  and  addressed  to  the 
keeper  of  the  gaol  in  which  the  chiefs  are  confined. 

In  the  event  of  the  arrangement  contemjjlated  in  this  dis- 
patch being  carried  out,  it  will  be  your  duty  from  time  to  time 
to  repay  from  Zulu  funds  the  expenses  properly  incurred  by 
the  Government  of  St.  Helena  in  the  support  of  these  prisoners, 
and  any  persons  who  may  accompany  them  to,  or  be  assigned 
for,  their  custody  or  service  in  St.  Helena. 

You  will  take  no  action  on  this  dispatch  beyond  signing  the 
"orders  of  removal,"  unless  and  until  you  hear  from  me  that 
the  sentences  of  the  chiefs  are  confirmed  in  part  or  in  whole, 
and  that  they  are  to  be  removed  to  St.  Helena.

Brussels,  December  15,  1889. 
Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  9th  instant,*  marked  confidential,  transmitting  to 
me,  by  Lord  Knutsford's  direction,  a  printed  volume  of  the 
president's  notes  of  evidence  in  the  trials  of  certain  Zulus 
before  the  Court  of  the  Special  Commissioners  for  Zululand, 
and  requesting  me  to  favour  his  lordship  with  my  views  as  to 
what  course  should  be  taken  with  regard  to  the  sentence  of  the 
court  in  each  case. 

I  will  proceed  to  express  my  opinion,  taking  each  case  in 
the  order  in  which  it  is  placed  on  the  index  to  cases  on  page  i 
of  the  printed  volume. 

(1. )  Case  of  Somhlolo. 
While  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  guilt  of  this  man,  I  think  the 
evidence  makes  it  possible  to  suppose  that  in  committing  the 
rebellious  acts  which  have  been  proved  against  him  he  was 
actuated  more  by  fear  of  those  who  incited  him  than  by  de- 
liberately traitorous  motives.  I  am  inclined  to  be  of  opinion 
that  the  interests  of  justice  and  of  the  Queen's  authority  might

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be  sufficiently  met  by  a  commutation  of  the  sentence  to  a  fine, 
say  of  250  head  of  cattle.  Somhlolo  should  also  be  deprived  of 
his  rank  of  chief  or  regent  of  the  Biyela  tribe. 

(2.)  Case  of  Usomkeli  (Somkeli)  and  Jive  others. 
The  oflPence  of  these  persons  and  the  degree  of  their  guilt  are 
well  stated  by  the  president  in  his  remarks  before  passing 
sentence.  I  do  not  think,  however,  that  the  interests  of  peace 
and  order  in  Zululand  would  sufler  by  mitigation  to  a  fine  of 
the  sentence  of  imprisonment.  These  prisoners  have  already 
been  under  restraint  for  a  year.  In  the  case  of  Somkeli,  the 
fine  should  not  be  less  than  1000  head  of  cattle.  In  the  case 
of  each  of  the  four  others,  a  fine  of  100  head  of  cattle  might, 
I  think,  be  sufficient.  If  the  131  head  of  cattle  mentioned  in 
the  enclosures  in  my  dispatch  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  No.  45, 
of  the  22nd  February,  1889  (see  page  41  of  printed  papers, 
African,  South,  No.  373),  have  not  been  paid  for  or  restored, 
that  number  should  be  deducted  from  the  proposed  fine  on 
Somkeli  of  1000  head  of  cattle. 

(3.)  Case  of  Nsuguyoicke. 
I  concur  in  the  judgment  and  sentence  of  the  court. 

(4).  Case  of  Ndabuko  (  Undabuko). 
The  nature  and  degree  of  this  chief's  offence  are,  I  consider, 
accurately  set    forth  in  the  remarks  made  by  the  president 
when  passing  sentence.     I  am  of  opinion  that  the  sentence  is 
not  a  severe  one. 

(5. )  Case  of  Tshingana. 
I  entirely  concur  with  the  finding  and  sentence  of  the  court, 
and  with  the  remarks  of  the  president  before  passing  sentence. 
I  look  upon  Tshingana's  offence  as  a  specially  aggravated  one. 

(7.)  Case  of  Dinizulu  (Dinuzidu). 
I  am  in  complete  accord  with  the  observations  made  by  the 
president  when  giving  judgment,  and  I  consider  the  sentence 
a  merciful  one.  The  order  and  tranquillity  that  have  prevailed 
in  Zululand  since  the  chiefs  have  been  under  restraint,  and  the 
ready  obedience  shown  by  the  inhabitants  to  the  authority  of 
the  Government,  notably  in  their  prompt  and  willing  payment 
of  the  hut  tax,  testify  in  an  unmistakable  manner  to  the  dis- 
turbing influence  exercised  by  those  chiefs  while  they  were  at 
liberty,  and  to  the  necessity,  in  the  interests  of  peace  and 
security,  of  depriving  them  of  the  power  of  working  further 
harm.     I  have  already  informed  you  that  I  was  convinced  that, 
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in  the  event  of  the  sentences  of  imprisonment  that  had  been 
passed  on  the  three  chiefs,  Dinuzulu,  Undabuko,  and  Tshingana, 
being  allowed  by  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  take  effect,  it 
would  be  expedient  to  remove  these  persons  from  Zululand, 
and  that  I  could  not  recommend  their  being  detained  in  Natal. 
My  conviction  on  this  jDoint  remains  unchanged.  In  the  cases 
of  these  three  chiefs,  I  think  the  manner  of  detention  need  not 
be  more  severe  than  is  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  safe 
custody,  and  of  preventing  communication  of  a  mischievous 
kind  with  their  partizans  in  Zululand  or  elsewhere.  This 
view  was  probably  in  the  minds  of  the  court  in  passing  upon 
them  sentences  of  imprisonment  not  carrying  hard  labour. 

(8.)  Case  of  Uxihilili. 
I  see  no  reason  for  questioning  the  justice  of  the  judgment 
and  sentence  of  the  court  in  this  instance. 

(9.)  Case  of  Umpikwa. 
This  is  a  flagrant  case  of  murder,  and  I  see  no  reason  why 
the  sentence  of  death  passed  upon  the  prisoner  should  not  be 
carried  out,  unless  the  long  delay  which  has  taken  place  since 
the  date  of  sentence  can  be  held  to  constitute  a  ground  of  miti- 
gation. In  such  case  I  think  the  sentence  should  be  commuted 
to  imprisonment  for  life.

Dovyning  Street,  December  18,  1889. 

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  Lord  Knutsford  to  acquaint  you  that 
Her  Majesty's  Government  have  decided  that  the  sentences  on 
Dinizulu,  Undabuko,  and  Tshingana  cannot  be  remitted,  and 
agree  with  the  view  expressed  in  your  letter  of  the  15th  instant,* 
that  it  is  not  expedient  that  they  should  be  detained  in  Zulu- 
land  ;  nor  that  any  attempt  should  be  made  to  arrange  for  their 
detention  in  Natal.  They  have  decided  that  these  prisoners 
should  be  removed  to  St.  Helena,  which  course,  amongst  other 
advantages,  will  allow  of  a  greater  relaxation  of  restraint  in 
dealing  with  them  that  could  be  practicable  elsewhere.  It  will 
have  to  be  considered  what  number  of  persons  should  be  allowed 
to  accompany  them  in  their  exile.  Lord  Knutsford  sujiposes 
that  each  chief  should  have  at  least  one  male  attendant,  and 
that  Undabuko  and  Tshingana,  who,  he  understands,  are 
married,  and  their  married  attendants,  should  each  be  accom- 
panied by  one  or  two  of  their  wives,  and  perhaps  by  some  of 
their  younger  children. 

It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  remove  the  chiefs  alone  in 
the  first  instance,  as  it  would  be  impossible  to  find  accommo- 
dation for  a  large  party  upon  one  of  Her  Majesty's  vessels,  and 
Lord  Knutsford  would  be  glad  to  know  whether  you  see  any 
difficulty  in  sending  out  at  a  later  date  the  wives  and  other 
members  of  the  party. 

There  remains  the  question  of  providing  interpreters,  and 
Lord  Knutsford  desires  to  know  whether,  in  your  opinion,  one 
white  man  and  one  native  will  sufl[ice.  When  the  party  arrive 
at  St.  Helena,  the  Government  of  that  island  will  select  one  or 
two  guardians,  who  will  be  responsible  for  the  safe  custody  of 
the  prisoners  and  for  their  commissariat.     Mr.  Grey  Wilson,

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the  officer  administering  the  government  of  St.  Helena,  has 
stated  that  he  has  in  view  for  them  a  house,  with  garden  and 
outbuildings,  at  the  top  of  the  town  of  Jamestown  ;  but  whether 
these  premises  would  be  large  enough  must  depend  upon  the 
total  number  of  the  party,  and  it  may  have  to  be  considered 
whether  it  would  be  practicable  and  expedient  to  take  a  house 
and  grounds  for  the  prisoners  somewhere  in  the  interior  of  the 
island.  It  would  not  be  desirable  to  occupy  Longwood  for  this 
purpose.  The  only  objection  to  a  country  house  which  has 
occurred  to  Mr.  Wilson  is,  that  possibly  the  interior  of  the 
island  is  too  cold  for  the  party.  Mr.  Wilson,  however,  has  not 
any  personal  experience  of  Zululand,  and  he  may  not  realise 
the  degree  of  cold  to  which  Zulus  are  sometimes  exposed  in  the 
high  and  broken  parts  of  the  country.  You  have  no  doubt 
visited  St.  Helena  at  some  period  of  your  service,  and  Lord 
Knutsford  would  be  glad  to  be  favoured  with  your  opinion  on 
this  and  all  other  subjects  raised  in  this  letter,  as  to  which  it 
may  be  convenient  for  you  to  confer  personally  with  the  De- 
partment. 

Lord  Knutsford  would  propose  to  instruct  Sir  C.  Mitchell  to 
inform  Undabuko  and  Tshingana,  that  those  of  their  wives  and 
children  whom  they  leave  behind  them  will  not  be  allowed  to 
want,  but  be  supported  out  of  their  husbands'  property,  or  if 
that  is  insufficient,  from  public  funds.

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
letter  of  the  18th  instant,*  acquainting  me  that  Her  Majesty's 
Government  have  decided  that  the  sentences  on  Dinuzulu, 
Undabuko,  and  Tshingana  cannot  be  remitted,  and  that  these 
prisoners  will  be  removed  to  St.  Helena  ;  and  asking  me  to 
favour  you,  for  Lord  Knutsford's  information,  with  my  opinion 
on  various  points  respecting  arrangements  for  the  removal  of 
the  chiefs  to  St.  Helena  and  for  their  detention  there. 

2.  I  see  no  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  proposal  to  remove 
the  chiefs,  in  the  first  instance,  alone — that  is,  unaccompanied 
by  their  wives  and  families.  But  I  think  it  would  be  desirable 
to  send  one  male  attendant  with  each  chief,  and  the  party 
should  be  accompanied  by  a  European  interpreter  and  by  one 
native  (Zulu)  of  fairly  good  position.  If  it  be  thought  undesir- 
able to  combine  in  the  same  person  the  duties  of  interpreter 
and  police  officer  in  charge  of  the  prisoners,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  send  also  a  police  officer.  This  would  make  a  party  of 
either  eight  or  nine  persons.  The  European  interpreter  and 
the  native  of  fairly  good  position  should  remain.  The  police 
officer,  if  sent,  might  return  after  handing  over  his  prisoners 
to  the  authorities  at  St.  Helena. 

3.  As  soon  as  convenient  afterwards,  one  wife  each,  in  the 
case  of  Undabuko  and  Tshingana,  accompanied  each  by  a  female 
attendant,  should  be  sent.  Each  of  these  two  chiefs  might  be 
allowed,  befoi-e  leaving  Zululand,  to  choose  the  particular  wife 
whom  he  might  prefer  to  follow  him  ;  and  if  the  women  so 
selected  have  children  under  ten  years  of  age,  those  children 
should  go  with  their  mothers.  With  this  second  party  two 
other  attendants,  probably  females,  to  cook,  &c.,  should  be 
sent  to  Dinuzulu.  Two  men  of  position,  known  to  the  chiefs, 
should  be  sent  as  escort  to  this  second  party,  and  the  whole

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party  should  be  in  charge  of  a  European.     These  three  latter 
persons   might  be  allowed  to  return  on  completion   of   their 
duty  of  escorting  the  second  party. 
The  first  party  would  consist  of  : —

Of  these  three  would  return.  The  total  number  of  souls  to  be 
permanently  left  at  St.  Helena  would  be  18 — 10  males  and  8 
females. 

4.  The  interior  highlands  of  St.  Helena  would,  in  respect  of 
climate,  be  far  better  suited  to  Zulus  than  the  neighbourhood 
of  Jamestown.  The  climate  of  the  highlands  of  St  Helena  is 
uniform  in  temperature  compared  with  that  of  the  districts  of 
Zululand  in  which  the  three  chiefs  have  lived.  They  (the 
chiefs)  would  not  be  subject  to  anything  like  the  degree  of 
cold  to  which  they  have  been  used.  They  would  find  James- 
town trying,  and  probably  injurious  to  their  health.  It  would 
be  also  desirable  that  they  should  not  be  too  easy  of  access  by 
visitors  from  the  passing  mail  steamers,  and  this  end  would  be 
attained  by  lodging  them  elsewhere  than  at  or  near  Jamestown. 

5.  An  abundant  supply  of  Indian  corn,  beef,  and  milk  should 
be  provided  for  the  prisoners  and  for  the  persons  who  accom- 
pany them.

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  Lord  Knutsford  to  transmit  to  you, 
for  any  observations  which  may  occur  to  you,  the  enclosed 
copies  of  correspondence*  between  this  Department  and  Sir 
Arthur  Havelock,  respecting  the  future  arrangements  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  three  Zulu  prisoners  and  their  followers, 
whom  it  is  proposed  to  transfer  to  St.  Helena. 

I  am  also  to  enclose  a  draft  of  an  Ordinancef  providing  for 
the  safe  custody  of  those  of  the  party  who  are  prisoners.  This 
Ordinance  has  been  communicated  to  Mr.  Antrobus  for  enact- 
ment. 

You  will  perceive  that  Sir  Arthur  Havelock  would  prefer 
that  the  party  should  be  accommodated  at  a  distance  from 
Jamestown  ;  and  Lord  Knutsford  would  be  glad  to  learn 
whether  any  suitable  houses  exist,  other  than  Longwood,  which 
must  not  be  considered  as  available  for  the  purpose. 

You  are  aware  that  Zulus  consume  quite  abnormal  quantities 
of  animal  food,  and  that  they  have  but  little  relish  for  any  other 
animal  food  save  beef ;  and  one  of  the  points  on  which  his 
lordship  desires  your  opinion  is  whether  the  resources  of  the 
island  are  at  present  sufficient  for  the  commissariat  of  the  party, 
or  whether  they  should  be  supplemented  by  the  importation  of 
stock. 

Another  point  of  importance  is  as  to  the  persons  to  be  placed 
in  responsible  charge  of  the  party,  with  a  view  to  their  safe 
custody,  their  commissariat,  and  the  keeping  of  the  accounts  of 
their  expenses,  which,  as  you  are  aware,  will  be  promptly 
repaid  from  time  to  time  by  Zululand,  probably  through  the 
Crown  Agents.

I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 

of  yesterday's  date,t  transmitting  copies  of  correspondence  be-

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tween  the  Colonial  Office  and  Sir  Arthur  Havelock  with 
reference  to  the  accommodation  and  guardianship  in  Saint 
Helena  of  three  Zulu  prisoners,  and  asking  my  opinion  upon 
certain  points  in  connection  therewith,  and  whether  any 
special  commissariat  arrangements  should  be  made. 

I  have  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  information  of  Lord 
Knutsford,  that  there  are,  in  my  opinion,  but  three  localities 
in  the  country  at  Saint  Helena  in  which  the  necessary  accom- 
modation can  be  secured. 

(a.)  Rosemary  Hall,  a  large  well-built  house  in  large  grounds, 

about  one  mile  west  of  Plantation,  and  at  about  the  same 

elevation,  but  with  no  houses  near  it.     The  stables  might, 

no  doubt,  be  adapted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  some 

of  the  followers,  but  it  would  not  be  possible  to  obtain 

within  a  reasonable  distance  any  house  for  the  guardian. 

This  house  is  the  property  of  a  surgeon-major,  whose 

agent  in  St.  Helena  is  Mr.  Edward  Thomas. 

(b.)  Prince's  Lodge  and   Enfield,    two    houses    with    small 

grounds,  just  outside  Plantation  main  gate,  but  separated 

from  each  other  by  the  high  road.     Both  these  houses 

are  the  property  of  Mr.  Saul  Solomon,  and  have  water 

laid  on  from  the  Government  main. 

(c.)  High  Knoll,  the  fort  just  above   Prince's    Lodge    and 

Enfield.     A  very  extensive  enclosure,  admirably  suited 

for  securing  privacy,  about  the  available  quarters  in  which 

the  Engineer  Department  of  the  War  Office  will  be  able 

to  afford  accurate  information.     There  is  no  water  laid  on. 

All  these  sites  are  far  removed  from  Longwood,  and  on  high  land. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  Prince's   Lodge  and  Enfield  are  the 

most  suitable,  provided  they  can  be  obtained  at  a  reasonable 

rent.     The  women's  old  hospital  in  the  town,  now  empty,  Lady 

Ross's  house  at  the  head  of  the  town,  and  High  Knoll  are  all 

sites  which  might  afford  the  necessary  accommodation. 

The  building  known  as  the  "Laundry,"  inside  Plantation 
grounds  and  half  a  mile  from  Prince's  Lodge  and  Enfield,  might, 
if  found  necessary,  be  done  up  for  the  European  interpreter, 
that  is  if  I  am  right  in  supposing  him  to  be  of  a  similar  class  to 
a  warrant  officer. 

I  do  not  think  that  there  will  be  any  difficulty  in  obtaining 
the  necessary  supply  of  beef,  milk,  and  Indian  corn  for  the  pro- 
posed, or  even  a  considerably  larger,  party  of  Zulus,  but  it  is 
very  desirable  that  40  or  50  sacks  of  Indian  corn  should,  in  the 
first  instance,  be  sent  in  the  ship  with  them  from  Natal,  and  be 
stored  in  the  Custom  House  in  Jamestown. 

I  would  suggest   that  a  portion  of  the  herds  of  the  Zulus 
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might  be  retained  in  Zululand  for  a  time,  so  that  some  cattle 
may  hereafter  be  brought  over,  as  the  possession  of  a  few  may 
afibrd  a  legitimate  indulgence  and  interest  to  the  prisoners  ; 
but  I  cannot  advise  that  any  sliould  be  sent  with  the  Zulus,  as 
the  stringent  Quarantine  of  Cattle  Ordinance  (St.  Helena,  1885, 
I  think)  would  involve  the  officer  administering  the  government 
in  much  tiouble  and  worry  at  a  time  when  his  hands  will  be 
quite  full  with  the  other  necessary  arrangements. 

As  much  furniture  and  other  necessaries  as  possible  should 
be  sent  from  Zululand  ;  some  common  tables  and  chairs  can  be 
spared  from  the  castle,  court-house,  and  hospital  ;  and  I  think 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  should  be  asked  to  cause  in- 
structions to  be  sent  to  the  commissariat  officer  in  St.  Helena 
to  issue  from  his  Department  such  tables,  chairs,  beds,  tin  pans, 
buckets,  rugs,  and  other  stores  and  provisions  as  may  be 
requisitioned  for  by  the  officer  administering  the  government.

Sib, — With  reference  to  my  dispatch  of  the  5th  of  Decem- 
ber,* I  transmit  to  you,  for  your  information  and  guidance,  the 
enclosed  copies  of  correspondencef  relative  to  the  removal  to  St. 
Helena  of  the  three  Zulu  chiefs  and  their  families  and  atten- 
dants, and  their  treatment  there. 

You  will  perceive  that  it  will  be  your  duty  to  secure  on  the 
best  terms  possible  a  house  and  grounds  in  the  country, 
adequate  for  the  accommodation  of  the  party  from  Zululand 
and  such  officer  or  officers  as  you  may  find  it  necessary  to  place 
in  charge  of  the  prisoners  as  their  guardian.  Much  will  depend 
upon  the  English  officer  who  accompanies  them,  and  who  may 
prove  to  be  a  competent  guardian  without  further  help.  Some 
constables  may  be  necessary  at  first  to  keep  off  intruders,  but  I 
leave  all  these  matters  to  your  discretion. 

The  party  will  ultimately  consist  probably  of  one  European 
interpreter,  seven  adult  males,  and  six  adult  women,  besides 
children. 

I  am  unable  to  give  you  definite  instructions  as  to  the  best 
place  to  select,  but  you  wUl  see  that  there  must  be  grounds  of 
some  extent  outside  the  actual  buildings  or  vacant  Crown  lands 
in  the  immediate  neighbourhood. 

*  No.  1.  t  Nos.  4,  5,  7,  9,  10,  11,  13,  and  14. 
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You  will  give  the  chiefs  to  understand  that  the  comparative 
liberty  which  they  are  to  enjoy  is  subject  to  their  good  behaviour 
and  to  their  obedience  to  the  regulations  and  orders  made  for 
and  in  respect  of  them.  Conditionally  on  their  good  behaviour 
you  will  allow  them  to  occupy  or  amuse  themselves  in  any  rea- 
sonable way  and  to  move  about  the  island,  and  they  may  receive 
such  visitors  (residents  in  the  island)  as  you  may  approve.  But 
they  should  not  come  into  Jamestown  without  the  permission  of 
yourself  or  some  responsible  official,  and  only  on  special  occa- 
sions, as  for  example,  when  some  event  is  going  on  which  you 
think  they  might  be  allowed  to  witness  or  participate  in. 

I  need  not  remind  you  that  Zulus  are  large  consumers  of 
meat,  and  that  beef  is  their  principal  food.  You  will  therefore 
take  care  that  the  scale  of  rations  is  large  enough,  without 
being  excessive.  The  English  officers  will  be  entitled  to  suit- 
able accommodation,  and  it  is  hoped  that  you  will  be  able  to 
obtain  from  the  commissariat  stores  such  camp  furniture  and 
utensUs  as  you  require.  You  will  probably  find  it  quite  unneces- 
sary to  supply  bedsteads  for  the  Zulus,  and  as  Cetywayo  did  in 
England,  they  will  not  use  them  if  supplied.  I  have  applied  to 
War  Office  to  assist  you  by  enabling  you  to  obtain  provisions 
through  the  commissariat,  but  I  have  not  yet  received  the 
reply.  In  order  to  supply  them  at  first,  50  bags  of  mealies  will 
be  consigned  to  you  from  the  Cape,  and  you  will  apply  to  me 
for  anything  required  from  England. 

You  wUl  be  careful  to  see  that  the  party  are  living  under 
conditions  compatible  with  the  maintenance  of  their  health. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  from  time  to  time  reports  as  to  their 
condition,  and  as  soon  as  you  are  able  to  do  so  I  wish  you  to 
supply  me  with  an  estimate  of  a  year's  expenditure  on  all  items 
on  their  account. 

If  the  Zulus  desire  it  their  children  may  receive  education.

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  Lord  Knutsford  to  request  that  you 
will  state  to  Mr.  Secretary  Stanhope  that  Her  Majestys  Govern- 
ment have  decided  that  the  three  principal  chiefs  convicted  by 
the  snecial  commission  of  srrave  oflFenees  against  Her  Majesty 
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should  be  removed  to  St.  Helena,  there  to  undergo  the  residue 
of  the  sentences  imposed  upon  them.  It  is  intended  that  they 
should  reside  in  the  country,  and  Mr.  Grey  Wilson,  the  Admini- 
strator of  St.  Helena,  has  suggested  that  High  Knoll,  which  is 
a  military  building,  might  be  a  suitable  place  for  the  location  of 
the  party,  which  will  probably  ultimately  consist  of  13  adult 
males  and  females,  besides  a  few  children,  and  two  or  three 
European  guardians.  The  officer  administering  the  govern- 
ment will  be  instructed  to  select  the  most  suitable  premises  that 
are  obtainable,  and  I  am  to  request  that  you  will  move  the 
Secretary  of  State,  if  he  sees  no  objection,  to  give  the  necessary 
directions  to  enable  the  local  military  authorities  to  hand  over 
High  Knoll  to  the  civil  government,  should  the  officer  ad- 
ministering the  government  be  of  opinion  that  it  is  the  most 
suitable  place  for  the  Zulus  to  reside  in.  Should  the  buildings 
prove  to  be  insufficient  for  all  the  party  it  may  be  necessary  for 
the  officer  administering  the  government  to  erect  additional 
accommodation  if  the  ground  admits  of  it.  There  may  be  some 
difficulty  in  obtaining  the  furniture  and  utensils  required  for 
use  of  the  party,  and,  of  course,  no  system  exists  for  feeding  a 
party  of  this  nature.  I  am  accordingly  to  ask  whether  instruc- 
tions can  be  given  for  the  issue  from  the  local  commissariat  store 
to  the  civil  government  on  the  requisition  of  the  officer  ad- 
ministering the  government,  and,  on  payment,  of  such  articles 
of  furniture  and  camp  equipment  as  are  in  store  and  may  be 
required,  as  well  as  for  the  regular  supply  of  rations  of  meat 
and  provisions  generally  for  the  use  of  the  Zulus  ;  all  details  to 
be  arranged  between  the  officer  administering  the  government 
and  the  commanding  officer. 

Lord  Knutsford  hopes  that  there  may  be  no  difficulty  in 
making  these  arrangements,  and  as  the  next  mail  for  St. 
Helena  sails  on  the  9th  instant,  his  lordship  will  be  much 
obliged  for  an  early  reply.

Lord  Knutsford  to  Sir  C.  B.  H.  Mitchell. 

(Extract.) 

Downing  Street,  January,  3,  1890. 
On  the  31st  ultimo  I  telegraphed  to  you  to  the  effect  that 
Her  Majesty's  Government  had  decided  to  confirm  the  finding 
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and  sentences  of  the  court  of  the  special  commissioners  for 
Zululand  in  the  cases  of  Dinuzulu,  Undabuko,  and  Tshingana, 
but  would  cause  them  to  be  removed  to  St.  Helena,  where,  as 
you  are  probably  aware,  it  is  intended  that  they  should  not  be 
kept  in  close  imprisonment,  but  should  have  such  personal 
liberty  as  is  compatible  with  their  safe  detention  in  the  island, 
subject,  of  course,  to  their  good  and  quiet  behaviour,  I  said 
that  each  of  the  chiefs  should  be  accompanied  by  one  male 
attendant ;  and  I  requested  you  to  engage  a  suitable  English 
interpreter,  who  should  be  in  charge  of  the  party,  and  also  a 
Zulu  interpreter  of  a  good  class,  who  would  also  act  as  head 
attendant.  Both  interpreters,  I  mentioned,  would  be  expected 
to  remain  at  St.  Helena  for  the  present,  I  cannot  know  what 
Englishman  you  will  have  been  able  to  select  to  accompany  the 
party,  but  I  shall  be  glad  if  he  should  prove  to  be  a  person 
known  already  to  the  chiefs,  and  in  whom  they  have  confidence, 
and  competent  to  act  as  their  guardian  in  St.  Helena,  In  that 
case  no  such  person  need  be  appointed  in  the  island,  and  Mr, 
Antrobus,  who  is  administering  the  government  of  St.  Helena, 
will  only  have  to  provide  such  police  control,  temporary  or 
permanent,  as  he  may  find  to  be  necessary. 

You  will  decide  what  names  to  insert  in  your  warrants.  You 
will  also  consider  whether  a  police  officer  is  also  required,  but  I 
incline  to  think  that  as  the  chiefs  will  be  in  a  kind  of  open 
arrest  this  may  not  be  necessary. 

It  is  not  my  intention  that  the  party  should  reside  at  St, 
Helena  unaccompanied  by  women  and  children  ;  but  these  must 
follow  later,  say  in  a  month  or  two, 

I  suggested  that  Dinuzulu  might  select  two  females  as  his 
future  attendants  for  cooking,  &c. ,  and  that  each  of  his  uncles, 
Undabuko  and  Tshingana,  might  each  select  one  wife  and  family 
to  be  their  companions  in  St.  Helena.  I  take  the  opportunity 
of  mentioning,  what  was  not  referred  to  in  my  telegram,  that  I 
approve  Sir  Arthur  Havelock's  suggestion  that  each  wife  should 
be  accompanied  by  a  female  attendant.  Whether  the  wives 
should  only  take  those  of  their  children  who  are  under  ten  years 
of  age,  as  Sir  Arthur  Havelock  suggests,  is  a  point  which  I 
leave  to  your  discretion  after  you  have  consulted  Mr.  Osborn, 

Sir  Arthur  Havelock,  as  you  will  perceive,  recommends  that 
this  second  party  of  women  and  children  should  be  accompanied 
by  two  natives  of  good  position  known  to  the  chiefs,  and  that 
the  whole  of  the  second  party  should  be  in  charge  of  a  European, 
You  will  naturally  take  care  that  one  of  that  party  must  be  capable 
of  acting  as  interpreter.  I  concluded  my  telegram  by  informing 
you  (with  a  view  to  your  conveying  the  information   to  the 
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chiefs)  that  those  of  their  wives  and  families  who  would  be  left 
behind  would  not  be  allowed  to  want. 

The  accompanying  copies  of  correspondence*  which  has  passed 
between  this  Department,  Sir  Arthur  Havelock,  Mr.  Grey 
Wilson  (the  administrator  of  St.  Helena),  and  the  War  Office, 
wiU  explain  to  you  more  in  detail  what  are  the  intentions  of 
the  Government  in  regard  to  the  chiefs  and  their  companions. 
You  will  note  that  Mr.  Grey  Wilson  suggests  that  possibly  some 
furniture  should  be  sent  with  the  chiefs  ;  but  this,  I  think,  is 
unnecessary.  I  have  no  doubt  that  Mr.  R.  L.  Antrobus  will 
be  able  to  procure  at  St.  Helena  what  is  requisite  from  the 
commissariat  stores  or  other  local  sources  ;  but  you  should 
advise  him  fully  as  to  the  requirements  of  the  party  both  in  this 
respect  and  also  as  regards  diet  and  clothing.  You  will  take 
especial  care  that  both  the  chiefs'  party  and  the  party  of  women 
and  children  who  are  to  follow  have  adequate  warm  clothing 
for  the  sea  voyage. 

You  will  explain  to  the  chiefs  generally  what  will  be  their 
mode  of  life  in  St.  Helena,  pointing  out  that  the  comparative 
freedom  and  comfort  of  their  future  lot  can  only  be  accorded  to 
them  in  some  place  other  than  Zululand  and  outside  of  South 
Africa,  so  that  their  transfer  to  St.  Helena  really  constitutes  a 
most  material  mitigation  of  the  punishments  which  they  have 
incurred. 

I  am  awaiting  a  written  rejiort  from  Mr.  Justice  Wragg  on 
the  cases  of  all  the  convicted  prisoners  ;  and  I  shall  then  be  in 
a  position  to  address  you  further  as  to  the  fate  of  the  minor 
offenders,  on  which  Sir  A.  Havelock  has  expressed  his  views  in 
his  letter  of  the  15th  ultimo,  t

Sir, — I  have  been  informed  that  Miss  Harriette  Emily 
Colenso  is  about  to  proceed  to  this  country  in  reference  to  the 
case  of  the  Zulu  chiefs  who  were  convicted  in  connection  with 
the  Zulu  disturbances  of  1888. 

Although  I  have  no  information  on  the  subject,  it  occurs  to 
me  that,  when  Miss  Colenso  learns  that  the  three  principal 
chiefs  are  to  be  transferred  to  St.  Helena,  she  may  possibly 
decide  to  accompany  them  in  the  steamer  and  make  some  stay 
in  the  island  on  her  way  to  this  country.  I  have  already 
instructed  Mr.  Antrobus  that  he  is  only  to  allow  residents  in 
the  island  to  pay  visits  to  the  prisoners,  and  under  these 
instructions  he  might  feel  that  he  had  no  option  but  to  prevent 
Miss  Colenso  from  holding  intercourse  with  them  while  in  St. 
Helena.  But  when  I  issued  my  instructions  to  Mr.  Antrobus 
I  had  not  in  contemplation  the  contingency  of  a  visit  from  Miss 
Colenso.  My  object  was  to  shield  the  Zulus  from  the  idle 
curiosity  of  passing  strangers.  If  Miss  Colenso  goes  to  St. 
Helena,  she  may  be  allowed  to  visit  the  Zulus  daily  during 
reasonable  hours.  I  have,  therefore,  to  request  that  if  you 
receive  information  that  Miss  Colenso  intends  to  take  St. 
Helena  on  her  way  home,  you  will  communicate  this  disfjatch 
to  Mr.  Antrobus,  the  officer  administering  the  government  of 
St.  Helena,  for  his  information  and  guidance. 

I  find  it  necessary  to  trouble  you  in  the  matter,  because  the 
next  mail  direct  from  this  country  will  possibly  not  reach  St. 
Helena  until  after  the  Zulus  arrive.

My  Lord, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your   lordship's   dispatch  of  the  5th  instantj   relating  to  the 
proposed  removal  of  certain  Zulu  prisoners  to  this  island. 

2.  On  receiving  this  dispatch  at  6.30  p.m.,  on  the  evening  of 
Sunday,  the  22nd  instant,  I  summoned  a  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Council,  in  which  I  signified  my  concurrence  in  the 
orders  of  removal  ;  and  the  orders,  duly  signed  by  me,  were 
then  transmitted  to  the  officer  administering  the  government 
of  Zululand  by  the  same  steamer,  the  S.S.  "Dane,"  which 
brought  them  to  me. 

3.  In  the  event  of  its  being  decided  to  send  the  prisoners 
here,  I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  in  good  time  the  further 
instructions  which  your  lordship  has  promised  to  give  me,  and 
also  to  know  how  many  and  what  persons  will  accompany  them,

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and  what  kind  and  amount  of  accomnaodation  will  be  required 
for  them. 

4.  There  should,  I  think,  be  at  least  two  persons  speaking 
the  Zulu  language,  who  could  relieve  one  another  in  taking 
charge  of  the  prisoners  ;  and  it  would  be  desirable  that  one  of 
them  should  come  here  some  little  time  beforehand  to  assist 
me  in  making  the  necessary  arrangements.  Any  others  who 
may  be  required,  either  as  police  or  as  servants,  could  be 
engaged  in  the  island. 

5.  I  think  that  the  prisoners  should,  if  possible,  be  located  in 
the  country  ;  and  one  of  the  many  country  houses  which  are 
now  unoccupied  might  be  repaired  and  furnished  for  them,  if  I 
had  sufficient  notice.  But,  in  order  to  enable  me  to  decide, 
in  consultation  with  the  colonial  surgeon,  what  j)art  of  the 
island  would  be  the  most  suitable  as  regards  climate,  I  have  to 
request  that  I  may  be  furnished  with  as  full  information  as 
possible  respecting  the  climate  of  Zululand,  and  the  conditions 
under  which  the  Zulu  chiefs  have  been  accustomed  to  live  there.

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
dispatch  of  the  27th  ultimo*  requesting  instructions  with 
reference  to  the  Zulu  chiefs,  and  their  attendants,  about  to  be 
removed  to  St.  Helena. 

My  dispatch  of  the  3rd  instant  f  will  since  have  furnished 
you  with  the  further  instructions  to  which  I  referred  in  my 
dispatch  of  the  5th  of  December  last, J  as  well  as  with  full 
particulars  as  to  the  probable  number  of  the  party,  interpreters, 
the  provision  of  food,  and  the  hiring  of  suitable  accommodation. 

With  reference  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  climate  of  Zululand, 
I  have  to  refer  you  to  Sir  A.  Havelock's  letter  of  the  21st 
ultimo, §  already  communicated  to  you,  and  to  observe  that  the 
chiefs  have  been  accustomed  to  live  in  the  northern  uplands, 
and  have  led  a  life  of  much  exposure  in  recent  years  owing  to 
the  attitude  adopted  by  them  towards  the  authorities.  The 
Zulu  uplands  are  stated  to  be  from  2000  to  4000  feet  above 
the  sea,  and  to  be  far  colder  and  wetter  than  the  coast,  and 
low-lying  country.  On  the  high  open  "steppes"  the  winter 
months  are  exceedingly  cold  ;  keen  biting  winds  sweep  across 
the  treeless  wastes,  and  snow  and  sleet  are  of  no  infrequent 
occurrence.  In  the  rainy  season,  heavy  rain  and  fog  are  often 
reported  to  prevail  for  days  together. 

You  will  therefore  perceive  that  the  Zulus  will  have  been 
accustomed  to  a  more  rigorous  climate  than  that  of  the  St. 
Helena  uplands,  and  that  there  is  no  danger  to  their  health  in 
avoiding  Jamestown  as  a  place  of  residence. 

The  medical  officer  will,  of  course,  watch  carefully  over 
their  health,  especially  at  first,  and  it  will  tend  to  avert  any 
chance  of  illness  from  climatic  causes  if,  as  I  assume,  the  Zulus 
adopt  European  clothing.

containing  a  provision  for  carrying  it  into  effect.  Should  the 
proposed  change  be  sanctioned,  it  would,  the  Commissioners 
understand,  be  notified  by  the  military  authorities  in  a  "General 
Order,"  which  would  state  that  a  certain  number  of  the  names 
of  holders  of  First  Class  Certificates  would  be,  from  time  to

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time,  furnished  by  the  Director-General  of  Military  Education 
to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  for  registration — that  when 
copyists  were  required  at  the  War  Office,  application  would  be 
made  for  one  of  these  soldier  Copyists — and  that  the  annual 
number  of  such  applications  would  be  about  20. 

In  these  circumstances,  as  their  lordships  will  perceive,  the 
addition  of  names  to  the  register,  being  practically  regulated  by 
the  extent  to  which  employment  can  be  found  for  the  new  class 
in  the  single  Department  of  the  War  Office,  would  be  com- 
paratively small,  while  it  would,  nevertheless,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  military  authorities,  be  sufficient  to  provide  the  required 
stimulus  to  study  on  the  part  of  private  soldiers.

June,  1870. 

As  a  general  rule  the  Commissioners  do  ilot,  until  a  case  is 
thus  presented,  consider  whether  or  how  far  they  would  feel 
justified  in  dispensing  with  such  examination.  In  view,  how- 
ever, of  the  special  circumstances  under  which  your  inquiry  is 
made,  and  of  the  range  of  subjects  prescribed  respectively  for 
the  First  Class  Certificate,  and  for  the  Warders  referred  to,  I 
am  to  state  that,  should  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  Lords 
of  the  Treasury  concur  in  the  application  to  any  such  Warders

Your  lordship  will  observe  that  M.  Coumoundouros  says  that 
Greece  had  a  decision  of  Europe  whicli  the  Government  "must 
carry  out,"  as  it  is  required  by  "our  national  honour,  our  great 
interests,  and  the  condition  of  our  brethren "  (outside  the 
kingdom).

I  am  a"si)red  that  some  young  men  from  Macedonia  have 
secretly  left  their  homes  for  the  purpose  of  enlisting  in  the 
Greek  army  ;  but  the  aggregate  number  of  these  native  volun- 
teers does  not  reach  200.  This  does  not  include  the  Hellenes 
in  the  province  who  are  bound  to  military  service,  of  whom, 
however,  a  very  small  number  has  responded  to  the  summons 
of  the  Greek  War  Office  to  join  the  army. 

At  Serres,  where  there  is  a  large  Hellenic  community,  the

My  Lord, — During  a  conver.^iation  that  I  had  with  Baron 
Haymerle  yesterday,  he  observed  that,  as  soon  a.s  Dulcigno  was 
given  up,  he  hoped  that  the  tension  in  which  the  altairs  of 
Turkey  had  kept  Europe  might  come  to  an  end. 

I  remarked  that  he  must  not  forget  that  there  were  other 
questions,  and  especially  that  of  the  Greek  frontier,  which 
would  have  to  be  dealt  with,  and  that  the  difficulty  in  r(^'ard 
to  them  could  not  be  expected  to  be  less  than  that  which  had 
been  experienced  about  Dulcigno. 

He  replied  that  the  Powers  must  certainly  maintain  the  posi- 
tion they  had  taken  at  the  Conference  of  Berlin  respecting  the 
extension  to  be  given  to  Greece,  but  after  the  experience  we 
had  had  of  the  resistance  of  Turkey  to  the  most  tritiing  terri- 
torial cessions,  he  would  deprecate  any  attempt  at  this  moment 
to  insist  upon  sacrifices  which  it  would  not  be  possible  to  obtain 
from  her  except  by  measures  threatening  the  trancjuillity  of  the 
whole  of  the  Pjist.  Wliat  was  now  most  reipiired  was  a  breath- 
ing-time which  would  allow  the  excited  feeling  prevailing 
throughout  the  East  to  calm  down. 

I  reminded  him  that  the  Greeks  are  making  every  effort  to 
collect  an  army,  which  by  the  spring  would  i)robably  be  brought 
to  GO, 000  men,  and  I  asked  whether  he  thought  it  probable  that 
after  making  such  an  exertion,  jind  at  so  great  a  cost,  they  would 
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not  endeavour  to  take  possession  of  the  territory  assigned  to 
tliem. 

He  could  not  deny  that  this  was  probable,  but  said  that  the 
spring  was  still  far  distant,  and  that  no  good  would  be  done  by 
agitating  the  question  prematurely.

Sill  H.  Elliot  to  Earl  Granville. 

(Received  November  9.) 

Pesth,  November  5,  1880. 
My  Lord, — The  iirst  public  sitting  of  the  Austrian  Delega- 
tions took  place  yesterday,  when  the  Budget  of  the  Ministry 
for  Foreign  Affairs  was  under  consideration,  and  afforded  an 
opportunity  to  Baron  Hubner  to  pronounce  a  long  and  very 
carefully-prepared  speech. 

Commenting  on  the  course  that  had  been  followed  by  the 
Government,  he  declared  that  there  was  no  such  thing  as  an 
"Eastern  question,"  unless  the  Powers  chose  to  create  it,  and 
that  the  best  thing  now  to  be  done  was  to  unite  all  the  Treaty 
Powers  in  agreeing  to  adjourn  the  consideration  of  it. 

Baron  Haymerle  replied  that,  while  his  Government  would 
do  all  in  their  power  to  avoid  complications,  he  could  not  admit 
that  their  total  efiacenient,  as  recommended  by  Baron  Hubner, 
was  desirable,  as  it  would  be  calculated  to  split  Europe  into 
two  groups,  which  would  cause  more  dangerous  complications, 
and  their  object  had  therefore  been  not  to  divide  the  Powers, 
but  to  follow  the  programme  of  some  of  them,  especially  of 
two,  which  might  form  a  centre  around  which  the  others 
might  group  themselves,  and  it  was  in  the  nature  of  such  a 
concert  that  everything  should  not  turn  exactly  as  one  or  other 
of  the  parties  might  wish. 

It  might  be  that  a  non-intervention  policy  was  the  right  one ; 
but  it  was  only  possible  if  other  Governments  followed  it  also. 

It  was  contrary  to  the  interests  of  any  nation  that  there  should 
be  conflagration  in  its  immediate  neighbourhood,  nor  would  it 
have  been  a  matter  of  indifference  to  the  Austrian  Government 
to  see  foi-eign  Governments  taking  action  upon  the  very  frontier 
of  the  empire. 

With  regard  to  Greece,  the  Minister  said  that  her  aspirations 
had  the  sympathy  of  the  Imperial  Government,  but  they  had 
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never  assumed  the  responsibility  of  obtainino:  for  her  the  new 
frontier,  which  had  not  been  laid  down  as  a  line  to  be  enforced 
("zwangslinie"),  but  as  one  upon  which  to  mediate,  and  for 
the  carrying  out  of  which  the  Powers  are  as  little  pledged  as 
to  any  of  the  other  provisions  of  the  Treaty  of  Berlin. 

I  have  directed  a  translation  of  his  Excellency's  speech  to  bo 
prepared  for  your  lordship,  but  in  the  sketch  that  I  have 
given  of  it,  there  are  two  points  which  will  not  fail  to  attract 
your  attenticm  :  the  one  is,  that  Baron  Hay  merle  made  no 
attempt  to  justify  his  participation  in  the  Dulcigno  demonstra- 
tion, on  the  ground  of  the  measure  being  in  itself  desirable,  but 
defended  it  only  as  being  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
concert  ;  the  other  point  relates  to  his  remark  about  the  Greek 
frontier  (juestion,  for  the  declaration  of  the  Minister,  that  the 
Powers  were  no  more  pledged  to  see  it  settled  than  any  of  the 
other  provisions  of  the  Treaty,  appears  like  a  public  announce- 
ment to  the  Parliament  and  the  country  of  a  determination 
not  to  take  part  in  coercive  measures  to  secure  it.

Earl  Granville  to  Lord  Odo  Russell. 

Foreign  Office,  November  11,  1880. 
My  Lord, — The  German  Ambassador  called  upon  me  this 
afternoon,  and  we  had  some  conversation  respecting  what  has 
lately  passed  on  the  Eastern  question. 

I  said  that  I  had  been  conversing  with  your  Excellency  oi^ 
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the  Eastern  question,  and  I  was  glad  to  learn  that  Prince 
Bismarck,  though  he  expressed  himself  as  averse  to  exerting 
other  than  diplomatic  pressure  upon  the  Porte,  was  still 
anxious  to  maintain  the  concerted  action  of  Eurojjc,  and  desired 
to  assist  it.  I  gathered  that  the  Chancellor  still  believed  in 
the  efhcacy  of  such  diplomatic  pressure,  and  it  was  reassuring 
to  know  that  one  so  competent  to  form  an  opinion  had  arrived 
at  that  view,  but  it  seemed  to  me  that  if  it  were  to  have  any 
effect  it  would  be  more  than  ever  necessary  that  the  action  of 
the  Powers  should  be  consistent  and  unanimous.  I  understood 
that  the  German  Government  and  also  that  of  Fi'ance  were 
impressing  upon  the  Government  of  Greece  the  expediency  of 
moderation  and  of  abstaining,  for  the  present,  from  any  active 
steps.  We  should  be  glad  to  join  in  giving  such  advice  ;  but 
in  order  to  do  so,  we  should  wish  to  know  what  was  the  char- 
acter of  the  instructions  which  had  been  given  by  other  Powers 
to  their  represeutatives  in  Greece.  Whether  any  receding 
from  the  position  taken  up  to  the  present  time  regarding  the 
Greek  frontier  had  taken  place,  or  whether  any  assurances  had 
been  given  to  Greece  that  she  would  not  lose  by  conforming  to 
the  counsel  of  the  Powers,  and  if  so,  in  what  manner  Prince 
Bismarck  proposed  that  the  decisions  of  the  Congress  and  of 
the  Conference  at  Berlin,  which  both  he  and  Baron  Haymerle 
had  already  declared  must  be  maintained,  should  eventually 
be  carried  into  etfect.

Foreign  Office,  November  11,  1880. 

Sir, — The  Italian  Ambassador  called  upon  me  this  afternoon 
and  spoke  of  the  desire  of  his  Government  to  learn  our  views 
with  regard  to  the  course  to  be  pursued  in  Turkish  affairs. 

I  told  General  Menabrea  that  I  was  glad  to  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  discussing  the  matter  witli  him.  I  was  obliged  to  his 
Government  for  the  renewed  expression  of  their  desire  to  act 
with  England,  and  I  thought  it  was  both  natural  and  right 
that  they  should  wish  to  be  informed  of  our  future  policy. 

That  policy,  I  said,  continued  to  be  what  we  had  all  along 
stated,  viz.,  the  execution  of  the  settlement  arrived  at  at  Berlin 
by  means  of  concerted  action.  I  thought  it  probable  that  in  a 
very  few  days  we  should  ask  the  other  Powers  whether  they 
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thought  the  delay  in  giving  up  Dulcigno  could  be  allowed  to  be 
indefinitely  prolonged,  and  if  not  what  term  should  be  assigned. 
After  the  question  of  Dulcigno  had  been  settled,  it  apj)eared 
that  most  of  the  Governments  were  desirous  of  remaining 
quiet,  but  this,  to  me,  did  not  seem  to  be  entirely  practicable. 
I  then  alluded  to  the  advice  which  we  had  at  fii'st  given  to  the 
Greek  Government  in  July  last,  to  abstain  from  the  mobilisa- 
tion of  their  army,  but  ujion  which  we  had  not  insisted  after 
they  had  pressed  us  to  withdraw  that  advice,  and  stated  that 
all  the  other  Powers  had  done  so  ;  and  I  said  that  I  should  be 
ready  now  to  join  in  the  stejis  that  I  understood  were  being 
taken  by  some  of  the  Powers  to  urge  moderation  and  prudence 
upon  Greece,  but  that  I  could  not  do  this  without  knowing 
what  assurance  I  could  give  the  Greeks  that  they  would  not 
lose  by  such  conduct. 

As  regards  the  European  concert,  I  denied  that  it  was  broken 
up,  although  of  course  it  was  possible  that  it  might  at  any 
moment  terminate.  U])  to  the  present  time,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  proposal  for  the  occupation  of  Smyrna,  the  com- 
munications with  regard  to  which  were  interrupted  by  the 
sudden  promise  of  the  Sultan  to  surrender  Dulcigno,  I  knew  of 
no  projjosal  which  had  not  been  unanimously  acted  upon  after 
slight  modifications. 

As  I  had  said,  this  agreement  might  terminate.  If  this 
happened,  I  hoped  it  would  be  evident  who  was  responsible 
for  its  termination,  but  for  my  own  part  I  did  not  despair  of 
seeing  it  maintained.

Mr.  Corbett  to  Earl  Granville. 

(Received  November  16.) 

Athens,  November  5,  1880. 
My  Lord, — As  I  informed  your  lordship  in  a  previous 
dispatch,  the  sittings  of  the  Chamber  were  suspended  during 
three  days  in  consequence  of  a  death  in  the  Royal  Family. 
Yesterday  it  was  expected  that  M.  Coumoundouros  would  make 
a  statement  of  the  views  and  intentions  of  the  new  Govern- 
ment. He  did  not,  however,  make  any  communication  to  the 
House. 

The  Minister  of  Finance  explained  to  the  Chamber  the  state 
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of  the  finances  of  the  country  ;  he  said  that  in  payment  of  the 
orders  given  by  the  late  Government  the  Treasury  will  have  to 
supply  24,500,000  drachmas,  and  for  warlike  purposes  the  pre- 
sent Government  will  have  to  provide  a  further  sum  of 
25,500,000  drachmas  before  the  end  of  the  year.  He  had  been 
of  opinion  that  Greece  should  prepare  her  army  and  navy 
gradually  and  by  degrees,  without  making  heavy  sacrihces,  but 
now  that  "the  whole  of  Europe,  recognising  the  injustice  done 
to  Greece  in  former  years,  had  adjudicated  to  her  an  exten- 
sion of  territory,  every  delay  is  fatal."  He  would  support 
any  proposal  for  a  quick  and  more  perfect  preparation  for 
events.  M.  Sotiropoulos,  in  conclusion,  said  that  after  the 
late  preparation  he  considered  that  Greece  would  commit 
suicide  if  she  recedes  now.  His  speech  was  received  with 
applause. 

The  Minister  of  War  then  rose  and  exposed  the  state  of  the 
army.  On  the  27th  October  he  said  that  it  numbered  44,()8'4 
men.  The  army  is  imperfectly  clad,  and  barracks  and  many 
necessary  wants  have  still  to  be  supjjlied. 

M.  Tricoupi  denied  that  clothing  was  wanting  ;  all  that  was 
necessary  had  been  provided  or  was  ordered. 

The  Minister  of  Marine  introduced  on  the  table  a  Bill  relat- 
ing to  naval  conscription,  and  he  said  he  would  lay  before  the 
House  a  special  Bill  for  the  expenses  of  this  Department.

My  Lord, — With  reference  to  Mr.  Corbett's  dispatch  of  the 
30th  ultimo,   I   have  the  honour  to  report   the   arrival   here 
yesterday  of  250  additional  volunteers  from  Galatz  and  the 
Danubian  ports  ;  100  more  are  also  expected  immediately. 

The  Greek  community  of  Costanga,  a  port  on  the  Danube, 
have  formed  a  committee  to  collect  money  for  the  transport  of 
volunteers  to  Greece,  devoting  any  surplus  funds  to  the  Red 
Cross  Society,  and  they  are  also  preparing  to  send  a  cargo  of 
wheat  for  the  use  of  the  Greek  army. 

The  Government  are,  however,  unwilling  to  enrol  further 
numbers  of  these  volunteers  in  the  ranks,  owing  to  want  of 
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clothing  and  necess<ary  supplies  for  their  requirements,  and 
have  given  an  unofficial  intimation  to  this  eft'ect  to  the  various 
communities. 

The  (heek  Committee  at  Bucharest   has,   in  consequence, 
discontinued  the  dispatch  of  volunteers  to  the  country.  ,

LIGHTHOUSE    ILLUMINANTS'    EXPERIMENTS.

Sir, — I  have  had  the  honour  of  addressing  your  predecessors, 
Lord  Stanlej'  of  Preston  and  IMr.  Mundella,  on  the  subject  of 
lighthouse  illuminants.  You  will  see  from  the  Parliamentary 
Papers  which  have  been  published,  and  from  one  which  I  learn 
from  the  newspapers  is  now  being  printed,  how  this  matter 
stands. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  writing  to  you  in  the  hope  that  you  may 
see  your  way  to  have  the  full  investigation  made  which  I  have 
ventured  to  urge  upon  your  Department.  The  Parliamentary 
Papers  show  that  I  am  strongly  supported  in  this  by  repeated 
memorials  from  shipowners,  harbour  authorities,  scientific  men 
and  others  who  have  expressed  to  the  Board  of  Trade  their  dis- 
satisfaction that  the  question  of  the  best  light  for  lighthouses 
should  not  have  been  settled  by  the  experiments  made  by  the 
Trinity  House  at  South  Foreland,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  and  have  urgently  demanded  that,  in  the 
interests  of  the  maritime  community,  the  subject  should  be 
further  investigated  by  a  tribunal  completely  independent  of 
the  Trinity  House. 

It  is  only  right  that  I  should  inform  you  that  no  patents  of 
mine  are  concerned  in  the  matter,  the  Government  having  long 
since  acauired  my  patent  rights.     I  am  only  anxious  that  a  fair 
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trial  should  be  made  of  each  illuminant  in  its  best  form,  and 
thFs  is  what  the  Trinity  House  in  their  experiments  refused  to  do. 

You  will  see  that  I  have  oft'ered  my  own  services  in  the  pro- 
posed investigation  gratuitously,  and  that  I  have  also  guaranteed 
that  the  expense  shall  not  exceed  £2000. 

Although  my  request  and  that  of  the  shipowners  have  been 
made  in  more  that  one  session  of  Parliament,  j^et  the  Board  of 
Trade  have  not  acceded  to  them.  The  Parliamentary  Papers 
will  show  that  in  every  instance  they  referred  these  requests  to 
the  Trinity  House,  a  course  that  could  obviously  lead  to  but 
one  conclusion  ;  and  I  venture  respectfully  to  appeal  to  you  to 
look  into  the  matter  for  yourself  on  its  own  merits,  and  not 
through  the  medium  of  the  opinions  of  the  officials  of  the  Trinity 
House  and  the  Harbour  Department  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

May  I  request  that  you  'will  not  take  the  trouble  to 
answer  this  letter,  but  that  you  will  allow  me,  when  I  am 
next  in  London,  to  seek  for  an  interview  with  you,  that  I  may, 
more  fully  than  can  possibly  be  done  by  letter,  explain  the 
precise  position  of  this  important  question. 

By  way  of  introduction  I  may  mention  that  I  am  personally 
known  to  many  members  and  supporters  of  the  present  Ad- 
ministration, not  only  as  having  been  long  connected  with 
li<ihthouse  matters,  but  as  Honorary  Secretary  to  the  Dublin 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  identified  in  rather  a  prominent  way  in 
recent  political  movements.

SiR^ — In  compliance  with  the  suggestion  which  you  were 
good  enough  to  make  when,  with  other  gentlemen,  I  had  the 
honour  of  an  interview  with  you  on  Tuesday  last,  I  submit  to 
you  the  names  of  three  gentlemen  whom,  should  you  determine 
to  do  so,  you  might  ask  to  form  tho  little  comiriittee  to  decide 
the  simple  question  whether  the  conclusions  of  the  Trinity 
House,  as  set  forth  in  their  report  on  lighthouse  illuminants, 
are  justified  by  the  record  of  the  experiments  contained  therein. 

C  * 
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You  may  rcmonibor  that  you  laid  particular  strofsg  upon  the 
point  that  the  committee  should  consist  of  gentlemisn  indepen- 
dent of  the  Lighthouse  Departments,  but  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  lighthouse  matters,  and  whose  judgment,  from  tlfeir  pro- 
fessional or  scientific  eminence,  would  be  beyond  cavil.  I  know 
only  two  persons  who  would  fulfil  these  important  conditions, 
namely,  Professor  Tyndall,  F.R.S.,  and  Sir  Howard  Grubb, 
F.R.S.,  and  therefore  I  suggest  them  to  you.  As  a  third,  to 
act  with  these  two,  I  would  suggest  the  President  of  the  Royal 
Society,  Professor  Stokes,  M.P. 

In  order  that  my  suggestion  to  you  might  be  of  practical 
value,  I  thought  it  right  to  ask  Professor  Tyndall  and  Sir 
Howard  Grubb  whether  they  would  be  willing  to  act  in  the 
event  of  your  asking  them,  and  they  both  have  signified  their 
consent.  With  regard  to  Professor  Stokes,  I  thought  that 
perhaps  you  yourself  would  prefer  to  mention  the  matter  to 
him  as  he  is  a  Member  of  the  House,  and  therefore  1  have  not 
communicated  with  him. 

I  have  only  to  add  that,  in  my  opinion,  there  could  not 
possibly  be  any  ajjpeal  from  the  decision  of  these  three  gentle- 
men. Professor  Tyndall  is  admitted  on  all  hands  to  be  the 
highest  living  authority  upon  all  questions  connected  with 
lighthouse  illumination,  a  high-minded  honourable  man,  ranking 
amongst  the  greatest  of  our  modern  scientists.  Sir  Howard 
Grubb's  character  and  re])utation  are  world-wide.  He  is 
possessed  of  supreme  ability  in  practical  optics.  Professor 
Stokes,  M.P.,  as  President  of  the  Royal  Society,  holds  the 
most  exalted  position  in  the  scientific  world,  and  his  character 
for  painstaking  impartiality  is  well  known.  No  abler  man  in 
physical  matters  exists.

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  19th  May  upon  the  subiect  of 
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lightliouse  illuminants,  in  which  you  sug;^est  that  a  small 
committee,  consisting  of  Professor  Tyndall,  Sir  Howard  Grubb, 
and  Professor  Stokes,  M.P.,  should  be  formed  to  decide  the 
question  whether  the  conclusions  of  the  Trinity  House,  as  set 
forth  in  their  report  on  the  experiments  at  the  South  Foreland, 
are  justified  by  the  record  of  the  experiments  contained 
therein. 

In  reply,  I  am  to  state  that  the  Board  of  Trade,  having 
considered  the  proposal  made  by  you,  are  of  opinion  that  it 
would  be  impossible,  even  assuming  that  such  an  inquiry  were 
instituted,  to  expect  that  the  names  of  the  first  two  gentlemen 
referred  to  in  your  letter  would  be  accepted  by  all  parties  as 
impartial  referees,  and  no  useful  result  could  follow  from  an 
inquiry  unless  the  impartiality  of  the  tribunal  were  admitted 
by  both  sides. 

The  Board  observe  that  the  name  of  Professor  Stokes,  M.P., 
the  President  of  the  Royal  Society,  has  also  been  mentioned 
by  you  as  a  possible  referee,  and  they  think  it  worthy  of 
consideration  whether  the  inquiry,  if  it  should  be  held  at  all, 
should  not  be  conducted  by  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Society 
(if  they  would  consent  to  undertake  the  reference),  who  would 
of  course  avail  themselves  of  the  naval  and  scientific  experience 
of  such  members  of  the  Society  as  they  might  deem  best 
qualified  for  such  a  purpose. 

Upon  being  favoured  with  your  observations  with  regard  to 
the  doubts  expressed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
at  the  interview  to  which  your  letter  refers,  as  to  the  practical 
utility  of  any  inquiry  of  the  nature  proposed  by  you,  as  well  as 
upon  the  suggestion  as  to  the  conduct  of  such  inquiry  by  the 
Royal  Society,  the  Board  of  Trade  will  communicate  with  the 
Trinity  House  to  ascertain  to  what  extent  they  would  be 
prepared  to  concur  in  the  proposal ;  but  the  Board  wish  it  to 
be  distinctly  understood  that  they  could  only  agree  to  any 
further  inquiry  in  the  matter  upon  the  condition  that  it  was 
strictly  limited  to  the  point  mentioned  in  your  letter,  viz., 
"  whether  the  conclusions  of  the  Trinity  House,  as  sot  forth  in 
their  report  on  lighthouse  illuminants,  are  justified  by  the 
record  of  the  experiments  contained  therein,"  and  upon  the 
distinct  understanding  that  any  conclusion  arrived  at  should  be 
accepted  as  final.

Sir, — I  have  recently  received  from  Mr.  Calcraffc,  Permanent 
Secretarj'  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  a  letter  referrint^  to  mine  of 
the  19th  May,  addressed  to  you.  In  Mr.  Calcraft's  letter  Dr. 
Tyndall  and  Sir  Howard  Grubb  are  spoken  of  in  a  manner 
which  I  fear  might  be  regarded  by  them  as  offensive.  Dr. 
Tyndall  had  been  asked  by  the  Members  of  Parliament  who 
were  acting  for  shipowners  in  the  matter  of  lighthouse 
illuminants  to  join  a  deputation  to  Lord  Salisbury,  and  had 
declined  the  invitation,  but,  holding  Lord  Salisbury  in  honour 
and  respect,  he  expressed  his  willingness,  if  asked  to  do  so,  to 
place  at  the  disposal  of  the  Prime  Minister  such  service  as  he 
could  render.  This  was  the  j)recise  relation  which  he  was  given 
to  understand  was  to  subsist  between  you  and  him.  He  was 
willing  to  oblige  you  as  he  was  willing  to  oblige  Lord  Salisbury, 
although  in  doing  so  he  undertook  a  duty  which  was  repugnant 
to  his  feelings. 

With  rei;ard  to  the  suggestion  that  the  Council  of  the  Royal 
Society  should  act  as  arbitrator  in  the  matter  of  the  South 
Foreland  reports,  I  will  give  it  careful  consideration,  but  you 
are  aware  of  the  constitution  of  the  Council.  It  embraces  very 
distinguished  men,  geologists,  botanists,  naturalists,  professional 
men  associated  with  the  medical  profession,  chemists,  &c. 
Few  of  its  number  have  taken  up  studies  thiit  have  any  bearing 
upon  the  lighthouse  question. 

I  do  not  for  a  moment  doubt  either  the  ability  or  the 
impartiality  of  the  gentlemen  to  whom  I  here  refer,  but  you 
may  remember  that  you  yourself  strongly,  and  as  I  think  wisely, 
pressed  upon  me  the  point  that  the  small  committee  should 
consist  of  gentlemen  who  were  admitted  on  all  hands  to  be 
practically  acquainted  with  the  question  of  lighthouse  illu- 
minants, and  at  the  same  time  independent  of  the  Trinity 
House.  Therefore,  I  will  ask  you  to  consider  whether  it  is 
possible  elsev/here  to  obtain  such  knowledge  as  the  gentlemen 
whom  I  have  named  could  bring  to  bear  upon  the  subject,  and 
whether  the  shipowners  would  not  be  well  satisfied  to  leave  the 
matter  in  their  hands. 

Meanwhile,  I  trust  you  will  see  it  right  to  ask  Mr.  Calcraft 
to  withdraw  the  expressions  in  his  letter  reflecting  upon  Dr. 
Tyndall  and  Sir  Howard  Grubb.  Surely  these  gentlemen  are 
deserving   of  the   highest   honour,    and   certainly   of   nothing 
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approaching  to  insult?  Dr.  Tjniclall,  you  are  aware,  was  a 
faithful  servant  of  the  country  for  many  years,  giving  it  the 
benefit  of  his  great  and  almost  unrivalled  powers  of  mind,  and 
his  self-sacrificing  conduct  in  giving  up  that  service  mainly 
because  he  could  not  stand  by  and  see  injustice  done  to  the 
sailor,  is  universally  held  by  the  public  to  be  above  all  praise. 
If  he  has  spoken  favourably  of  the  gas  system  it  is  because  his 
official  position  required  him  to  say  plainly  and  fully  what  he 
found  upon  investigation  to  be  the  truth  respecting  it  and  its 
opponents.  In  this  he  is  no  more  to  be  considered  partial  than 
a  judge  who,  having  heard  both  sides,  gives  judgment  for  the 
right.

have  taken  up  studies  that  have  any  connection  with  the  light- 
house question,  they  could  possibly  bring  to  bear  on  the  subject 
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such  knowledf?e  as  Dr.  Tyndall,  Sir  Howard  Grubb,  and  Pro- 
fessor Stokes,  M.P.,  possess  ;  whether  the  shipowners  would 
not  be  well  satisfied  to  leave  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  these 
tliree  gentlemen,  and  whether,  therefore,  Sir  Michael  Hicks 
Beach  would  not  think  it  best  to  accept  their  services  ?

Sir, — In  October,  1883,  it  was  proposed  by  the  Corporation  of 
Trinity  House,  and  agreed  to  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  that  a 
series  of  experiments  should  be  made  with  a  view  to  determine 
the  relative  values  of  electricity,  oil,  and  gas  as  lighthouse 
illuminants. 

These  experiments  were  accordingly  carried  out  at  the  South 
Foreland  by  a  committee  of  the  Trinity  House,  in  communica- 
tion with  the  Scottish  and  Irish  Lighthouse  Boards,  and  their 
reports,  dated  respectively  7th  August  and  23rd  October,  1885, 
were  laid  before  Parliament.  Copies  of  these  reports,  numbered 
respectively  C.  4551  and  C.  4551-1,  are  herewith  forwarded. 

The  conclusions  arrived  at  by  the  committee,  which  will  be 
found  summarised  at  page  70  of  the  former  of  these  reports, 
were  contested  by  Mr.  J.  R.  Wigham,  of  the  firm  of  Messrs. 
Edmunston  &  Co.  of  Dublin,  whose  system  of  gas  illumination 
had  been  one  of  those  under  trial.  Mr.  Wigham  complained  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  experiments  had  been  conducted, 
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especially  as  regards  certain  inventions  of  his  own,  and  he 
urged  that  further  experiments  should  be  made  independently 
of  the  Trinity  House. 

After  prolonged  discussion  of  the  subject,  the  Board  of  Trade 
decided  not  to  sanction  any  further  experiments,  upon  which 
Mr.  Wigham  proposed  that  a  small  committee,  consisting  of 
yourself,  as  President  of  the  Royal  Society,  Professor  Tyndall, 
and  Sir  Howard  Grubb,  should  be  appointed  to  decide  "  whether 
the  conclusions  of  the  Trinity  House,  as  set  forth  in  their  report 
on  lighthouse  illuminants,  are  justified  by  the  records  of  the 
experiments  contained  therein." 

In  considering  this  proposal,  it  appeared  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  be  most  essential  that  any  committee  which  it  might 
ultimately  be  decided  to  appoint  should  consist  of  persons  who 
would  be  accepted  unanimously  as  wholly  impartial  and 
unconnected  with  the  points  in  dispute,  and  that  for  this 
reason  it  would  be  undesirable  to  include  in  it  the  names  of  any 
gentlemen  who  had  taken  part  in  the  previous  discussions. 
Both  Sir  Howard  Grubb  and  Professor  Tyndall  were  in  this 
category,  and  on  this  ground  the  Board,  while  holding,  as  they 
do,  the  highest  opinion  of  the  distinguished  character  and 
exceptional  abilities  of  these  gentlemen,  felt  themselves  bound, 
though  with  much  regret,  to  object  to  the  inclusion  of  their 
names. 

The  Board,  in  communicating  these  views  to  Mr.  Wigham, 
suggested  whether  the  inquiry  he  desired,  if  held  at  all,  could 
not  be  conducted  by  the  Council  of  the  Royal  Society  (if  they 
would  consent  to  accept  the  reference),  who  would  be  in  a 
position  to  avail  themselves  of  the  naval  and  scientific  experi- 
ence of  such  members  of  the  Society  as  they  might  deem  best 
qualified  for  such  a  purpose. 

To  this  suggestion  Mr.  Wigham  replied  that  although  the 
Council  of  the  Royal  Society  embraces  ' '  very  distinguished 
men,  geologists,  botanists,  naturalists,  professional  men  associ- 
ated with  the  medical  profession,  chemists,  Ac,"  "few  of  its 
members  have  taken  up  studies  that  have  any  bearing  upon 
the  lighthouse  question." 

Notwithstanding  this  objection  I  am  still  desirous  that  the 
reference  should,  if  practicable,  be  undertaken  by  the  Royal 
Society,  and  I  should  therefore  be  glad  to  learn  whether  you 
would  be  prepared,  in  the  event  of  the  Trinity  House  con- 
curring in  consultation  with  your  Council,  to  nominate  one  or 
more  members  of  the  Society  to  form,  in  conjunction  with 
yourself,  the  proposed  committee  of  inquiry,  which,  as  already 
indicated,  is  to  be  strictly  confined  to  ascertaining  whether  the 
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conclusions  of  the  Trinity  House,  as  set  forth  in  their  reports 
on  lighthouse  illurainants,  are  justified  by  the  records  of  the 
experiments  contained  therein.

Mr.  Wigham  suggested  in  May  last  that  a  committee  should 
be  formed  to  decide  the  simple  question  whether  the  conclusions 
of  the  Trinity  House,  as  set  forth  in  their  report  on  lighthouse 
illuminants,  are  justified  by  the  record  of  the  experiments  con- 
tained therein,  and  further  proposed  that  the  committee  should 
consist  of  Professor  Tyndall,  Sir  Howard  Grubb,  and  Professor 
Stokes,  M.P.,  President  of  the  Royal  Society. 

The  Board  of  Trade  while  holding,  as  they  do,  the  highest 
opinion  of  the  distinguished  character  and  exceptional  abilities 
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of  all  the  c^ontlemen  mentioned,  felt  hound  to  ohjcct  to  the 
inchiRiou  in  the  committee  of  either  Piofi'ssor  Tyndall  or  Sir 
Howard  Grubb,  on  tlie  i^round  that  both  those  j^entlemea  had 
taken  part  in  the  previous  discussion,  and  would  not  therefore 
Vje  likely  to  l)e  unanimously  accepted  as  wholly  impartial  and 
vuiconnected  with  the  ({uestions  in  dispute,  a  point  which 
appeared  to  the  Board  to  be  absolutely  essential  if  the  incjuiry 
was  to  have  any  practical  result.  Xo  such  objection  could, 
however,  be  made  to  the  reference  of  the  matter  to  the  Royal 
Society,  and  a  communication  was  accordingly  addressed  to  the 
President  of  the  Society,  incjuiring  whether,  in  the  event  of  the 
Trinity  House  concurring,  he  would  be  prejjared  to  nominate, 
in  consultation  with  his  Council,  one  or  two  members  of  the 
Society  to  form,  together  with  himself,  the  proposed  committee 
of  inquiry,  the  functions  of  which  would  be  strictly  confined  to 
the  point  specified  by  Mr.  Wigham,  viz.,  whetlier  the  con- 
clusions of  the  Trinity  House,  as  set  forth  in  their  report  on 
lighthouse  illuminants,  are  justified  by  tlie  record  of  the 
experiments  contained  therein. 

To  tliis  communication  an  affirmative  reply  has  now  been 
received  from  Professor  Stokes,  and  the  Board  therefore  pro- 
pose to  proceed  with  the  reference  at  an  early  date,  unless  they 
receive  an  intimation  from  either  <jf  the  parties  principally 
concerned  in  the  proposed  in(]uiry,  supported  b}'  substantial 
reasons,  that  they  would  not  be  willing  to  accept  the  decision 
of  a  committee  constituted  as  above  proposed.

Mr.  WiGnA:\r  to  Board  of  Trade.

Sir, — In  the  month  of  May  last  I  had  the  honour  of  accom- 
panying a  deputation  of  Members  of  Parliament  representing 
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shipowners,  lifirbonr  boards,  and  others,  who  desired  to  lay 
before  you  their  views  of  certain  experiments  on  lighthouse 
illumination,  executed  at  South  Foreland,  under  the  control, 
and  published  under  the  auspices  of  the  Elder  Brethren  of  the 
Trinity  House.  They  called  your  attention  to  the  numerous 
memorials  which  had  been  presented  to  your  predecessor  at 
the  Board  of  Trade,  and  to  the  Prime  Minister,  from  ship- 
owners and  others,  expressing  their  dissatisfaction  with  these 
experiments,  and  the  report  made  upon  them  by  the  Trinity 
House,  and  praying  you  to  have  that  report  investigated  by 
competent  and  independent  persons. 

Some  of  the  reasons  which  they  gave  you,  briefly  stated, 
were  as  follows  : — 

The  electric  light  was  unfairly  manipulated  in  the  experi- 
ments. 

The  oil  light  was  not  burned  under  the  conditions  obtaining 
in  lighthouses. 

One  form  of  light,  ray  "  double  quadriform,"' was  refused 
a  trial  by  the  Trinity  House,  Sic,  &c. 

The  deputation  informed  you  that  they  believed  that  the 
experiments  had  been  unfairly  conducted,  and  that  the  report 
was  not  warranted  by  the  facts  revealed  by  the  experiments 
and  the  circumstances  attending  them. 

The  deputation  expressed  their  willingness  to  prove  these  and 
many  other  allegations  to  your  entire  satisfaction,  if  you  would 
appoint  a  trustworthy  tribunal. 

For  myself,  I  stated  to  you  that  the  Government  having 
acquired  my  patents,  I  had  no'  pecuniary  interest  whatever  in 
them,  and  that  my  joining  in  the  request  for  this  further 
investigation  was  simply  in  the  interests  of  fair  play,  and  in 
accordance  with  my  resolution  (mentioned  in  the  Parliamentary 
Papers)  to  continue  to  urge,  Avhile  I  have  health  and  strength, 
th.at  justice  shall  be  done  in  this  matter. 

Having  heard  us  upon  these  points,  you  requested  me  to 
submit  to  you  the  names  of  a  small  committee  composed  of 
gentlemen  conversant  with  the  subject,  competent  to  discuss 
it,  and  wholly  unconnected  either  with  the  experiments  at 
South  Foreland  or  the  Trinity  House  report. 

After  due  reflection,  my  Parliamentary  friends  and  myself 
came  to  the  unanimous  conclusion  that  two  gentlemen  above 
all  others  known  to  us  Avere  qualified  by  previous  experience 
to  deal  with  the  question.  These  were  Professor  Tj^ndall  and 
Sir  Howard  C4rubb.  A  third  member  was  proposed,  who,  in 
relation  to  science,  occupies  the  highest  ofilcial  posit iun  in  this 
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or  any  other  country,  aiul  whose  researches  on  light  have 
rendered  him  renowned  tliroughout  the  world.  This  w.as 
Professor  Stokes,  M.  1*. ,  President  of  the  Royal  Society. 

Of  the  special  fitness  of  these  three  gentlemen,  no  maritime 
association  in  the  kingdom  would,  I  imagine,  have  the  slightest 
doubt.  And  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  should  disaster 
occur  through  the  unfairness  or  inaccuracy  of  the  experiments 
at  South  Foreland  or  tlie  Trinity  House  report,  it  is  the 
maritime  community,  not  the  Elder  Brethren  of  the  Trinity 
House  nor  the  Board  of  Trade,  that  will  have,  for  tlie  most 
part,  to  bear  the  loss. 

In  response  to  my  suggestion  of  these  three  names,  Mr. 
Calcraft,  the  Permanent  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
favoured  me  with  a  communication  containing  the  follow- 
ing paragraph:  "In  reply,  1  am  to  state  tliat  the  Board  of 
Trade,  having  considered  the  jjroposal  made  by  you,  are  of 
opinion  that  it  would  be  impossible,  even  assuming  that  such 
an  in((uiry  wore  instituted,  to  expect  that  the  names  of  the 
fir.st  two  gentlemen  referred  to  [Professor  Tyndall  and  Sir 
Howard  Grubb]  would  be  accepted  by  all  j)arties  as  impartial 
referees."  The  gratuitous  emphasis  with  which  the  two 
eminent  men  suggested  to  you  by  the  shipowners  and  myself 
are  here  rejected  by  the  Pernaanent  Secretary,  does  not  augur 
well,  as  far  as  shipping  interests  are  concerned,  for  any  investi- 
gation conducted  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 

May  I  beg  your  patient  attention  while  I  ask  you  to  contrast 
this  attitude  of  the  Board  of  Trade  towards  two  gentlemen,  who 
in  this  matter  Avould  deliver  a  verdict  as  pure  as  any  ever  de- 
livered by  an  English  judge  upon  the  bench,  with  the  action  of 
the  same  Board  when  they  committed  to  my  most  persistent 
professional  opponent  the  entire  control  of  the  experiments  at 
South  Foreland  ;  when  they  placed  at  his  disposal  £10,000  of 
the  public  money,  and  would  have  undoubtedly  accepted  his 
version  of  the  experiments  as  exhaustive  and  correct,  had  they 
not  been  stirred  up  to  reconsider  tliat  version  by  the  deputation 
to  which  I  have  referred,  and  by  the  memorials  against  it, 
session  after  session,  from  shipowners,  harbour  boards,  and 
others. 

I  would  ask  you  further  to  contrast  the  position  of  Professor 
Tyndall,  who  has  been  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  phraseology 
by  the  Permanent  Secretai-y,  with  that  of  the  engineer-in-chief 
of  the  Ti'inity  House.  It  is  almost  an  insult  to  Professor 
Tyndall  to  say  that  he  came  to  his  work  and  conducted  it 
throughout  with  absolutely  clean  hands.  He  took  out  no 
patents,  he  floated  no  companies  for  his  own  pecuniary  advan- 
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tape.  His  behaviour  belongs  to  a  different  category  from  this. 
Ivather  than  see  an  injustice  done  to  the  sailor  and  to  me  he 
resigned  a  position  of  considerable  emolument,  which  for 
seventeen  years  he  had  held  with  honour  to  himself  and  with 
advantage  to  the  State.  I  ask  you  to  contrast  this  honourable, 
because  perfectly  disinterested,  position,  with  that  of  the 
cfhcial  whose  arrangement  and  whose  account  of  the  experi- 
ments at  South  Foreland  the  Board  of  Trade  have  shown  them- 
selves so  willing  to  accept.  Far  from  being  thus  disinterested, 
the  engineer  of  the  Trinity  House,  as  the  answer  to  an  inquiry 
in  Parliiiment  shows,  has  derived  personal  profit  from  the  sale 
of  lamps  which  he  devised,  experimented  with,  and  improved, 
he  being  at  the  time  a  highly-paid  public  servant.  These  lamps 
derive  an  enhanced  cui-rency  among  the  maritime  nations  of 
the  world,  not  only  from  his  official  position,  but  from  the  very 
report,  the  correctness  of  which  I  have  challenged,  and  which 
he  and  his  employers  have  framed  and  set  forth. 

I  put  it  to  you  as  an  English  gentleman  whether  it  indicates 
fairness  or  consistency  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to 
accept  a  report  proceeding  from  an  origin  so  tainted  by 
personal  interests,  while  they  indulge  in  insinuations  of  unfair- 
ness against  two  such  men  as  Professor  Tyndall  and  Sir  Howard 
CJrubb,  refusing  to  accept  their  services,  and  this  in  face  of  the 
fact  that  in  a  recent  letter  the  Board  of  Trade  "most  thoroughly 
endorse  "  the  statement  that  "  Professor  Tyndall  is  admitted 
on  all  hands  to  be  the  highest  living  authority  upon  all  questions 
connected  with  lighthouse  illumination,  a  high-minded  honour- 
able man,  ranking  amongst  the  greatest  of  our  modex-n  scientists. 
Sir  Howard  Grubb's  character  and  reputation  are  world-wide. 
He  is  possessed  of  supreme  ability  in  practical  optics.'' 

Up  to  the  year  1878  the  Board  of  Trade  showed  me  every 
consideration  and  fair  play  ;  and  1  appeal  to  my  work  in  Ireland 
as  a  juscification  of  this  treatment.  But  from  1878  to  the 
present  hour  they  have  opposed  me  to  the  uttermost.  It  is 
true  that  they  have  given  me  money  for  my  patents  ;  for  this 
I  have  given  them  good  value,  but  I  cared  far  less  for  the 
money  than  for  the  opportunity  of  carrying  out  my  inventions, 
which  are  for  the  benefit  of  the  sailor  and  the  advantage  of  the 
State.  In  every  possible  way  they  have  seconded  the  Elder 
Brethren  of  the  Trinity  House  in  their  endeavours  to  sujipress 
me  and  to  get  rid  of  me.  I  ask  you  again,  as  an  English  gentle- 
man, whether  you  think  it  unreasonable  on  my  part,  without 
further  information,  to  hesitate  to  accept  the  arrangement 
proposed  in  Mr.  Calcraft's  letter,  No.  6876  ;  an  arrangement 
made  behind  my  back  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  concert  with

the  Trinity  House,  and  without  the  sllL^htest  knowledge  on  my 
j)arfc  of  the  terms  in  which  they  have  placed  the  question  before 
Pi'ofcssor  Stokes. 

My  opinion  of  the  rectitude  of  the  President  of  the  Royal 
Society  is  so  high,  that  if  he  would  undertake  to  investigate  this 
subject  to  the  bottom,  I  would  cheerfully  accept  the  decision  of 
a  committee  consisting  of  himself  alone.  But  the  subject  is 
strange  to  him,  and,  knowing  how  overwhelmingly  opjiressive 
his  present  duties,  legislative,  presidential,  and  professional 
are,  I  greatly  fear  that  lie  wnuld  not  have  the  time  to  master  it. 
I  feel  myself  therefore  bound  once  more  to  ask  you  to  associate 
with  him  Professor  Tyndall  and  Sir  Howard  (irubb.  And 
sliould  you  fear  that  in  case  of  any  dilference  of  opinion 
Profcs.sor  Stokes  might  be  borne  down  by  a  jirejudiced  majority, 
I  would  be  perfectly  willing  that  you  should  give  to  him  two, 
or  even  three  votes,  inr^tead  of  one. 


It  must  not  bo  understood  from  this  letter  that  I  reject  the 
proposition  you  have  made  that  out  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Royal 
Society  men  should  be  selected  to  make  this  inquiry.  I  have, 
at  your  request,  named  three  gentlemen  as  referees  in  this 
matter,  and  they  are  in  fact,  as  is  well  known,  all  Fellows  of 
the  Rf)yal  Society. 

I  think,  moreover,  that  it  is  due  to  us  that  whatever  com- 
mittee is  ai)[)ointed  should  be  instructed  to  receive  evidence 
and  look  at  such  inexpensive  experiments  as  may  tend  to 
elucidate  any  point  under  consideration.  Mr.  Calcraft's  letter 
gives  no  indication  that  such  acticm  by  the  committee  will  be 
peimitted,  and  this  is  a  point  which  I  would  also  submit  for 
your  consideration.

Sir, — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  13th  instant, 
addressed  to  the  President,  further  on  the  subject  of  the 
report  of  the  Trinity  House  on  the  experiments  carried  out 
by  them  at  the  South  Forelaiid  with  regard  to  lighthouse 
illuminants,  I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  reply  as 
follows  : — 

In  your  letter  of  the  19th  May  last  you  suggested  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  small  committee  to  consist  of  Professor  Tyndall,  Sir 
Howard  Grubb,  and  Professor  Stokes,  M.P.,  to  decide  "the 
simple  question,  whether  the  conclusions  of  the  Trinity  House, 
as  set  forth  in  their  report  on  lighthouse  illuminants,  are 
justified  by  the  record  of  the  experiments  contained  therein." 

In  reply,  the  Board  of  Trade  explained  the  grounds  on  which 
they  were  unable  to  accejit  the  names  of  the  first  two  gentlemen 
proposed  by  you,  and  while  intimating  a  doubt  as  to  the  practi- 
cal utility  of  the  inquiry,  suggested  that,  if  strictly  limited  to 
the  point  mentioned  by  you,  it  might  be  carried  out  by  the 
Royal  Society. 

In  accordance  with  this  suggestion,  the  Board  obtained  the 
consent  of  Professor  Stokes,  M.P.,  the  President  of  the  Royal 
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Society,  to  undertake  the  inquiry  in  comjmny  with  two  Fellows 
of  the  Society  to  he  nominated  hy  him,  and  communicated  this 
result  to  you  as  well  as  to  the  Trinity  House,  the  latter  of 
whom  have  expressed  their  concurrence  in  the  proposed 
reference. 

In  the  letter  now  under  reply  you  again  suggest  the  names 
of  Professor  Tyndall  and  Sir  Howard  Grubb,  and  moreover 
apparently  contemplate  the  extension  of  the  inquiry  beyond 
the  limits  originally  laid  down  by  you. 

The  Board  have  already  conveyed  to  you  their  decision  as  to 
the  inclusion  of  Professor  Tyndall  and  Sir  Howard  Grubb  on 
any  committee  which  it  might  be  decided  to  appoint,  and  they 
cannot  now  re-open  the  question,  nor  can  they  agree  to  any 
inquiry  other  than  the  strictly  limited  one  originally  specified.

This  I  did,  not  from 
any  desire  to  prolong  contention,  but  because  I  thought  it  in 
the  highest  degree  probable  that,  after  consultation  with  the 
influential  and  deeply-interested  gentlemen  who  are  at  present 
acting  with  me,  some  observations  on  the  proposal  to  submit 
the  Trinity  House  report  to  Professor  Stokes  might  be 
necessary. 

First :  In  view  of  the  manner  in  which  the  names  of  Pro- 
fessor Tyndall  and  Sir  Howard  Grubb  have  been  introduced  in 
this  correspondence  by  the  Permanent  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  the  reader  of  that  correspondence  might  well  imagine 
that  these  gentlemen  wished  to  obtrude  their  services  upon  you. 
It  is  due  to  them  to  say  that  nothing  could  be  further  from  the 
truth  than  such  a  notion.  Once  for  all,  I  would  respectfully  beg 
to  remind  you  that  their  aid  was  solicited  and  promised  solely 
as  an  act  of  personal  respect  to  yourself.  With  regard  to  Pro- 
fessor Tyndall  it  was  well  known  to  me  that  he  had  refused  to 
act  as  the  representative  of  important  maritime  associations  in 
relation  to  this  subject.  If  he  overcame  his  reluctance,  it  was, 
you  may  rely  upon  it,  solely  through  his  desire  not  to  fail  in 
courtesy  either  to  the  Prime  Minister  or  to  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade. 

This  personal  matter  disposed  of,  I  revert  to  the  letter  of  the 
Board  of  Trade.  It  is  therein  stated  that  the  Board  of  Trade 
cannot  agree  to  "any  inquiry  other  than  the  strictly  limited 
one  originally  specified,"  and  that  they  conclude  that  I  am 
unwilling  to  accept  an  inquiry  within  those  limits.  In  reply,  I 
would  say  that  I  intended  to  propose  no  inquiry  beyond  Avhat 
the  deputation  which  waited  upon  you  in  May  last  proposed, 
and  to  which  no  objection  was  then  made.  You  may,  perhaps, 
remember  that  I  myself  mentioned  to  you  when  speaking  of  the 
proposed  committee,  that  evidence  could  be  laid  before  it  to 
show  that  the  cf)nclusions  of  the  report  of  the  Trinity  House 
on  the  South  Foreland  experiments  were  not  warranted  by  the 
record  in  the  report  of  those  experiments  and  the  circumstances 
attending  them.  And  furthermore,  that  it  would  be  desirable 
to  enable  the  members  of  the  committee  to  witness  (at  a  very 
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trifling  expense)  the  operation  of  the  double  quadrifurm  gas- 
lij^ht  excluded  by  the  Trinity  House  from  their  experiments. 
To  the  reasonableness  of  these  suggestions  you  were  good 
enough  at  the  time  to  assent. 

It  seems  strange  that  it  should  now  be  sought  on  behalf  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  to  restrict  tlie  proposed  inquiry  within 
narrower  limits  than  those  w^iich  you  yourself  were  willing  to 
allow.  If  it  had  occurred  to  me  that  the  Board  of  Trade  would 
fasten  upon  the  precise  words  of  my  letter  of  the  19th  of  May, 
ignoring  the  principle  uj)on  which  you  were  willing  to  act,  I 
would  have  been  more  guarded  in  writing  them,  and  would 
have  more  definitely  stipulated  that  the  committee  should  be 
in.structed  to  receive  evidence,  and  to  make  such  experiments 
as  would  enable  its  members  fully  to  satisfy  themselves  on  the 
subject.  But  although  I  omitted  in  my  letter  to  make  any 
such  stipulation,  I  looked  upon  it  as  already  conceded  to  the 
deputation  that  the  means  of  acquiring  such  needful  information 
would,  on  account  of  its  obvious  value,  be  accorded  to  the  com- 
mittee without  being  recorded  as  any  deviation  from  what  the 
Board  of  Trade  term  "the  limits  originally  laid  down  by 
me." 

The  careful  perusal  of  the  report  will  convince  you  that  it  ia 
absolutely  necessary  that  many  of  its  details  should  be  exj)lained 
in  order  to  be  understood  ;  and  that  without  such  explanation 
no  committee  could  possibly  be  aware  of  the  points  requiring 
investigation. 

I  crave  permission,  simply  by  way  of  illustration,  to  refer  to 
one  or  two  points  which,  among  others,  I  consider  likely  to  be 
overlooked  unless  information  and  explanation  be  given. 

In  the  South  Foreland  experiments  mineral  oil  was  employed, 
and  calculations  were  made  and  tables  of  costs  inserted  in  the 
report,  founded  upon  the  cost  of  this  oil  (which  is  very  small). 
But  at  the  Eddystone  mineral  oil  has  been  abandoned,  the  far 
more  expensive  colza  oil  being  used  in  its  place.  I  would 
specially  emphasise  the  question:  Why  has  this  been  done? 
It  is  not  because  colza  oil  yields  a  more  brilliant  light,  for  such 
is  not  the  case  ;  it  is  not  because  of  ease  of  manipulation,  for  in 
this  respect  the  mineral  oil  far  transcends  the  vegetable  oil  : 
it  is  far  more  promptly  ignited,  and  does  not,  to  anything  like 
the  same  extent,  require  the  preliminary  nursing  which  is  neces- 
sary with  colza  oil.  Why  then  should  the  cheaper  and  more 
pliant  illuminant  be  abandoned  at  the  Eddystone  1  The  reason 
is  that  the  Elder  Brethren  are  afraid  to  use  mineral  oil  at  that 
station.  They  know  full  well  the  possibility,  when  such  oil  is 
burned  in  a  biforra,  of  its  producing  with  air  an  explosive  mix- 
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ture  ;  and  it  is  to  avoid  such  a  danger  that  they  adopted  the 
more  costly  and  the  more  sluggish  source  of  light. 

So  much  premised,  I  have  now  to  observe  that  the  experi- 
ments at  South  Foreland  did  not  represent  the  case  of  an  actual 
lighthouse.  The  risk  of  forming  an  explosive  mixture  is  aug- 
mented by  the  heat  which  is  allowed  to  collect  in  the  apparatus. 
In  a  lighthouse  the  flames  are  enclosed  all  round  by  the  dioptric 
apjjaratus  ;  at  the  South  Forelind  the  lenses  were  only  employed 
in  front  of  the  flames,  the  rest  of  the  space  being  open  and  in 
free  communication  with  the  air  of  the  lantern.  Such  a  condi- 
tion of  things  does  not,  and  cannot  exist  in  lighthouses,  and  I 
submit  that  such  deviations  from  normal  conditions  ought  to 
be  distinctly  brought  under  notice  in  the  inquiry. 

There  is  another  point  which  I  think  the  eminent  optical 
kn(jwledge  and  mathematical  ability  of  Professor  Stokes  would 
enable  him  at  once  to  determine,  if  submitted  to  him.  By  the 
use  of  abnormally  high  lenses  the  Trinity  House  have  separated, 
as  far  as  practicable,  the  oil  flames  which  they  employ.  They 
do  this,  I  submit,  at  the  expense  of  the  sailor  ;  they  dare  not 
use  an  ordinary  triform,  such  as  I  use  with  gas,  with  mineral 
oil.  I  would  appeal  to  Professor  Stokes,  if  I  had  the  oppor- 
tunity, whether,  in  falling  back  upon  the  biform  of  the  Eddy- 
stone,  thus  sacrificing  a  whole  burner,  they  do  not  also  sacrifice 
an  amount  of  light  for  which  the  greater  height  of  the  biform 
tiers  makes  no  adequate  atonement. 

These  points  are  introduced  as  mere  illustrations  of  subjects 
of  importance,  which  must  of  necessity  escape  the  observation 
even  of  Professor  Stokes,  if  his  attention  be  not  specially  drawn 
to  them.  They  are  not  by  any  means  the  only  illustrations  that 
might  be  adduced,  but  I  think  they  show  the  necessity  of  per- 
mitting me,  and  the  gentlemen  who  act  with  me,  to  offer  such 
explanations  and  proofs  to  Professor  Stokes  as  may  enable  him, 
if  appointed,  to  come  to  a  just  decision. 

That,  when  he  receives  these  explanations,  which  are  based 
on  facts  not  embodied  in  the  report,  but  necessary  to  its  fair 
discussion,  his  decision  will  be  a  just  one,  both  myself  and  the 
gentlemen  who  act  with  me  entertain  the  most  undoubting  con- 
fidence. So  undoubting,  indeed,  that  I  would  now  venture 
formally  to  propose  that  Professor  Stokes  shall  be  appointed 
sole  arbitrator,  with  directions  to  receive  evidence  and  to  make 
such  inquiries  as  may  be  necessary.  I  here  assume  that  he 
will  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  testing  my  double 
quadriform  light,  already  inspected  by  Sir  Howard  Grubb  and 
others,  but  which  was  refused  a  place  in  the  South  Foreland 
experiments.     That  expense  may  be  no  obstacle,  I  will  imderi 
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take  to  show  him  the  action  of  the  double  quadriform  at  my 
own  cost  ;  the  lenses,  which  are  in  the  possession  of  the  Irish 
Lights  Commissioners,  being  lent  for  the  purpose.

Sir, — Since  writing  to  you  on  this  subject  on  the  23rd  ult., 
it  has  occurred  to  me  that  I  ought  to  transmit  to  you  important 
testimony  which  has  been  received  from  the  commanders  of  the 
ocean  steamers  which  pass  it,  as  to  the  usefulness,  especially  in 
foggy  weather,  of  the  great  gas  light  of  Tory  Island,  on  the 
north-west  coast  of  Ireland.  You  are  aware  that  it  is  a  triform 
light  with  gas  burners  of  the  ordinary  power,  and  with  large 
lenses. 

May  I  call  your  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  light 
transmitted  to  the  mariner,  while  very  powerful,  and  spoken 
of  in  the  high  terms  which  you  will  see  in  the  enclosed  testi- 
mony, would  be  more  than  doubled  by  the  adoption  of  the 
double  quadriform,  an  example  of  which  the  Trinity  House 
would  not  permit  me  to  show  at  the  South  Foreland  experi- 
ments.

Sir, — Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  23rd  ultimo,  addressed 

to  the  President,  further  on  the  subject  of  the  report  of  the 

Trinity  House  on  the  South  Foreland  experiments  with  regard 

to  lighthouse  illuminants,  I  am  directed  by  Sir  Michael  Hickg 
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Beach  to  inform  you  that  he  is  himself  responsible  for  the  terms 
of  the  letters  received  by  you  from  the  Board  of  Trade  to  which 
you  refer,  and  to  reply  as  follows  to  your  present  communication. 

The  application  stated  to  have  been  made  by  you  to  Dr. 
Tyndall  and  Sir  Howard  Grubb,  for  their  services  upon  any 
committee  which  might  be  ajipointed,  was  made  without  any 
authority  from  the  President.  Had  the  name  of  either  of  these 
gentlemen  been  suggested  to  him  by  you,  as  it  should  have 
been  prior  to  any  application  being  made  to  them,  Sir  Michael 
would  have  at  once  raised  the  same  objection  which  he  subse- 
sequently  made. 

You  are  mistaken  in  thinking  that,  at  the  deputation  to 
which  you  refer,  the  President  assented  to  the  principle  of  any 
inquiry  other  than  a  strictly  limited  one.  He  requested  you  to 
suggest  the  terms  of  reference,  and  this  was  subsequently  done 
by  you  in  your  letter  of  the  19th  May  last,  in  a  form  which  you 
now  seek  to  extend.  Should  any  such  extension  be  permitted, 
it  is  obvious  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  allow  experiments 
on  the  one  side  and  to  refuse  them  on  the  other,  involving  an 
expenditure  which,  as  Sir  Michael  Hicks  Beach  pointed  out  to 
the  deputation,  he  felt  unable  to  sanction. 

With  regard  to  your  suggestion  that  Professor  Stokes  should 
be  appointed  sole  arbitrator,  no  such  proposal  has  at  any  time 
been  made  by  Sir  ]\Iichael  Hicks  Beach,  and  it  is  not  probable 
that  Professor  Stokes  would  consent  to  act  in  such  a  capacity. 

In  your  letter  of  the  loth  December  last,  you  observed  "the 
subject  is  strange  to  him  (Professor  Stokes),  and  knowing  how 
overwhelmingly  oppressive  his  present  duties — legislative,  pre- 
sidential, and  professional — are,  I  greatly  fear  that  he  would 
not  have  the  time  to  master  it. "

PART  II. 
PRECIS     WRITING. 

Chapter  IV.— General  Remarks  and  Hints. 

'TTHE  art  of  precis  writing-  is  one  with  a  very  wide  range 
^  of  usefulness.  Proficiency  in  it  is  of  the  first  impor- 
tance to  a  large  class  of  officials  in  the  public  offices,  who 
have  to  dig-est  into  a  connected  narrative,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  heads  of  Departments  the  "  pith "  of  a  long  and 
often  desultory  correspondence.  But  it  is  also  valuable 
to  a  multitude  of  others  engaged  in  literature,  science,  the 
professions,  and  commercial  life. 

Although  in  Civil  Service  examinations  indexing  alone 
is  set  more  frequent In'  than  precis,  or  than  indexing  and 
precis  combined,  the  latter  has  been  coming  greatly  into 
prominence  of  late.  It  is  now  a  subject  in  most  depart- 
mental examinations  for  promotion,  and  its  recent  intro- 
duction among  the  subjects  of  the  examination  for  the 
post  of  outdoor  officer  of  Customs,  shows  that  a  knowledge 
of  it  is  thought  to  be  of  tlie  greatest  use  in  the  Customs 
Department,  and  that  the  duties  of  successful  candidates 
will,  iu  the  future,  be  more  "clerical"  than  formerly.  It 
is  to  be  noted,  too,  that  according  to  the  new  regulations, 
precis  is  also  required  in  the  competitive  examinations  for 
the  Civil  Service  of  India  and  the  High  Court  of  Justice, 
Ireland,  while  it  has  always  been  included  in  those  for 
student  interpreterships.  Eastern  cadetships,  British  Museum 
assistantships,  Royal  Irish  Constabulary  cadetships,  Foreign 
Office  clerkships,  clerkships  of  the  Houses  of  Lords  and 
Commons,  attacheships  in  the  Diplomatic  Service,  and 
other  Civil  Service  examinations  too  numerous  to  mention. 
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Precis  is  a  word  of  immediate  French  origin  in  so  far  as 
the  Eng-lish  language  is  concerned,  but  was  originally 
derived  from  the  supine  of  the  Latin  verb  prae-cidere,  to 
cut  short.  It  is  really  the  same  word  as  "  precise,"  but  a 
restricted  and  technical  meaning  has  become  attached  to  it. 
A  "docket"  or  "index"  is  a  brief  and  disconnected  summary 
of  the  subject-matter  of  the  correspondence,  letter  by 
letter,  in  order  of  date ;  a  precis  is  a  connected  narrative 
of  what  has  taken  place  in  the  whole  correspondence. 
In  examinations  where  a  series  of  letters  has  first  to  be 
indexed,  and  in  which  the  candidate  has  then  to  make  a 
precis  of  the  same  correspondence,  the  Civil  Service 
examiners  always  print  the  following  directions  to  enable 
the  candidate  to  distinguish  between  the  object  in 
each  case : — 

"Having  read  the  accompanying  correspondence — 1. 
Make  a  short  abstract,  schedule,  or  docket  of  the  sevei'al 
letters  and  other  papers.  2.  Draw  up  a  memorandum,  or 
precis,  i.e.,  a  brief  and  clear  statement  of  what  passed,  not 
letter  by  letter,  but  in  the  form  of  a  narrative. 

"  1.  The  object  of  the  abstract,  schedule,  or  docket  is  to 
serve  as  an  index.  It  should  contain  the  date  of  each 
letter ;  the  names  of  the  persons  by  whom  and  to  whom  it 
is  written ;  and,  in  as  few  words  as  possible,  the  subject  of 
it.  The  merits  of  such  an  abstract  are — (1)  to  give  the 
really  important  point  or  points  of  each  letter,  omitting 
everything  else ;  (2)  to  do  this  briefly ;  (3)  distinctly ;  and 
(4)  in  such  a  form  as  readily  to  catch  the  eye. 

"  2.  The  object  of  the  memorandum  or  precis,  which 
should  proceed,  not  letter  by  letter,  but  in  the  form  of  a 
narrative,  is  that  dkiny  one  who  had  not  time  to  read  the 
original  letters  might,  by  reading  the  precis,  be  put  in 
possession  of  all  the  leading-  features  of  what  passed. 
The  merits  of  such  a  precis  are — (1)  to  contain  all 
that  is  important  in  the  correspondence,  and  nothing 
that  is  unimportant ;  (2)  to  present  this  in  a  consecutive 
and  readable  shape,  expressed  as  distinctly  as  possible, 
and  as  briefly  as  is  compatible  with  completeness  and 
distinctness." 
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It  is  worth  while  to  inquire  more  fully  into  the  meaning- 
of  the  directions  laid  down  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioners. 

(1)  The  first  merit  is  that  the  precis  contain  all  that  is 
important  in  the  correspondence:  that  is,  that  all  facts 
directly  contributing  to  the  development  of  the  principal 
event,  which  is  the  result  of  the  correspondence,  should  be 
clearly  stated  in  chronological  order.  But  this  by  itself 
is  not  sufficient ;  all  that  is  unimportant  in  the  correspon- 
dence must  be  omitted,  i.e.,  events  which  have  no  direct 
bearing  on  the  development  above  alluded  to  must  be 
omitted,  and  also  events  of  minor  importance  which  may 
have  been  necessary  to  its  development,  but  the  omission 
of  which  will  not  affect  a  clear  understanding  of  the  whole 
course  of  events.  In  the  latter  case,  the  influence  of  these 
minor  events  is  generally  summed  up  and  included  in 
some  important  event  which  has  brought  about  the  con- 
currence of  two  or  more  of  them,  and  which  is  explicitly 
contained  in  the  precis.  Indeed,  it  is  by  following-  this 
reverse  method,  z.c,  by  striking  out  (mentally)  the  unim- 
portant events,  that  the  important  ones  are  best  arrived  at. 
If  these  are  found  to  be  too  numerous,  the  less  important 
of  them  must  be  further  omitted. 

(2)  That  the  narrative  should  be  consecutive  is  the  first 
point  in  the  second  merit  enumerated  by  the  Commissioners. 
Not  only  should  sentence  follow  sentence  according  to  the 
rules  of  s^mtax  and  composition,  but  the}^  should  also,  as 
nearly  as  possible,  follow  each  other  in  chronological 
order.  This  is  necessary  in  order  to  prevent  confusion  in 
the  mind  of  whoever  is  called  upon  to  consult  the  precis 
of  the  correspondence.  Besides,  the  comparative  dates  at 
which  certain  events  occurred  may  be  of  the  hig-hest  im- 
portance— perhaps  the  actual  subject  of  dispute.  Thus  to 
neutral  nations — the  moral  judges  as  regards  the  blame  of 
a  war — it  becomes  a  matter  of  great  importance  whether 
some  incident,  such  as  the  invasion  of  a  certain  territory, 
took  place  before  or  after  a  declaration  of  war  ;  or  whether 
a  particular  city  was  stormed  after  a  treaty  of  peace  had 
been  signed.     The  second  point  of  the  second  merit  is  that

the  precis  be  readaljle,  each  sentence  leading-  naturally  to 
the  next  by  an  easy  transition  of  thought  and  expression. 
Complex  sentences,  "  hig-h-flown "  languag-e,  redundant 
adjectives,  metaphors,  and  similes  should  be  discarded, 
A  plain,  unadorned  style,  like  that  used  by  Cwsar  in  the 
Latin  languag-e,  or  by  Defoe  in  the  English,  is  the  one 
most  likely  to  find  favour  with  the  examiner.  The  third 
point  of  the  second  merit  is  that  the  events  be  stated  as 
distinctly  as  possible,  i.e.,  that  no  two  or  more  events  be 
mixed  up  together,  the  actual  relation  of  cause  and  effect 
being  clearly  and  accurately  stated. 

The  third  merit  is  "brevity,"  or  rather  such  as  is  com- 
patible with  completeness  and  distinctness.  "  Brevity " 
purchased  at  the  expense  of  the  two  last-mentioned 
requisites  is  suicidal ;  for,  if  confusion  is  caused  by  either 
incompleteness  or  indistinctness,  tlie  reader  has  to  refer 
to  the  original  correspondence  to  find  the  missing  link 
or  to  clear  his  ideas,  and  the  whole  purpose  of  the  precis 
is  at  once  destroyed. 

In  deciding  as  to  the  length  of  a  precis  no  definite  rule 
to  suit  all  cases  can  be  laid  down.  It  should  be  re- 
membered that  the  length  of  the  correspondence  itself  is  of 
less  importance  than  the  number  of  material  statements 
necessary  to  a  distinct  and  complete  narrative  of  the  course 
of  events.  In  most  cases,  however,  three  pages  may 
be  taken  as  the  utmost  limit  to  which  a  precis  should 
extend.  In  examin^ations  when  the  candidate  has  to 
draw  up  both  an  index  and  a  precis  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  former  ought  to  be  briefer  than  when 
an  index  only  is  required.  The  precis,  while  containing 
rather  more  matter  than  the  index,  should  be  written  in 
the  past  tense. 

Although  it  is  not  absolutely  necessary,  it  is  always 
desirable  in  making  a  precis  that  the  candidate  should 
leave  a  broad  margin  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  page. 
In  this  margin,  and  directly  opposite  each  statement, 
should  be  placed  the  authority  for  the  letter,  e.g.,  Letter 
No.  2,  Enclosure  No.  4,  &c.  Occasionally,  however, 
the  candidate  is  told  that  the  narrative   or  precis  is  to 
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contain  no  marginal  references ;  and  when  this  is  the  case 
he  should  be  careful  NOT  to  insert  in  the  margin  the 
authority  for  such  statement.  The  first  thing  which  the 
candidate  should  do  at  the  outset  is  to  form  in  his  mind 
a  rough  estimate  of  the  work  before  him,  and  the  length 
to  which  his  precis  will  extend,  and  in  making  this  estimate 
he  will  be  guided  by  exercises  he  has  already  worked 
and  the  time  allowed.  In  indexing  we  advised  the  candi- 
date to  read  only  a  few  letters  ahead ;  in  making  a  precis 
it  is  desirable  to  proceed  somewhat  differently.  In  an 
index  the  object  is  to  give  the  pith  of  each  letter ;  in  a 
precis  the  end  in  view  is  to  give  the  pith  of  the  whole 
correspondence.  It  is  desirable  to  get  a  general  idea  of 
what  took  place  before  beginning  the  precis,  and  this  can 
best  be  done  by  doing  the  index  first.  Some  authorities 
recommend  that  the  precis  be  done  first  and  the  index 
compiled  therefrom,  but  such  a  plan  is  open  to  many 
objections.  The  candidate  should,  consequently,  first 
glance  through  the  whole  index  rapidly,  marking  in  pencil 
the  points  which  connect  the  letters  together ;  and  if  the 
whole  leads  up  to  any  definite  conclusion  or  proceeding  at 
the  end,  this  should  be  specially  kept  in  mind.  Not  in- 
frequently it  will  be  found  that  some  of  the  letters  or 
enclosures  will  not  require  to  be  directly  referred  to  in  the 
precis. 

The  student  should  now  proceed  to  make  a  precis  of  the 
correspondence  in  Exercise  I.  After  the  precis  is  finished 
it  should  be  compared  with  that  in  the  key  which  follows. 
The  two  need  not,  of  course,  be  verbally  in  agreement,  as 
two  equally  good  summaries  may  be  made  in  quite  different 
words.  The  time  allowed,  it  will  be  noticed,  is  one  hour. 
The  correspondence  in  Exercises  A.  and  B.  was  that  set  in 
a  recent  examination  for  clerkships  in  the  Foreign  Office, 
and  candidates  were  required  to  complete  a  precis  of  the 
whole,  and  also  to  make  an  index  of  the  letters  in  three 
hours.

My  Lord, — I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  lordship 
a  translation  of  a  passac^e  relating  to  the  imposition  of  differen- 
tial duties  on  West  Indian  produce  whicli  has  appeared  in  the 
"  Memoria,"  or  Annual  llo])i>rt  of  the  Venezuelan  Secretary  of 
State,  lately  presented  to  Compress.  The  enclosed  is  interesting, 
as  giving  the  data  to  prove  the  allegation  of  tliis  Government, 
that  differential  duties  existed  at  the  time  of  the  conclusion  of 
the  Treaty  of  1825,  and  were  maintained  afterwards  for  a  con- 
siderable time  without  observation  upon  the  part  of  Her 
Majesty's  Government.

Extract  from  the  Annual  Report  of  tue  Venezuelan 
Secretary  of  State,  Senor  Seijas. 

(Translation.) 

By  a  legislative  decree  of  last  year,  a  differential  duty  of  30 
per  cent,  nd  valorem  was  imposed  upon  goods  imported  into 
this  country  (Venezuela),  originating  from  the  West  Indies 
(Antillas). 

This  Law  has  appeared  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government 
to  be  incomjmtible  with  the  Treaty  of  1825  between  England 
and  Colombia,  and  which  in  1834  was  textually  adopted  by 
Venezuela,  in  so  far  as  it  may  refer  to  articles  being  the 
growth,  production,  or  manufacture  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
dominions. 
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The  British  Government  ground  their  opinion  on  Article 
IV.  of  the  said  Treaty,  which  provides  as  follows  : — 

' '  No  higher  or  other  duties  shall  be  imposed  on  the  importa- 
tion into  Venezuela  of  any  articles  of  the  growth,  production, 
or  manufacture  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  dominions  than  are 
or  shall  be  payi,ble  on  the  like  articles  being  the  growth,  pro- 
duction, or  manufacture  of  any  other  country." 

The  (Venezuelan)  Government  has  not  been  able  to  convince 
itself  of  the  correctness  of  this  view,  and  feels  confident  that 
the  Government  of  Her  Majesty  wUI,  on  consideration  of  the 
reasons,  assent  to  them. 

The  (Venezuelan)  Government  maintained  that  the  differen- 
tial duty  now  imposed  extended  to  goods  coming  from  the  West 
Indies,  whatever  country  they  might  originate  from,  not  ex- 
cluding Venezuela  ;  so  that,  should  Venezuelan  pi'oduce  be 
thence  imported,  such  produce  would  be  subject  to  the  same 
charge.  The  (Venezuelan)  Government  likewise  observed  that 
the  existence  of  differential  duties  on  articles  imported  from 
the  Colonies  was  not  in  contravention  of  the  Treaty  of  1825,  as 
when  it  was  concluded  the  said  duties  were  in  force,  and  con- 
tinued to  be  in  force  for  a  long  time  afterwards  without  Her 
Majesty's  Government  having  ever  made  the  slightest  observa- 
tion regarding  this  exercise  of  its  rights  upon  the  part  of  the 
Republic. 

To  be  convinced  of  this,  a  perusal  of  the  Law  of  the  2nd 
August,  1823,  regarding  imports  will  alone  suffice. 

The  said  Law  divided  imports  ("  mercancias")  into  four 
classes.  To  each  of  these  it  assigned  a  special  duty  according 
to  the  flag  of  the  vessel  importing  them,  and  to  the  place  from 
which  they  came.  Goods  imported  by  national  vessels  paid  less 
than  those  entering  in  foreign  bottoms.  Those  sent  from  the 
Colonies  paid  more  than  those  originating  from  Europe  or  the 
United  States. 

It  was  Venezuela  who  ceased  to  insert  in  her  Laws  the 
differential  duty  on  goods  as  regarded  the  country  from  which 
they  should  be  imported,  but  it  was  preserved  as  applied  to  the 
nationality  of  the  vessel  bringing  them. 

As  regards  the  Treaty  itself,  Article  I.  stipulates  perpetual 
amity  between  Venezuela  and  all  the  dominions  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty. 

Article  II.,  which  establishes  freedom  of  commerce  and 
navigation,  limits  it  to  the  dominions  of  Her  Majesty  in  Europe, 
thereby  excluding  her  possessions  beyond  the  seas. 

Article  III.  is  a  concession  of  Her  Majesty,  enabling  Colombia, 
and  afterwards  Venezuela,  to  import  their  natural  or  manufac- 
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tured  proflucts  into  the  British  Colonies,  but  the  snifl  Article 
does  not  impose  any  ohlitjation  on  the  other  contracting,'  i)arty. 

Article  IV.  (the  one  which  is  quoted)  only  imposes  upon 
Venezuela  the  obligation  not  to  charge  articles  imported  from 
British  dominions  with  other  or  higher  duties  than  are  imposed 
on  those  of  the  most  favoured  nati<m  ;  but,  as  the  Law  now 
under  consideration  imposes  the  differential  dnty  upon  all 
nations  alike,  it  is  evident  that  it  involves  no  infraction  what- 
ever of  the  Treaty.

which  is  a  oO  per  cent,  additional  tax,  and  not  30  per  cent,  (id 
valorem.

(Translation.)

M.  LE  MiNisTRE, — By  a  legislative  decree  of  the  4th  June, 
1881,  the  National  Congress  imposed  an  additional  duty  of  30 
per  cent,  on  the  duties  accruing  {([ve  se  liquuhti)  from  eacli 
manifest  of  goods  or  eliects  coming  from  foreign  Colonies,  or 
that  may  be  trans-shipped  in  said  colonies  for  Venezuela. 

Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  has  objected  to  the 
application  of  this  Law  with  regard  to  articles  of  the  natural 
growth  or  manufacture  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  imported 
from  the  British  ColoTiies  of  the  West  Indies  ;  as  according  to 
Article  IV.  of  the  Treaty  of  1825,  concluded  between  England 
and  the  Republic  of  Colombia,  which  was  afterwards,  in  1834, 
adopted  and  confirmed  by  Venezuela  and  Great  Britain,  "no 
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other  higher  duties  shall  be  imposed  on  the  importation  into 
the  territories  of  Colombia  of  any  article  of  the  growth,  pro- 
duction, or  manufacture  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  dominions 
than  are  or  shall  be  payable  on  the  like  articles  being  the 
growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  any  other  foreign  country." 

The  interpretation  of  this  Article  cannot  give  rise  to  any 
doubt  ;  it  is  fixed  iA  a  clear  and  tangible  manner  by  practical 
facts,  accepted  and  acknowledged  by  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment. In  ell'ect,  since  1<S21  Colombia  established  differential 
duties  for  goods  coming  from  the  West  Indies  :  it  decreed  them 
in  1823,  and,  notwithstanding  the  conclusion  of  a  Treaty  of 
Commerce  Avith  Great  Britain  in  1825,  the  Law  of  Congress  of 
the  13th  May,  1826,  once  more  ratified  and  decreed  differential 
duties  on  goods  coming  from  the  West  Indies,  without  any 
complaint  having  been  made  against  such  a  measure  by  Her 
Britannic  Majesty's  Government ;  on  the  contrary,  the  said 
duties  continued  to  be  paid  without  any  opposition  being 
offered  by  the  interested  party  (de  parte)  until  the  year  1830, 
when  Venezuela  separated  from  the  Great  Republic. 

Our  Legislature,  since  1830,  suppressed  those  differential 
duties  as  regarded  the  country  from  which  they  came  (pur  Ja 
procedentia),  but  maintained  them  as  applied  to  the  nation- 
ality of  the  vessel  importing  them  (en,  razon  de  la  ba')t,dera), 
not  in  virtue  of  any  treaty,  as  none  existed  at  the  time,  but  by 
virtue  of  its  inherent  rights  as  a  Sovereign  Power  (mM  en 
uso  de  la  soberania  inhereide.  al  propria  imperio)  ;  and  when, 
in  1834,  Venezuela  adopted  the  Treaty  of  1825  with  Great 
Britain,  the  said  Treaty  did  in  no  way  bind,  nor  could  it  ever 
bind,  this  Republic  to  either  more  or  less  than  it  bound  that  of 
Colombia. 

It  is  a  point  already  settled  and  beyond  discussion,  because 
both  the  facts  themselves  and  their  recognition  by  Great 
Britain  left  no  doubt  up<jn  the  subject,  that  same  Article  IV. 
of  the  Treaty,  in  referring  to  Venezuela  as  in  referring  to 
Colombia,  did  not  i)revent  the  one  as  it  did  not  prevent  the 
other  from  establishing  differential  duties  on  goods  proceeding 
from  the  West  Indies. 

Great  Britain  has  a  right  that  no  other  or  higher  duties  bo 
imposed  on  the  importation  of  articles,  products  of  the  growth 
or  manufacture  of  either  the  metropolis  or  dominions  of 
Britain,  than  may  be  imposed  on  the  like  products  of  the 
metropolis  or  the  dominions  of  any  other  foreign  country. 

Our  Law,  whilst  charging  an  additional  tax  on  goods  coming 
from  the  West  Indies,  makes  no  dilference  as  regards  the  place 
from    which    they   originally   proceed,   .so   that   British    goous 
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coming  from  the  West  Indies  are  subject  to  the  same  additional 
duty  as  those  of  other  nations,  coming  likewise  ivom  the  West 
Indies ;  no  diii'erence  is  made  in  favour  of  any  particular 
country.  Thus,  the  right  to  perfect  equality  of  treatment, 
which  we  are  bound  under  our  Treaty  to  extend  to  Great 
Britain,  is  maintained  intact. 

I  might  further  adduce  a  series  of  ai^uments  sufficiently 
powerful,  in  order  to  prove,  from  a  legal  point  of  view,  the 
justice  (of  the  position  taken)  by  Venezuela,  but  I  deem  it 
unnecessary  to  do  so,  as  facts  have,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  other  party  interested,  sanctioned  during  a  long  course 
of  years  the  true  and  natural  interpretation  of  Article  IV.  of 
the  Treaty  of  1825. 

I  have  accordingly  the  honour  to  communicate  to  your 
Excellency,  by  order  of  the  President  of  tlie  Republic,  that  Law 
No.  4  of  the  4th  June,  1S81,  will  come  into  force  on  the  od  May 
of  the  present  year,  on  which  date  the  Treaty  Avith  Denmark 
will  expire,  which,  as  it  accorded  certain  privileges,  pre- 
vented us  from  putting  this  Law  into  execution  without 
establishing  an  irregular  difference  in  the  imposition  of 
Custom-house  duties. 

I  must  not  bring  this  note  to  a  conclusion  without  ex- 
plaining that  the  decree  to  which  reference  has  been  made, 
and  of  which  your  Excellency  will  find  a  copy  herewith  en- 
closed, does  not  impose  an  ad  valorem  duty  of  30  per  cent, 
on  importations  from  the  West  Indies,  but  an  additional  30 
per  cent,  on  the  total  amount  of  those  duties.

Decree. 
(Translation. ) 
The  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  Venezuela  decrees  : — 
Article   1. — Products,   goods,   and    effects    proceeding   from 
foreign  Colonies,   which  may  be    imported  through    the  ports 
of  the  Republic  oi^en  to  foreign  commerce,  as  also   such  as, 
coming  from    the    ports  of   Europe    or  the    United    States  to 
Venezuela,  may   be    trans-shipped  in   the   said  Colonies   into 
other  vessels,  shall   pay   an   additional  30   per   cent,  on   the 
duties  resulting   from  each   manifest,  according   to   the  tariflf 
now  in  force. 
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Article  2. — Products,  goods,  and  effects  which  may  be  shipped 
in  Europe  or  in  the  United  States  of  North  America  for 
the  eastern  or  western  ports  of  the  Republic,  at  which  the 
vessels  which  are  to  convey  them  do  not  touch,  may  be  trans- 
shipped in  order  to  proceed  to  the  said  ports  at  Carupano, 
La  Guayra,  or  Puerto  Cabello,  and  may  also  be  examined, 
and  the  duties  on  them  paid  in  any  of  these  ports,  in  order 
that  they  may  proceed  thence  to  their  destination  in  coasting 
vessels.  In  this  last  case  there  shall  be  made  on  the  duties 
levied  on  the  goods,  products,  and  effects  thus  imported  such 
a  reduction  as  the  National  Executive  may  establish  as  a  com- 
pensation for  the  extraordinary  expenses  incurred  thereby, 
and  the  effects  or  goods  shall,  after  they  have  been  examined, 
remain  deposited  in  the  corresponding  Custom-house  until  they 
be  re-embarked  for  the  place  of  their  destination. 

Article  3. — Goods  and  other  national  productions  shall  con- 
tinue, as  heretofore,  to  be  shipped  for  foreign  markets  through 
the  ports  open  for  that  purpose. 

They  may  also  be  trans-shipped  at  the  ports  of  Carupano, 
La  Guayra,  and  Puerto  Cabello,  should  the  owners  so  desire 
it ;  provided  that,  when  such  trans-shipment  takes  place,  it  be 
authentically  proved  that  the  transit  dues  have  been  liquidated 
by  the  respective  Custom-house  and  discharged. 

Article  4. — The  present  Law  will  come  in  force  upon  the 
expiration  of  the  Treaty  of  Amity,  Commerce,  and  Navigation 
concluded  between  Venezuela  and  Denmark,  the  19th  Decem- 
ber, 1862,  and  which,  having  already  been  denounced,  shall  be 
binding  for  only  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  notification.

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telegram  from  Venezuela,  which  states  that  the  (iovernmeiit 
there  has  now  decreed  the  levyinj^  of  the  30  j»i'r  cent, 
differential  duty  on  goods  going  into  that  country  via  Trinidad. 
This  will,  of  course,  necessitate  the  sending  of  goods  by  way 
of  the  Continent,  and  thus  cause  increased  expense  to  our 
friends  in  Venezuela,  and,  eventually,  a  great  loss  to  English 
shipowners.

Senob,  de  Rojas  to  Earl  Granville. 

(Received  May  2.) 

(Translation. ) 

Veiiezuelaiv  Legation,  Paris,  May  1,  1882. 

My  Lord, — I  do  not  think  that  in  the  commercial  history  of 
natitnis  tliere  is  a  case  ecjual  to  that  of  the  Treaty  of  Commerce 
between  Venezuela  and  Great  Britain.  Contracted  by  Colombia 
in  1825,  and  adopted  by  Venezuela  in  1834,  that  Treaty  has 
been  in  existence  lifty-seven  years  without  having  been  onco 
altered. 

In  1841  my  Government  asked  that  a  period  might  be  fixed 
for  the  duration  of  the  said  agreement.  Lord  Palmerston  then 
declared  that  the  Treaty  was  perpetual,  and  my  Government 
does  not  know  to  this  clay  on  what  arguments  such  an  extra- 
ordinary declaration  can  rest. 

In  1843  Lord  Aberdeen  agreed  that  there  should  be  added  to 
the  Treaty  an  article  in  which  it  should  be  stipulated  that  each 
Government  might  denounce  it  to  the  other  after  the  lapse  of 
a  certain  number  of  years. 

This  negotiation  was  not  brought  to  a  conclusion  for  several 
reasons,  among  which  the  most  lamentable  was  the  premature 
death  of  that  most  worthy  diplomatist  who  represented  Vene- 
zuela at  that  time  in  London. 

In  1877  I  continued  the  negotiation,  but  without  any  favour- 
able result,  because  Lord  Derby  insisted  on  seeing  the  draft  of 
the  new  Treaty,  so  that  he  might  examine  it  before  pronouncing 
an  opinion  on  the  duration  of  the  old  one.  In  1879  I  renewed 
my  efforts,  but  without  the  least  success.  I  then  received 
orders  from  my  Government  formally  to  denounce  the  Treaty, 
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and  to  state  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  that  Vene- 
zuela would  not  consider  it  in  force  after  the  31st  December  of 
that  year. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  Her  Majesty's  Government  objected 
to  that  denunciation,  and  Lord  Salisbury  stated  as  a  reason 
that  the  Treaty  fixed  no  limit  for  its  duration.  It  thus  becomes 
perpetual  for  Venezuela  only,  and  cannot  be  annulled  or  modi- 
fied except  at  the  pleasure  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment. This,  my  lord,  is  an  exceptional  case  in  the  history  of 
nations. 

Nevertheless,  the  Treaty  in  question  contains  an  Article, 
XIV.,  declaring  that  it  was  made  hurriedly  ;  that  it  was  thus 
incomplete  ;  and  even  setting  forth  that  both  parties  should 
proceed  without  delay  to  treat  and  agree  upon  the  Articles 
which  were  wanting  in  the  Treaty. 

My  Government  has,  in  the  Commercial  Treaties  it  has 
recently  concluded,  fixed  the  duration  at  five  years,  and  has 
provided,  after  the  lapse  of  these,  for  the  continuation  of  the 
Treaties  year  by  year,  until  one  of  the  high  contracting  parties 
thinks  fit  to  notify  to  the  other — giving,  however,  six  months' 
notice — that  it  intends  to  denounce  its  Treaty. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Venezuela  has,  since  1841,  shown  its 
wish  to  modify  the  said  Treaty  ;  that  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, refusing  during  forty-one  years  to  join  in  a  friendly 
settlement  of  the  differences  at  issue,  has  acted  both  as  an 
interested  party  and  as  judge  at  one  and  the  same  time,  to  the 
injury  of  the  other  j^arty  ;  that  Venezuela  denounced  the 
Treaty  in  1879,  therein  following  the  example  of  Great  Britain, 
who,  on  her  side,  declared  it  perpetual  ;  I  have  the  honour  to 
])ropose  to  your  Excellency  that  we  should  put  aside  this  j^ainful 
difference  for  ever,  and  that  we  should  confirm  this  action  with 
a  diplomatic  instrument,  to  the  efl'ect  that  both  Governinents 
being  desirous  of  replacing  the  Treaty  of  1804  by  another  which 
shall  be  suited  to  the  present  situation  of  both  nations,  and  be 
in  harmony  with  their  present  commercial  and  industrial  neces- 
sities, have  agreed  to  proceed  at  once  to  the  preparation  and 
conclusion  of  such  Treaty,  and  that  on  the  understanding  that 
the  old  Treaty  shall  not  be  considered  as  in  force  after  either 
of  the  high  contracting  parties  shall,  after  six  months'  notice, 
have  formally  denounced  it. 

I  trust,  my  lord,  that  this  solution  will  be  received  with 
pleasure  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government,  and  that  it 
Avill  see  therein  the  desire  of  Venezuela  to  cultivate  to  the 
utmost  relations  of  friendship  and  commerce  with  Great  Britain. 
Should  your  Excellency  accept  this  proposal,  I  shall  have  the 
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honour  to   submit  personally  to  your  Excellency  dui'ing  the 
current  month  the  draft  of  the  new  Treaty.

M.  LE  MiNisTKE, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  note  of  the  1st  instant,  expressing  the  desire  of 
your  Government  to  substitute  a  new  Treaty  for  that  concluded 
between  this  country  and  Colombia  in  1825,  and  confirmed  and 
accepted  by  Venezuela  in  1834. 

In  reply  to  the  observations  which  you  make  as  to  the  nego- 
tiations of  1843  having  come  to  no  result,  I  have  the  honour  to 
point  out  that,  on  the  27th  July  of  that  year,  M.  Fortique  was 
informed  by  Lord  Aberdeen  that  Her  Majesty's  Government 
were  prepared  to  agree  to  certain  modifications  of  the  Treaty, 
and  to  sign  a  new  one,  in  which  these  changes  should  be  intro- 
duced, on  the  conditions  specified  in  that  note,  but  that  M. 
Fortique,  after  rec^uesting  that  a  day  might  be  named  for  begin- 
ning the  negotiation  of  the  new  Treaty,  stated  in  his  note  of 
the  25th  October,  that  he  had  received  communications  from 
his  Government  which  compelled  him  to  suspend  proceedings. 

I  have  further  the  honour  to  observe  that  when  in  1877  you 
asked  Her  Majesty's  Government  to  fix  1882  as  the  date  when 
the  Treaty  should  expire,  in  order  to  substitute  another  more 
in  conformity  with  the  interests  and  the  present  requirements 
of  Venezuela,  you  were  requested  by  the  Earl  of  Derby,  then 
Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  in  a  note 
dated  the  16th  March,  to  state  more  explicitly  the  reasons 
which  induced  your  Government  to  desire  to  terminate  the 
Treaty,  and  to  communicate  the  draft  of  the  new  Treaty  by 
which  they  proposed  to  replace  it.  In  reply  to  a  further  note 
which  you  did  Lord  Derby  the  honour  to  address  to  him,  his 
lordship  stated  that,  while  Her  Majesty's  Government  were 
ready  to  consider  any  proposal  of  the  Venezuelan  Government 
for  the  conclusion  of  a  new  Treaty,  they  must  reserve  the 
expression  of  their  opinion  as  to  the  duration  of  the  existing 
one  until  the  text  of  the  proposed  new  Treaty  was  before  them  ; 
to  this  communication,  however,  no  reply  was  returned. 

It   is   thus   evident,    M.    le   Ministre,    that   Her    Majesty's 
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Government  have  shown  every  readiness  to  conclude  a  new 
Treaty,  and  they  are  still  prepared  to  negotiate  for  this  purpose  ; 
but  until  your  Government  have  communicated  to  them  the 
draft  of  the  proposed  new  Treaty,  and  they  have  been  able  to 
consider  it,  and  some  progress  at  least  has  been  made  in  the 
negotiation,  they  cannot  consent  to  enter  into  any  agreement 
as  to  the  termiiiation  of  the  existing  Treaty.

Decree. 

(Translation. ) 

PEESIDENCY  OF  THE  HEPUBLIO. 

Tlie  President  of  the  United  States  of  VeneznHa. 

In  fulfilment  of  clause  2  of  the  Law  of  the  4th  June,  1881,  that 
establishes  an  additional  duty  of  30  per  cent,  on  duties  p-i,yable 
under  the  existing  tarifl'  on  merchandise  imported  from  the 
colonies  as  ratified  by  the  Federal  Council  ; 

Decrees  : — 

Clause  1. — All  produce,  goods,  and  effects  arriving  from 
Europe  or  the  United  States  of  North  America,  that  are 
consigned  to  eastern  or  western  ports  of  the  Republic  where 
vessels  laden  therewith  cannot  discharge,  and  on  this  account 
such  goods  require  to  be  examined,  and  the  duties  thereon 
calculated  at  the  customs  of  the  port  of  La  Guayra,  Puerto 
Cabello,  or  Carupano,  a  rebate  will  be  allowed  of  one-twentieth 
]ia.rt  of  a  bolivar  per  kilog.  of  weight  of  the  merchandise  speci- 
fied in  the  invoice,  to  be  deducted  from  the  amount  of  import 
duty  to  which  such  goods  are  liable. 

But  the  collectors  of  customs  shall  not  make  the  rebate  as 
]irovided  in  this  clause,  when  in  the  corresponding  consular 
manifests  and  invoices  the  eastern  or  western  port  of  destination 
is  not  expressed. 

Clause  2. — Vessels  trans-shipping  at  La  Guayra,  Puerto 
Cabello,  or  Carupano,  produce,  merchandise,  and  effects  fo)- 
other  eastern  or  western  ports  of  the  Republic,  as  permitted  by 
the  Law  of  the  4th  June,  already  quoted,  when  they  aie 
national,  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  merchandise  at  the  same 
time  as  coasting  traders,  as  such  vessels  must  be  considered  at 
the  port  of  discharge  us  coming  from  foreign  ports. 
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Clause  3. — Masters  or  supercart^oes  of  vessels  shipping 
trans-shipped  goods  in  the  ports  of  La  Gnayra,  Puerto  Cabello, 
or  Carupano  are  to  deliver  at  the  customs  of  the  port  where 
they  are  to  discharge  such  merchandise,  the  manifest,  invoice, 
and  bill  of  lading  corresponding  therewith,  wliich  will  be 
delivered  to  them  by  the  collector  of  customs  of  such  port  of 
trans-shipment  after  that  officer  has  examined  and  comi)ared 
the  manifests,  with  the  return  to  be  delivered  in  the  customs 
by  the  officer  who  superintended  the  trans-shipment  of  the  goods. 

Clause  4. — The  collector  of  maritime  customs  of  the  ports 
where  these  trans-shipments  take  place  will  transmit  in  each 
case  to  the  Ministry  of  Finance  and  to  the  customs  of  the  port 
of  destination  of  such  goods  the  name  of  the  vessel  arriving 
with  the  goods,  and  the  name  of  the  vessel  that  conveys  to 
their  destination  the  number  of  packages  constituting  the 
trans-shipment  and  advice  remitting  the  documents  referring  to 
the  said  goods. 

Clause  5. — The  absence  of  any  of  the  documents  that  must 
accompany  the  foreign  merchandise  to  be  imported  in  the 
Republic,  in  accordance  with  Lhw  16  of  the  Code  of  Finance, 
will  prevent  the  trans-shipment  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
clauses,  and  the  collector  of  customs  at  the  port  where  such 
operations  should  be  verified,  will  detain  the  goods  until  the 
defect  has  been  remedied,  in  conformity  with  the  said  Law  of 
Customs  Regulations,  after  which  he  will  examine  them,  and 
levy  the  duties,  as  if  they  had  been  consigned  to  the  said  port. 

Clause  6. — Merchandise  imported  from  the  colonies,  or  trans- 
shipped there  in  transit  for  destination  to  C(jlombia,  and  that 
are  to  be  examined  in  JMaracaibo  or  Cuidad  Bolivar,  the  duties 
will  be  calculated  with  the  further  charge  of  30  per  cent,  addi- 
tional, as  established  by  the  Law  of  the  4th  June,  already 
quoted.  This  is  in  anticipation,  that  if  by  any  circumstance, 
of  those  expressed  in  the  law  of  transit,  they  would  be  liable 
to  pay  in  Venezuela  the  duties  incurred  on  their  entrance. 

Clause  7. — The  Minister  of  Finance  will  dictate  the  measures 
that  he  may  deem  expedient  for  the  more  effectual  perform- 
ance of  the  present  decree,  with  the  execution  whereof  he  is 
charged.

Sir,— With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  21st  June  and  to 
previous  correspondence,  I  am  directed  by  the  Earl  of  Kivnberley 
to  transmit  to  you,  to  be  laid  before  Earl  Granville,  a  copy  of 
a  dispatch  from  the  CTOvernor  of  Trinidad,  enclosing  a  copy  of 
a  letter  from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  Colony  respect- 
ing their  previous  representations  as  to  the  ruinous  effect  of 
the  decree  of  the  Venezuelan  Government  imposing  a  difl'er- 
ential  duty  of  30  per  cent,  on  imports  from  British  and  Foreign 
West  Indian  Colonies,  which  came  into  force  on  the  3rd  May  last. 

Lord  Kimberley  hopes  soon  to  hear  what  steps  have  been 
taken  with  regard  to  this  alleged  violation  of  the  Treaty  of 
1825,  and  he  will  be  glad  to  be  informed  whether,  in  Lord 
Granville's  opinion,  compensation  will  not  be  due  from  the 
Venezuelan  Government  for  duties  illegally  levied.

My  Lord, — With  reference  to  previous  correspondence,  I 
have  the  honour  to  lay  before  your  lordship  copy  of  a  letter  * 
which  has  been  addressed  to  the  Colonial  Secretary  by  the 
Chamber  of  Conmierce  of  Trinidad,  repeating  their  previous 
representations  as  to  the  ruinous  effect  of  the  decree  of  the 
Venezuelan  Government  imposing  a  differential  duty  of  30  per 
cent,  on  imports  in  Venezuela  from  British  and  Foreign  West 
Indian  Colonies,  which  came  into  operation  on  the  3rd  May. 

2.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  also  point  out  that  the  duty 
in  question  is  in  reality  one  of  40  per  cent.,  inasmuch  as  at  the 
same  time  the  duties  on  imports  direct  from  Europe  and  the 
United  States  of  America  were  reduced  by  10  per  cent.  On 
this  point,  however,  I  have  at  present  no  further  information.

(Received  September  23.) 

(Translation.) 

Paris,  September  21,  1882. 

My  Lord, — I  communicated  to  my  Government  the  contents 
of  the  note  which  your  Excellency  did  me  the  honour  to  address 
to  me  on  the  15th  May  last  with  reference  to  the  Treaty  of 
Commerce  concluded  by  the  former  State  of  Colombia  in  1825, 
and  ratified  by  Venezuela  in  1834 ;  and,  in  virtue  of  the 
instructions  which  I  have  received,  I  now  have  the  honour  to 
comply  with  the  wish  expressed  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
Government,  and  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  the  only 
Articles  which  my  Government  desires  to  add  to  the  Treaty  to 
render  it  complete,  as  provided  by  Article  XIV.,  are  the 
following; : — 

Additional  Article  (I.). — The  present  Treaty  shall  remain  in 
force  during  five  years  from  the  day  on  which  the  ratifications 
are  exchanged.  So  long  as  neither  of  the  high  contracting 
parties  shall  have  notified  to  the  other,  a  year  in  advance,  its 
intention  to  cause  the  operation  of  the  Treaty  to  cease,  the 
same  shall  continue  in  force  for  the  further  space  of  a  year, 
and  so  on  successively  from  year  to  year,  reckoning  from  the 
day  on  which  either  of  the  high  parties  shall  have  notified  its 
intention  to  be  no  longer  bound  by  it. 

Additional  Article  (IL). — If,  as  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  not 
happen,  there  should  arise  between  Great  Britain  and  Venezuela 
any  difierence  which  cannot  be  adjusted  amicably  by  the  usual 
customary  means,  the  high  contracting  parties  agree  to  submit 
the  settlement  of  the  difierence  to  the  arbitration  of  a  third 
Power  friendly  to  both,  proposed  and  accepted  by  common 
accord. 

Additional  Article  (III.). — With  respect  to  property  in  trade 
marks,  marks  or  labels  on  merchandise,  industrial  drawings 
and  models,  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  each  of  the  high  con- 
tracting parties  shall  enjoy  in  the  dominions  of  the  other  the 
same  rights  as  natives,  conforming  to  the  regulations  in  force. 
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Additional  Article  (IV.). — As  regards  delinquents  guilty  of 
common  offences,  both  States  agree  to  conclude  within  the 
shortest  time  possible  a  special  Extradition  Convention. 

These,  my  lord,  are  the  substantial  alterations  which  my 
Government  desires  to  make  in  the  existing  Treaty,  and  if,  as 
may  be  expected,  your  Excellency  accepts  them,  in  such  an 
event  I  would  proj)ose  to  your  Excellency  to  modify  the  general 
composition  of  the  Treaty,  so  that  it  may  appear  as  applicable 
to  each  nation  respectively,  and  not  as  an  inheritance  from  the 
former  State  of  Colombia,  in  such  a  manner  that  in  it  the 
phrases  "British  subjects  and  Venezuelan  citizens.  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States  of  Venezuela,"  be  employed,  and 
the  unnecessary  Articles  suppressed. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  add  that  my  Government  has 
authorised  me  to  conclude  the  new  covenant,  and  that  I  shall 
hope  to  have  the  honour  of  sealing  it  with  your  Excellency,  and 
thus  terminate  a  vnatter  which  has  been  the  cause  of  such  pro- 
longed discussion  between  both  Governments.

M.  LE  MiNiSTRE, — Her  Majesty's  Government  have  had 
under  their  consideration  the  note  which  you  did  me  the  honour 
to  address  to  me  on  the  21st  ultimo,  containing  the  proposals 
of  the  Venezuelan  Government  for  the  negotiation  of  a  new 
Treaty  of  Commerce  between  Great  Britain  and  Venezuela,  to 
be  substituted  for  the  Treaty  of  1825,  between  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States  of  Colombia,  which  was  ratified  by 
Venezuela  in  1834. 

I  have  now  the  honour  to  inform  you,  M.  le  Ministre,  that, 
as  regards  the  proposal  to  substitute  for  the  present  Treaty  a 
new  one  which  shall  remain  in  force  for  five  years  only,  Her 
Majesty's  Government,  while  anxious  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the 
Government  of  Venezuela  as  far  as  possible,  do  not  see  that 
any  advantage  is  to  be  gained  from  such  an  arrangement,  and 
they  therefore  regret  that  they  are  unable  to  comply  with  the 
proposal  of  the  Venezuelan  Government  on  this  point. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  will,  however,  have  much  pleasure 
in  entering  into  negotiations  with  the  Venezuelan  Government 
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for   the   conclusion   of   separate    Conventions    respecting    the 
extradition  of  criminals  and  property  in  trade  marks.

Earl  Granville  to  Colonel  Mansfield. 

Foreign  Office,  November  21,  1882. 

Sir, —  Her  Majesty's  Government  have  had  under  their  con- 
sideration, in  consultation  ■with  the  law  officers  of  the  Crown, 
your  dispatch  of  the  10th  January  last  and  your  dispatch  of  the 
25th  March  on  the  subject  of  the  Venezuelan  Law  imposing  an 
additional  duty  of  30  per  cent,  upon  all  imports  into  that 
country  from  the  West  India  Islands. 

In  his  note  of  the  7th  January,  enclosed  in  the  first  of  the 
above-mentioned  dispatches,  Sefior  Seijas  argues  that  such 
additional  duty  falls  equally  on  the  goods  of  all  nations,  includ- 
ing even  Venezuela  itself,  which  are  imported  into  Venezuela 
from  the  West  India  Islands.  That  consequently  there  is  no 
differential  treatment,  and  no  infraction  of  the  Treatj;^  is  caused 
by  the  Venezuelan  Law  in  question.  I  have  to  point  out,  how- 
ever, that  the  above  argument  affords  no  answer  to  the 
complaint  of  Her  Majesty's  Government. 

Article  IV.  of  the  "Treaty  stipulates  that  "no  higher  or  other 
duties  shall  be  imposed  on  the  importation  into  the  territories 
of  Colombia  (now  Venezuela)  of  any  article  the  grov/th, 
produce,  or  manufacture  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  dominions 
than  are  or  shall  be  payable  on  the  like  articles  being  the 
growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  any  other  foreign  country." 

Her  Majesty's  Government  therefore  claim  that  such  articles 
imported  into  Venezuela  from  Her  Majesty's  dominions  in  the 
West  Indies  shall  be  admitted  on  the  same  terms  as  similar 
articles,  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  other  countries 
imported  into  Venezuela  direct  from  such  other  countries. 
The  view  put  forward  by  the  Venezuelan  Government  is 
contrary  to  the  express  terms  of  Article  IV.  If  such  an 
argument  were  admitted  to  be  valid  it  would  be  destructive  of 
the  provisions  contained  in  that  Article,  as  it  would  justify  the 
imposition  of  differential  duties  in  favour  of  France,  for 
example,  by  a  Law  declaring  that  lower  duties  should  be  paid  on 
goods  imported  into  Venezuela  from  France  than  on  similar 
goods  imported  from  England.       In  that  caf.e  it  might  equally

be  said  that  all  goods  coming  from  France  or  from  England 
respectively  were  treated  alike. 

Nor  can  Her  Majesty's  Government  admit  the  contention  of 
Sefior  Seijas  that  Article  III.  of  the  Treaty  was  intended  to 
exclude  the  British  Colonies  from  the  benefit  of  Article  IV. 
His  Excellency  points  out  that  Article  III.  of  the  Treaty  con- 
cedes to  Colombia  the  right  to  import  her  produce  into  the 
British  Colonies,  but  does  not  impose  any  corresponding 
obligation  on  Colombia.  But  that  Article  could  not  be  made 
reciprocal,  as  Colombia  had  no  colonies  ;  and  it  was  for  that 
reason  that,  while  Article  III.  granted  to  Colombia  the  same 
privileges  in  British  Colonies  as  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
Article  IV.,  by  way  of  reciprocity,  granted  the  privileges 
therein  conferred  to  goods  being  the  growth,  produce,  or  manu- 
facture of  "Her  Majesty's  dominions,"  which  term  invariably 
includes  the  British  Colonies,  and  has  never  been  held  to  apply 
only  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  records  of  the  negotiations  which  preceded  the  con- 
clusion of  the  Treaty  support  this  view  of  the  intention  of  the 
high  contracting  parties.  Those  records  show  that  the 
Colombian  Plenipotentiaries  were  anxious  to  foster  their 
shipping  by  protective  measures,  and  it  is  highly  improbable 
that  the  British  Plenipotentiaries  should  have  accorded  most- 
favoured-nation treatment  to  Colombian  trade  in  British 
Colonies  without  receiving  a  reciprocal  engagement  in  favour  of 
British  colonial  trade  in  Colombia  ;  or,  if  so,  that  so  remark- 
able a  concession  to  Colombia  should  not  have  formed  a  distinct 
feature  in  the  discussions  which  took  place.  Nothing,  how- 
ever, appears  which  could  lead  to  the  supposition  that  anything 
of  the  kind  was  intended. 

Article  IV.  is  clear  and  explicit,  and  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment are  at  a  loss  to  understand  how  it  can  be  contended  that 
it  refers  only  (as  suggested  by  Senor  Seijas)  to  the  flag  under 
which  the  goods  are  imported,  and  not  to  the  country  of  their 
"growth,  produce,  or  manufacture."  As  regards  the  fact 
urged  by  his  Excellency,  that  Great  Britain  did  not  protest 
against  a  similar,  though  comparatively  trifling,  imposition  of 
differential  duties  by  Colombia  in  1826,  which  was  shortly  after- 
wards removed.  Her  Majesty's  Government  cannot  allow  that 
such  omission  can  be  held  to  preclude  them  from  protesting 
against  the  present  grave  infraction  of  the  Treaty  by  Venezuela, 
and  against  the  injuries  thereby  inflicted  on  British  commerce. 

I  have,  therefore,  to  instruct  you  to  address  a  note  to  the 
Venezuelan  Government  in  the  sense  of  this  dispatch,  demand- 
ing the  repeal  of  the  Law  imposing  a  differential  duty  of  30  per 
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cenb.  on  British  imjiorts  from  Her  Majesty's  possessions  in  the 
West  Indies,  and  a  return  of  the  duties  levied  in  violation  of 
the  Treaty.

My  Lokd,— I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  lordship 
a  translation  of  a  decree  to  the  efiect  that  goods  piissing  through 
the  British  Colonies,  and  those  of  other  nations  in  the  West 
Indies  with  through  invoices  for  Venezuela,  will  no  longer  be 
subjected  to  diflerential  duties. 

I  have  not  yet  received  an  answer  to  the  note  which  I  have 
addressed  to  this  Government  in  compliance  with  your  lord- 
ship's instructions  contained  in  dispatch  of  the  21st  November, 
but  I  understand  that  the  suggestions  offered  by  the  Venezuelan 
Government  are  calculated  to  conduce  to  an  arrangement ; 
while  I  believe  that  I  am  justified  in  stating  to  your  lordship 
that  the  present  decree  may  be  regarded  ratlier  as  a  more 
immediate  earnest  of  the  genuine  good-will  with  which  the 
President  is  approaching  the  subject,  and  of  the  sincere  desire 
of  the  Venezuelan  Governnient  to  promote  a  solution  satis- 
factory alike  to  Her  Majesty's  Government  and  to  that  of 
Venezuela.

Decrees :  — 

Article  1. — The  products,  merchandise,  and  goods  which 
proceed  from  the  United  States  of  North  America  and  Europe 
consigned  for  Venezuela,  furnished  with  all  the  documents 
required  by  the  law  for  the  management  of  the  Custom-house, 
shall  be  able  to  be  trans-shipped  in  foreign  Colonies  from  vessel 
to  vessel  to  proceed  to  their  destination,  and  shall  be  consideied 
as  proceeding  directly  from  the  original  port  of  their  shipment. 

Article  2. — When,  for  want  of  (immediate)  transport,  the 
said  merchandise,  produce,  and  goods  may  have  to  be  disem- 
barked in  foreign  colonies,  they  shall  be  able  to  be  re-shipped 
for  Venezuela  without  being  considered  as  proceeding  from 
them  (the  Colonies),  always  upon  the  condition  that  the  owners 
or  consignees  must  present  in  the  Custom-house?  of  the 
Republic,  in  which  they  njay  be  imported,  together  with  the 
Consular  manifest  from  the  port  of  their  original  shipment,  a 
certificate  frcim  the  Venezuelan  Consul  in  the  Colony,  in  which 
it  must  be  stated  that  the  goods,  &c. ,  have  been  placed  there 
in  depot  for  want  of  vessels  in  which  to  proceed  to  their 
destination. 

Article  3. — The  measures  contained  in  the  preceding  Articles 
shall  take  effect  from  the  15th  of  next  February,  and  thence- 
forth in  all  the  Custom-houses  of  the  Republic. 

Article  4. — The  Minister  of  Finance  is  entrusted  with  the 
execution  of  this  decree.

KEY   TO   EXERCISE  A. 

On  the    12th    March,   1882,    Colonel   Mansfield,    Her   Majesty's 
Minister  in  Venezuela,  transmitted  to  Earl  Granville  a  translation 
of  a  passage  relating  to  the  imposition  of  a  differential  duty  of  30  Letter  No, 
per  cent,  ad  valorem  on  West  Indian  produce,  which  had  appeared  Knclosure 
in  the  "  Memoria,"  or  Annual  Keport  of  the  V^enezuelau  Secretary  ^  °'  ^' 
of  State  lately  presented  to  Congress.      The  report  set  forth  the 
reasons  why  the  Venezuelan  Government  could  not  agree  with  the 
view  of  the  British  Government  that  the  Law  imposing  the  additional 
duty  was  incompatible  with   Article  IV.  of  the  Treaty  of   1825, 
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which  provided  that  no  higher  duties  should  be  imposed  on  articles 
imported  from  Her  Majesty's  dominions  than  on  like  articles  pro- 
Letter  No.  3.  duced   in  any  other  country.      In  a  letter  to  Colonel  Mansfield 
Seuor  Duarte  Level  further  explained  the  position  of  the  Venezuelan 
Government,  and  formally  notified  that  the  Law  imposing  the  new 
duty  would  come  into  force  on  3rd  May,  1882,  adding,  however, 
that  the  duty  imposed  was  not  an  ad  valorem  duty  of  30  per  cent, 
(as  previously  stated),  but  an  additional  30  per  cent,   on  the  total 
Letter  No.  4.  amount.     Messrs.  UhthofF  &  Co.,  writing  to  Earl  Granville,  pointed 
out  that  the  new  Law  would  involve  a  great  loss  to  English  ship- 
owners, and  would  necessitate  the  sending  of  goods  by  way  of  the 
Continent.     On  the  1st  May  Senor  de  Rojas,  after  recapitulating 
Letter  No.  5.  ^jjg  history  of  the  existing  commercial  relations  between  the  two 
countries,  conveyed  to  Earl  Granville  the  desire  of  his  Government 
Letter  No.  6.  to  substitute  a  new  Treaty  for  that  concluded  in  1825;  but  Earl 
Granville,   while   expressing   readiness   to   negotiate,    declined   to 
enter   into  any  arrangement  for  terminating  the  present  Treaty 
until  the   draft   of  the  proposed  Treaty   had   been  submitted — a 
LetterNo.  8.  decision  which  Senor  de  Eojas  communicated  to  his  Government, 
and  upon  that  he  stated  that  he  awaited  further  instructions.     In 
Letter  No.  9.  the  meantime  Mr.  Wingfield  transmitted  for  the  information  of  Earl 
Granville  a  dispatch  from  the  Governor  of  Trinidad  with  enclosures 
relating  to  the  expected  imposition  of  the  additional  duty,  and 
inquired  whether  any  answer  had  been  received  to  the   protest 
which  Her  Majesty's   Minister  at  Caracas  had  been  instructed  to 
make.     In  a  subsequent  letter  he  also  forwarded  a  copy  of  further 
h^^^l^  dispatch  from  the  Governor  of  Trinidad,  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  letter 

from  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  Colony  representing  the 
ruinous  effects  of  the  new  Law  which  had  come  into  operation  on 
the  3rd  May.     On  21st  September,  Senor  de  Rojas  communicated

Senor  de  Rojas  to  Earl  Granville. 

(Received  March  21.) 

Paris,  March  17,  1883. 

My  Lord, — The  mail  from  Cardcas  has  brought  me  a  dis- 
patch from  my  Government  respecting  a  remonstrance  made  by 
Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  against  the  Venezuelan 
Law,  which  has  burdened  importation  to  the  Colonies  with  an 
additional  impost. 

Accompanying  the  same  dispatch,  I  have  also  received  a  copy 
of  the  letter  addressed  by  Her  Majesty's  Minister  to  my 
Government  upon  the  subject  on  the  12th  January  last,  and 
the  reply  thereto,  dated  the  9th  February.  Both  documents 
are,  I  apprehend,  in  your  lordship's  hands. 

My  Government,  desiring  to  avoid  all  cause  of  complaint  on 
the  part  of  Her  Majesty,  has  given  me  instructioias  to  prosecute 
the  negotiation  directly  with  your  lordship  to  its  termination, 
in  case  the  reasons  adduced  in  the  note  to  Colonel  Mansfield 
should  not  in  themselves  sufhce  to  make  your  lordship  desist 
from  your  former  purpose. 

The  interpretation  of  the  subsisting  Treaty  of  Commerce, 
both  in  the  spirit  and  in  the  letter  of  its  respective  clauses, 
admits  no  sort  of  doubt.  Venezuela  engaged  to  treat  with 
Great  Britain,  as  regards  commerce,  under  the  most-favoured- 
nation regime.  This  has  been  so,  and  will  be  so  as  long  as  the 
Treaty  remains.  The  produce  and  manufactured  articles  of 
Great  Britain  pay  in  Venezuela  only  the  same  duty  as  those  of 
other  countries.  There  is  no  nation  that  pays  less,  and,  were 
any  favoured  in  this  way,  Venezuela  would  be  obliged  to  con- 
cede the  same  advantage  to  Great  Britain,  as  being  entitled  to 
the  most-favoured-nation  treatment. 

The  same  principle  applies  to  trade  with  the  Colonies.  If 
those  of  France,  Denmark,  Spain,  and  Holland  which  trade 
vvith  Venezuela  paid  less  than  those  of  Great  Britain,  Venezuela 
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would  be  bound  to  accord  the  most-favoured-nation  treatment 
to  those  Colonies.  They  all,  however,  pay  the  same.  Con- 
sequently, the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the  Treaty  have  been 
perfectly  observed  by  mj^  Government. 

The  question  is  not,  then,  one  of  a  violation  of  Treaty,  but 
one  of  a  much  more  serious  kind,  however.  Her  Britannic 
Majesty's  Government  disputes  the  competency  of  Venezuela 
to  impose  an  additional  duty  upon  the  colonial  trade,  and  con- 
sequently declares  that  British  produce  and  manufactures  im- 
ported to  Venezuela  from  British  Colonies  may  be  subjected 
only  to  the  same  duty  as  that  levied  on  similar  articles  imported 
directly  from  Great  Britain. 

This  declaration,  your  lordship  will  allow  me  to  say,  does 
not  appear  supported  by  either  the  letter  or  the  spirit  of  the 
Treaty,  much  less  by  the  universal  practice  of  nations  owning 
colonies,  which  have  always  formed  the  object  of  special  treat- 
ment. Let  me  ask  your  lordsiiip  to  recollect  that  more  than 
forty  3'ears  ago  Venezuela  claimed  in  vain  from  Her  Majesty's 
Government  that  her  coffees  and  sugars  should  be  admitted  to 
Great  Britain  under  the  conditions  established  for  the  Colonies 
of  that  Empire  ;  that  this  was  not  accorded  ;  and  that  it  was 
consequently  impossible  to  compete  with  British  colonial  pro- 
duce, which  was  admitted  with  a  much  lighter  duty.  Let  me 
beg  your  lordship  to  recollect  that  Great  Britain  also  pro- 
mulgated a  law  reducing  the  duty  on  sugars  prepared  by  free 
labour,  thus  involving  a  heavier  burden  on  those  of  Venezuela, 
which  still  retained  the  institution  of  slavery.  Nothing  of  this 
was  foreseen  in  the  Treaty.  It  is  clear  that  Her  Majesty's 
Government  would  not  have  promulgated  such  measures  had  it 
considered  them  to  imply  a  violation  of  that  compact.  The 
desire  of  Venezuela  was  refused  by  the  Government  of  Her 
Majesty,  and  British  colonial  produce  was  admitted  to  Great 
Britain  on  more  favourable  terms  than  that  of  Venezuela. 
With  respect  to  the  second  step,  the  result  would  have  been 
less  palpable  if  Her  Majesty's  Government  had  extended  the 
philanthropic  principle  to  the  supply  of  the  coffee  cultivated 
by  free  labour,  since  Venezuela,  which  no  longer  tolerates 
slavery,  would  not  now  be  prejudiced  by  the  competition  of 
Brazil,  where  slaves  abound. 

At  all  events,  my  lord,  the  discussion  would  be  futile,  since 
Venezuela  is  disposed  to  compound  her  own  interests  with  those 
of  Great  Britain  in  a  frech  Treaty,  in  which  should  be  inserted 
the  clauses  upon  which  both  Governments  agree  so  as  to  perfect 
the  previous  covenant,  which,  as  your  lordship  is  aware,  is 
iucomplete. 
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One  of  these  clauses  might  provide  for  the  admission,  free 
from  all  differential  dutj-,  of  produce  imported  from  British 
Colonies  to  Venezuela,  in  exchange  for  another  clause  which 
my  Government  would  demand,  viz.,  the  fixation  of  a  date 
for  the  cessation  of  the  said  Treaty. 

We  may  go  yet  further  :  we  may  come  to  a  definitive  arrange- 
ment that  neither  of  the  two  contracting  parties  shall  be  free 
to  concede  at  any  time  to  a  third  nation  commercial  advan- 
tages which  are  not  to  be  accorded  to  the  other  without 
receiving  from  it  in  return  concessions  and  advantages  equi- 
valent to  those  received  by  the  most  favoured  nation. 

From  the  foregoing  your  lordship  will  perceive  that  nothing 
could  be  more  friendly  than  the  proposals  of  my  Government, 
which,  in  cultivation  of  the  amity  between  the  two  countries, 
is  disposed  to  do  all  that  is  possible  and  becoming,  should  your 
lordship  accept  this  declaration  and  recognize  it  as  the  basis  of 
a  preliminary  convention,  to  enable  us  to  proceed  to  the  con- 
clusion of  a  fresh  Treaty,  to  replace  the  incomjjlete  one  now 
subsisting  between  the  two  countries,  and  to  obviate  questions 
of  any  kind  which  might  arise  from  deficiency  in  its  stipulations. 

I  should  feel  much  honoured,  my  lord,  to  learn  your  lord- 
ship's favourable  reception  of  the  preceding  observations,  and 
meanwhile,

respecting  a  decree  which  has  been  issued  by  the  President  of 
Venezuela,  and  of  a  letter  from  the  Trinidad  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce protesting  against  that  decree. 

2.  I  am  to  request  you  to  point  out  to  Lord  Granville  that 
the  infringement  of  the  Treaty  of  1825,  as  regards  Her  Majesty's 
West  Indian  possessions,  is  not  removed  by  this  decree,  which 
emphasises  the  differential  character  of  the  duties,  and  nullities

entirely  the  defence  of  the  action  of  the  Venezuelan  Govern- 
ment advanced  by  Seuor  Seijas  that  such  duties  would  fall 
et]|ually  upon  the  goods  of  all  nations,  including  Venezuela, 
which  are  carried  by  way  of  West  Indian  ports. 

3.   Lord  Derby  hopes  that  the  demand  of   Her  Majesty's 
Government  for  the  repeal  of  the  Law  imposing  these  duties 
will  be  strongly  pressed  upon  the  Government  of  Venezuela.

My  Lord,^ — AVith  reference  to  my  dispatches  of  the  22nd 
October,  1881,  and  16th  May,  1882,  I  have  the  honour  to 
transmit,  for  your  lordship's  information,  the  copy  of  a  decree* 
which  has  been  issued  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  of 
Venezuela,  revoking  such  part  of  the  decree  of  the  4th  June, 
1881,  imposing  a  differential  import  duty  of  30  per  cent,  ad 
valorem  upon  goods  imported  from  this  among  other  foreign 
colonies  as  refers  to  goods  in  transit. 

2.  This  decree,  however,  fails  to  benefit  the  direct  trade 
between  Trinidad  and  Venezuela,  upon  which  the  differential 
duty  in  question  is  still  levied,  and  I  having  furnished  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  with  a  copy  of  Colonel  Mansfield's  letter, 
that  body  has  addressed  to  the  Colonial  Secretary  a  letter,  copy 
of  which  I  enclose,  requesting  me  to  bring  the  action  of  the 
Venezuelan  Government  again  before  your  lordship,  with  a 
view  to  the  re-establishment  of  the  trade  of  this  Colony  with 
Venezuela  upon  its  former  basis.

I  am  directed  to  state,  for  the  information  of  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  does  not  consider 
that  the  concession  contained  in  the  decree  tends  in  any  way  to 
better  the  present  position  of  the  trade  with  Venezuela  from 
this  Colony. 

The  impost  of  30  per  cent,  on  all  goods  exported  hence  to 
Venezuela,  and  which  are  sold  by  the  trade  here  to  the  trade 
there,  still  remains  in  force  to  the  detriment  of  the  Trinidad 
merchant,  and  a  loss  to  the  revenue  of  this  island  ;  while  the 
relief  of  this  burthen  to  goods  in  transit  is  only  a  matter  of  very 
insignificant  proportions.  It  means  simply  "making  a  con- 
venience of  our  bonding  accommodation." 

The  Chamber  would  again  request  his  Excellency  the  Governor 
to  urge  upon  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  the  necessity 
of  a  further  consideration  of  this  matter,  which  is  of  vital 
importance  to  the  trade  of  this  Colony,  with  a  view  to  the 
total  repeal  of  this  30  per  cent,  decree,  a  decree  which  this 
Chamber  still  considers  to  be  arbitrary,  unconstitutional,  and  a 
violation  of  the  Treaty  between  Venezuela  and  Great  Britain.

I  am  directed  by  the  Earl  of  Derby  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  5tli  instant,  enclosing  copies  of  two 
dispatches  addressed  by  Her  Majesty's  Minister  at  Caracas  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  AfRiirs  upon  the  subject  of 
the  difierential  duties  imposed  upon  imports  from  British  and 
Foreign  West  Indian  Colonies  into  the  Republic  of  Venezuela. 

In  reply,  I  am  to  request  that  you  will  inform  Earl  Granville 
that  Lord  Derby  is  of  opinion  that,  in  the  interests  of  the 
British  Colonies,  it  is  desirable  that  the  ofier  made  by  the 
Venezuelan  Government  to  add  to  the  Treaty  an  Article 
expressly  protecting    imports    allowable    in   Venezuela    from 
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British  Colonies  from  the  payment  of  differential  duties  should 
be  accepted. 

As  to  the  proposal  to  fix  a  date  for  the  cessation  of  the 
Treaty,  Lord  Derby  is  inclined  to  think  that,  though  it  would 
be  more  for  the  interests  of  the  Colonies  that  the  Treaty  should 
retain  its  permanent  character,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  take 
up  the  position  adopted  by  Her  Majesty's  Government  in  1843, 
and  that  an  Article  should  be  added  to  the  Treaty  empowering 
either  party  to  determine  it  by  notice  after  a  period  to  be 
defined  in  the  Article.

Eaul  Granville  to  Colonel  Mansfield. 

(Extract.) 

Foreign  Office,  September  7,  1883. 

I  have  to  instruct  you  to  invite  the  serious  attention  of  the 
Venezuelan  Government  to  the  questions  now  pending  between 
Great  Britain  and  Venezuela,  and  to  state  that  it  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  desirable  that  an  early 
settlement  of  them  should  be  arrived  at. 

I  had  been  for  some  time  awaiting  the  arrival  in  London  of 
Seiior  Rojas,  in  order  to  enter  with  him  upon  a  discussion  of 
the  points  at  issue,  but  his  recall  has  prevented  my  doing  so  ; 
and  I  am  desirous  of  knowing  how  soon  his  successor  may  be 
expected,  and  whether  he  will  be  furnished  with  such  instruc- 
tions as  will  enable  him  to  take  these  matters  in  hand  as  soon 
as  he  arrives  in  Europe. 

With  reference  to  the  question  of  the  differential  duties,  Her 
Majesty's  Government  will  be  prepared  to  discuss  in  the  most 
friendly  spirit,  but  without  pledging  themselves  beforehand  to 
accept  them,  the  proposals  of  the  Venezuelan  Government  for 
the  addition  of  Supplementary  Articles  to  the  Treaty  now 
existing  between  the  two  countries.

Lord  E.  Fitzmaukice  to  Sir  R.  Herbert. 

Foreign  Office,  February  29,  1884. 

Sir, — I  am  directed  by  Earl  Granville  to  request  that  you 
will  lay  before  the  Earl  of  Derby  the  following  proposals  for 
the  settlement  of  the  controversy  which  has  been  pending  for 
several  years  between  the  British  and  Venezuelan  Governments 
respecting  the  imposition  by  the  latter  of  differential  duties  on 
"the  goods,  produce,  and  manufactures  of  Her  Majesty's 
dominions "  which  are  imported  into  Venezuela  from  the 
British  West  Indian  Islands.  This  controversy  has  already 
formed  the  subject  of  a  correspondence  between  the  two 
Departments,  but  it  may  be  convenient  to  recapitulate  the  main 
facts  of  the  case. 

The  increased  duty  of  30  per  cent,  on  goods  imported  from 
the  West  Indian  Islands  Avas  imposed  by  the  Venezuelan 
Government  admittedly  as  a  measure  of  retaliation  for  an 
alleged  grievance  against  the  authorities  of  Trinidad,  whom 
they  unjustly  accused  of  neglecting  the  obligations  of  neutrality 
in  regard  to  the  proceedings  of  certain  fugitive  rebels  and 
refugees  in  that  island  against  the  Government  of  Venezuela. 

This  charge  has  been  repeatedly  investigated  and  disproved. 
In  the  meanwhile,  Pier  Majesty's  Government  have  protested 
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against  the  imposition  of  the  differential  duties  which  continued 
to  inflict  great  injury  on  British  trade,  and  they  hold  the 
Government  of  Venezuela  responsible  for  the  result. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Venezuelan  Government  disclaim 
such  responsibility,  and  maintain  that,  as  a  general  proposition, 
a  country  which  has  granted  most-favoured-nation  treatment  to 
another  in  regard  to  important  duties  is  not  jjrecluded  from 
imposing  differential  duties  on  goods  shipped  from  particular 
localities,  provided  all  countries  are  bound  to  pay  the  same 
differential  duty  on  goods  so  shipped. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  such  a  contention  is  inadmissible, 
for  it  would  justify,  for  example,  the  imposition  of  differential 
duties  in  favour  of  France,  on  the  ground  that  all  goods 
imported  from  France,  or  from  England  respectively,  would 
be  treated  alike. 

It  has  been  further  pointed  out  that  such  a  contenticm  is 
inapplicable  to  the  present  case,  as  it  can  only  be  governed  by 
the  express  words  of  Article  IV.  of  the  Treaty  of  1825.  That 
Article  provides  that  "no  higher  or  other  duties  shall  be 
imposed  on  the  importation  into  the  territories  of  Columbia 
(now  Venezuela)  of  articles  the  growth,  produce,  or  manu- 
facture of  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  dominions  than  are  or  sliall 
be  payable  on  the  like  articles  being  the  growth,  produce,  or 
manufacture  of  any  other  foreign  country." 

Consequently  Her  Majesty's  Government  contend  that  such 
goods  imported  from  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  dominions  in  the 
West  Indies  are  entitled  to  be  admitted  on  the  same  terms  as 
similar  goods  imported  from  any  other  country  or  place.  To 
this  it  is  replied  by  the  Venezuelan  Government,  that  the 
words  "  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  dominions  "  in  Article  IV. 
must  be  taken  to  mean  Her  Majesty's  dominions  in  Europe, 
and  not  to  include  Her  Majesty's  possessions  abroad.  There  is 
no  precedent,  however,  in  support  of  such  a  construction, 
which  would  be  opposed  to  the  plain  meaning  of  the  words  of 
the  Article,  and  the  distincti(ni  between  "  the  United  Kingdom  " 
and  "  Her  Majesty's  dominions  "  in  British  treaties  is  too  well 
established  to  allow  of  any  doubt. 

Such  is  the  state  of  the  controversy  between  the  two  Govern- 
ments. 

The  Venezuelan  Government  now  offer  to  grant  to  Great 
Britain  most-favoured-nation  treatment  without  distinction 
between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  British  Colonies,  pro- 
vided Her  Majesty's  Government  agree  to  a  condition  whereby 
the  existing  Treaty  shall  be  rendered  terminable  by  notice  at 
the  expiration  of  a  fixed  term  of  yeai's. 
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It  appears  from  your  letter  of  the  22nd  May  last,  that  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  is  not  disinclined  to  give 
his  consent  to  a  Supplementary  Article  limiting  the  duration 
of  the  Treaty. 

Lord  Granville  is  therefore  disposed  to  think  that  Her 
Majesty's  Minister  might  be  authorised  to  propose,  without 
prejudice  to  the  claims  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  an  Article 
limiting  the  duration  of  the  Treaty  to  ten  years,  provided  the 
Venezuelan  Government  consent  to  a  further  Article  whereby 
the  two  countries  shall  extend  to  each  other  absolute  most- 
favoured-nation treatment  in  all  matters  without  condition  or 
reservation  whatsoever,  and  without  distinction  between  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  British  Colonies,  and  also  that  such 
Article  shall  remain  in  force  after  the  determination  of  the 
existing  Treaty,  until  a  new  one  shall  be  concluded. 

In  view  of  the  great  length  of  time  during  which  this  ques- 
tion has  remained  unsettled,  his  lordship  is  of  opinion  that,  if 
the  above  terms  should  not  be  accepted,  Her  Majesty's  Minister 
should  be  instructed  to  insist  on  the  interpretation  which  Her 
Majesty's  Government  place  on  the  existing  Treaty,  and  to 
renew  their  demand  for  indemnity. 

Lord  Granville  would  be  glad  to  be  informed  whether  the 
Earl  of  Derby  concurs  in  the  course  above  suggested.

Caracas,  May  31,  1884. 

M.  LE  MiNiSTRE, — I  have  had  the  honour  to  receive  and 
submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  Government  the  note  which 
your  Excellency  addressed  to  me  on  the  28th  concerning  the 
manner  of  settling  the  pending  question,  which  has  arisen  out 
of  the  decree  which  placed  an  additional  duty  upon  merchan- 
dise coming  fi-om  the  West  Indies,  your  Excellency  accompany- 
ing the  same  with  the  draft  of  an  agreement,  which  you  regard 
as  acceptable  by  the  Republic,  considering  that  it  embodies  the 
views  which  the  Republic  has  expressed  upon  the  question. 

By  the  proposed  settlement,  it  is  agreed  to  fix  the  term  of 
ten  years  to  the  Treaty  concluded  between  Colombia  and  His 
Britannic  Majesty  in  182.5.  and  which  Venezuela  adopted  and 
confirmed  in  1834,  with  the  condition  that  there  be  added 
another  Article,  by  which  shall  be  conceded  to  Great  Britain 
inclusively  with  her  Colonies  and  possessions  in  foreign 
countries,  and  without  condition  or  exception  of  any  descrip- 
tion, most-favoured-nation  treatment  as  regards  the  persons, 
goods,  productions,  and  manufactures  of  the  citizens  and  sub- 
jects of  one  and  the  other  party.  It  is  stated,  moreover,  that 
these  conditions  shall  remain  in  force  even  after  the  denouncing 
of  the  Treaty  at  the  end  of  ten  years  until  a  new  Treaty  shall 
enter  into  operation.  In  conclusion,  that  the  proposed  Agree- 
ment must  take  effect  from  the  day  of  signature. 

The  President  of  the  Republic  sees  with  satisfaction  that  the 
Government  of  Her  Majesty  is  following  in  the  course  of  that 
good  understanding  and  cordiality  which  is  preparing  a  happy 
solution  for  these  and  the  other  points  of  difference  between 
the  two  countries, 

Before  this  date  your  Excellency  was  already  informed  that 
the  illustrious  American  General  Guzman  Blanco,  who,  as 
President,  initiated  and  treated  these  subjects,  is  starting  for 
London  in  the  course  of  the  next  few  days,  to  represent  Vene- 
zuela as  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary. 

One  of  the  duties  coniided  to  him  has  relation  to  the  subject 
now  under  consideration,  and  for  that  reason  it  will  but  appear 
natural  and  logical  to  your  Excellency  that  the  President 
should  carry  on  the  negotiations  in  that  capital,  inasmuch  as 
before  the  nomination  the  same  had  already  been  imparted  to 
your  Excellency. 
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I  should  add  to  your  Excellency  that  the  illustrious  American 
will  lose  no  time  in  communicating  the  answer  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  reiterating  the  expression  of  their  gratification  at 
the  turn  which  the  subject  is  taking.

Memorandum  Communicated  by  General  Guzman  Blanco. 

January  22,  1885. 

"The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  Venezuela,  and 
the  Government  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  atid  Ireland,  being  desirous  of 
putting  an  end  to  the  dilierences  which  have  arisen  respecting 
the  meaning  of  certain  stipulations  in  the  Treaty  between  the 
Republic  of  Colombia  and  Great  Britain  of  the  18th  April, 
1825,  which  Treaty  was  adopted  and  confirmed  by  the  Treaty 
between  Venezuela  and  Great  Britain,  signed  the  27th  October, 
1834,  have  appointed  as  their  respective  Plenipotentiaries, 
to  wit  : 

"  The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  Venezuela, 

"  And  the  Government  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 

"Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other  their  full 
powers,  and  found  them  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed 
upon  the  following  Articles  :■ — " 

This  preamble  does  not  difler  from  the  one  proposed  lately 
by  Her  Majesty's  Government. 

"  Article  I. — As  in  the  old  Treaty. 

"Article  II. -Ditto. 

"Article  III.— Ditto. 

"Article  I  v.— Ditto." 

To  include  the  Colonies  and  possessions  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty,  as  desired  by  her  Government,  in  the  advantages 
granted  to  the  metropolis  concerning  navigation  and  commerce, 
it  is  proposed  to  add  between  the  IVth  and  Vth  Articles  a  new 
Article  of  the  following  purport : — 

"The  stipulations  in  the  preceding  Articles  shall  be  extended 
to  all  of  Her  Majesty's  Colonies  and  foreign  possessions. 

"  Article  V. — As  in  the  old  Treaty. 

"Article  VI.— Ditto. 

"  Article  VII. — Shall  be  considered  as  Venezuelan  in  Great 
E  * 
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Britain,  and  as  British  in  the  United  States  of  Venezuela,  to 
all  intents  and  purposes,  those  vessels  provided  with  the  sea 
papers  and  documents  required  by  the  laws  of  each  of  the  two 
contracting  parties  to  justify  the  character  of  the  merchant 
vessels." 

It  is  proposed  to  replace  the  Vllth  Article  of  the  old  Treaty 
by  the  above,  on  the  ground  that  the  provisions  of  the  former 
do  not  seem  to  be  applicable  to  a  Republic  like  Venezuela,  so 
different  .';rom  the  Great  Colombia  of  1825,  and  that,  instead  of 
checking  the  development  of  her  navy,  ought,  on  the  contrary, 
to  look  for  the  means  of  increasing  it.  If,  in  order  to  regard 
as  Venezuelan  a  vessel,  she  must  be  constructed  in  Venezuela, 
as  the  naval  industry  is  there  in  its  infancy,  the  number  of  her 
ships  would  be  exceedingly  limited,  and  her  flag  would  scarcely 
ever  wave  on  foreign  waters.  On  the  other  hand,  should 
vessels  bought  by  the  Government,  or  those  seized  upon  her 
enemies,  or  those  forfeited  in  conformity  with  her  laws,  be  not 
deemed  Venezuelan,  the  Republic  would  want  the  necessary 
means  of  self-defence,  or  the  power  to  punish  the  infringement 
of  her  laws. 

"  Article  VIII.— As  in  the  old  Treaty. 

"Article  IX.— Ditto. 

"  Article  X. —Ditto. 

"Article  XI.— Ditto. 

"  Article  XII. — This  Article  is  not  required  now,  for  after 
1825  the  legislation  has  experienced  such  changes  that  a  com- 
plete liberty  of  worship  exists  in  Venezuela  ;  and,  moreover, 
the  interference  with  the  exercise  of  such  a  liberty  is  viewed 
and  punished  as  a  misdemeanour.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
cemeteries  now  in  the  Republic  are  burial-grounds  for  natives 
and  foreigners,  with  no  difference  of  religion. 

"Article  XIII. — This  Article  is  not  necessary  to-day,  the 
promise  therein  contained  having  been  fulfilled  on  the  15th 
March,  1839,  by  the  conclusion  of  a  Treaty  between  Venezuela 
and  Her  Britannic  Majesty  for  the  abolition  of  the  slave  trade." 

The  XlVth  Article  has  no  raison  d'etre  at  this  time,  when  the 
omission  of  1825  is  going  to  be  filled. 

The  XVth  Article  might  be  drawn  in  this  shape  : — 

"  The  present  Treaty  of  Amity,  Commerce,  and  Navigation 
shall  be  ratified  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the 
Republic  of  the  United  States  of  Venezuela,  and  by  Her 
Majesty  the  Queen  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  and  the  ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  in  London 
within  the  term  of  six  months  from  this  day,  or  sooner  if 
possible." 
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It  is  thought  advisable  to  add  an  Article  fixing  the  duration 
of  the  Treaty  : — 

"The  present  Treaty,  which  from  the  date  of  the  exchange 
of  its  ratifications  shall  be  substituted  for  the  one  concluded 
by  Colombia  and  Great  Britain  on  the  18th  April,  1825,  and 
renewed  with  Venezuela  on  the  29th  October,  1834,  shall 
expire  five  years  after  the  exchange  of  its  ratification  ;  but  if, 
one  year  before  the  expiration  of  such  a  term,  neither  of  the 
parties  shall  give  to  the  other  notice  of  its  intention  of 
terminating  it,  it  shall  continue  in  force  for  one  year  more,  and 
so  on  from  year  to  year  till  such  notice  is  given. "

Earl  Granville  to  General  Guzman  Blanco. 

Foreign  Office,  January  28,  1885. 

M.  LE  MiNLSTRE, — I  have  the  honour  to  state  that  I  have 
carefully  examined  the  draft  Treaty  between  Great  Britain 
and  Venezuela,  which  you  were  so  good  as  to  communicate  on 
the  22nd  instant  to  Lord  Edmond  Fitzmaurice. 

Tlie  draft  in  question  is  chiefly  a  re-enactment  of  the  Treaty 
of  1825,  but  with  the  addition  of  some  Articles  dealing  with 
the  inclusion  of  Her  Majesty's  Colonies,  and  with  the  duration 
of  the  Treaty  itself  and  of  others  dealing  with  modifications  of 
certain  provisions  of  the  Treaty  which  the  Venezuelan  Govern- 
ment consider  to  require  amendment. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  that  the 
Treaty  of  1825  is,  in  many  respects,  not  in  accordance  witli 
modern  requirements,  and  that  it  might  with  advantage  be 
re-cast  in  many  particulars.  Her  Majesty's  Government  are 
therefore  of  opinion  that  it  is  not  advisable  or  opportune  to 
reproduce  these  old  Articles  textually  in  a  new  Treaty. 

I  wish,  however,  to  remind  you  that  the  two  questions 
which  have  formed  the  subject-matter  of  the  present  negotia- 
tion are  the  duration  of  the  Treaty  and  the  meaning  of  the 
Colonial  Article.  In  regard  to  the  former,  the  term  of  five 
years,  suggested  as  the  minimum  duration  of  the  Treaty  in  the 
final  Article  of  the  draft,  appears  to  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment as  unusually  short,  and  they  trust  that  in  any  new  Treaty 
the  Venezuelan  Government  will  agree  to  a  period  of  ten  years 
at  least. 

The  proposed  addition  to  the  IV th  Article,  dealing  with  the 
British  Colonies,  does  not  appear  to  Her  Majesty's  Government 
to  meet  the  circumstances  of  the  present  case  with  sufficient 
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explicitness.  The  prime  object  of  Her  Majesty's  Government, 
in  consenting  to  modify  the  existing  Treaty,  has  been  to  secure 
the  removal  of  the  differential  duties  levied  on  goods  imported 
into  Venezuela  from  the  West  Indies.  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment have  always  held,  and  still  hold,  that  the  imposition  of 
these  duties  constitutes  an  infraction  of  the  Treaty  of  1825  ; 
but  the  Government  of  Venezuela  has  sought  to  justify  its 
action  by  placing  on  the  Articles  of  the  existing  Treaty 
interpretations  in  which  Her  Majesty's  Government  have  not 
been  able  to  concur.  In  the  first  place,  the  Government  of 
Venezuela  has  held  that  the  Treaty  does  not  apply  to  the 
Colonies.  In  regard  to  this  contention,  the  proposed  addition 
to  Article  IV.  would  no  doubt  remove  all  uncertainty  upon  the 
subject. ,  But  in  the  second  place,  the  Venezuelan  Government 
has  maintained  that  even  though  the  Treaty  did  apply  to  the 
Colonies,  the  differential  duties  are  no  infraction  of  the  treat- 
ment stipulated  for  in  Article  IV.  Thus,  in  his  note  of  the 
7th  January,  1882,  his  Excellency  the  Minister  for  Foreign 
Affairs  made  the  following  statement  to  Her  Majesty's  Minister 
at  Caracas  :  "The  new  Law,  it  is  ti'ue,  imposes  a  differential 
duty  upon  merchandise  coming  from  the  Antilles,  but  this  duty 
is  imposed  on  the  merchandise  of  all  nations,  including 
Venezuela  ;  so  that  even  Venezuelan  produce  imported  from 
those  islands  is  subject  to  the  additional  duty.  Thus,  the 
unequal  treatment  alleged  in  your  observations  does  not  exist.'' 

Again,  in  his  note  of  the  15th  March  of  the  same  year,  his 
Excellency  said  :  "Great  Britain  has  a  right  that  no  other  or 
higher  duties  be  imposed  on  the  importation  of  articles,  the 
growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  either  the  metropolis  or 
the  British  dominions,  than  may  be  imposed  on  the  like  pro- 
ducts of  the  metropolis  or  the  dominions  of  any  other  foreign 
country, 

"Our  Law,  whilst  charging  an  additional  tax  on  goods 
coming  from  the  West  Indies,  makes  no  difference  as  I'egards 
the  place  from  which  they  originally  proceed,  so  that  British 
goods  coming  from  the  West  Indies  are  subject  to  the  same 
additional  duty  as  those  of  other  nations  also  coming  from  the 
West  Indies  ;  no  difference  is  made  in  favour  of  any  particular 
country.  Thus,  the  right  to  perfect  equality  of  treatment, 
which  we  are  bound  under  our  Treaty  to  extend  to  Great 
Britain,  is  maintained  intact." 

Her  Majesty's  Government  entirely  dissent  from  this  inter- 
pretation of  the  most-favoured-nation  Article. 

Such  an  interpretation  would  indeed  nullify  that  Article,  for 
it  would  justify  the  imposition  of  differential  duties  in  favour 
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of  France,  for  example,  by  a  Law  declaring  that  lower  duties 
should  be  paid  on  goods  imported  into  Venezuela  from  France 
than  on  similar  goods  imported  from  England.  In  that  case,  it 
might  equally  be  said  that  all  goods  coming  from  France,  or 
from  England  respectively,  were  treated  alike,  because  French 
goods  sent  through  England  to  Venezuela  would  pay  as  high 
a  duty  as  English  goods,  while  English  goods  sent  through 
France  to  Venezuela  could  get  the  benefit  of  the  lower  duties. 

It  does  not  appear  to  Her  Majesty's  Government  that  the 
additions  to  Article  IV.  which  you  did  me  the  honour  to  pro- 
pose in  the  draft  Treaty  would  exclude  the  above-mentioned 
interpretation. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  are  aware,  however,  from  the 
assurances  conveyed  to  Her  Majesty's  Minister  at  Caracas, 
with  which  you  have  no  doubt  been  made  acquainted,  that  an 
agreement  on  the  Colonial  Article  has  been  already  practically 
arrived  at  between  the  two  Governments  ;  and  I  have  the 
honour  to  enclose  a  copy  of  the  proposals  sent  by  him  on  the 
28th  May  last  to  Senor  Vincente  Amengual,  and  accepted  by 
the  latter  as  the  basis  of  settlement.*  These  proposals  embody, 
on  the  one  hand,  the  wish  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  to 
safeguard  the  interests  of  Her  Majesty's  Colonies,  and,  on  the 
other,  they  carry  out  the  wish  of  the  Venezuelan  Government 
to  provide  a  means  of  terminating  the  present  Treaty. 

To  this  draft  Convention  I  have  added  the  usual  clause 
inserted  in  all  the  Treaties  recently  concluded  by  Her  Majesty's 
Government  allowing  for  the  accession  of  the  self-governing 
Colonies. 

Lord  Edmond  Fitzmaurice  reported  to  me  your  assurance, 
which  I  received  with  much  gratification,  that  the  Venezuelan 
Government  were  anxious  that  this  long-pending  question 
should  be  settled  as  soon  as  possible.  This  wish  Her  Majesty's 
Government  entirely  reciprocate,  and  I  may  remind  you  that 
they  have  for  a  long  period  been  pressing  for  a  settlement  of  it. 
Under  these  circumstances,  they  trust  you  will  be  able  at  once 
to  accept  the  above-mentioned  draft  Convention,  and  thus  ter- 
minate the  present  controversy. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  observe  that  the  proposal  communicated 
by  you  to  Lord  Edmond  Fitzmaurice  points  to  a  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  Venezuelan  Government  to  conclude  a  full  and 
revised  Treaty  with  Great  Britain.  With  this  wish  the  pre- 
vious and  immediate  conclusion  of  the  proposed  agreement  will 
in  nowise  interfere  ;  and  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that

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Her  Majesty's  Government  will  be  glad  at  the  proper  time  to 
negotiate  such  a  Treaty  on  the  lines  of  that  which  has  lately 
been  concluded  with  the  Republic  of  Paraguay.  Of  this  Treaty 
I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  a  copy,  and  to  inform  you  that 
Her  Majesty's  Government  will  be  very  willing  to  consider  in  a 
friendly  spirit  any  fresh  points  which  the  Government  of 
Venezuela  may  desire  to  suggest  for  consideration. 

In  order  to  avoid  any  possibility  of  misunderstanding  as  to 
the  interpretation  of  the  most-favoured-nation  Article,  Her 
Majesty's  Government  have  to  insert  in  the  most-favoured- 
nation Article  of  the  above  Treaty  the  words  "  whencesoever 
arriving,"  although  in  nowise  of  opinion  that  the  Article  with- 
out these  or  similar  words,  will  bear  the  meaning  which  was 
sought  to  be  put  upon  it  by  the  Government  of  Venezuela.

Cardcas,  July  14,  1883. 
My  Lord, — I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  your  lordship 
that  the  Governor  of  Trinidad  has  informed  me  of  the  seizures, 
at  Maturin,  by  the  Venezuelan  authorities,  at  diflt'erent  dates 
in  the  month  of  May,  of  three  British  coasting  traders,  the 
Henrietta,  the  Josephine,  and  the  Spring  Bird,  while  it  would 
appear  that,  in  some  cases,  the  crews  also  have  suffered  deten- 
tion and  been  otherwise  maltreated. 

I  have  lost  no  time  in  submitting  the  above  to  the  Venezuelan 
Government,  and  in  requesting  that  immediate  investigation 
may  be  instituted,  and  with  the  view  to  expedite  the  inquiry, 
I  have  furnished  this  Government  with  copies  of  all  the  papers 
transmitted  to  me  last  month  by  Sir  Sanford  Freeling,  as  well 
as  with  further  particulars  concerning  the  case  of  the  Josephine, 
which  I  received  two  days  since  from  the  same  source. 

The  vessels,  of  course,  are  accused  of  smuggling,  but  until  I 
am  in  possession  of  the  replies  of  Sefior  Seijas,  it  is  impossible 
to  form  an  opinion  whether  the  seizures  were  justiiied.

My  Lord, — In  reply  to  your  lordship's  dispatch  of  the  12th 
December,  1883,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  the  lighter 
Josephine  was  seized  at  Gliiria  on  the  11th  IMay,  by  order  of 
Senor  Silva  Gandol])hi,  on  the  accusation  of  smuggling,  and 
the  crew  and  Mr.  Montant,  the  owner  of  the  cargo,  were  placed 
in  prison,  together  with  five  woodcutters  who  were  also  on 
board. 

The  crew  and  Mr.  Montant  remained  in  prison  some  six 
weeks,  but  I  gather  that  the  woodcutters  were  released  at  an 
earlier  date.  In  all,  thirteen  British  subjects  underwent 
imprisonment. 

In  August  the  High  Federal  Court  of  VenezAiela  decided 
that  no  case  had  been  made  out  against  the  Josephine,  reversing 
the  sentence  of  the  local  tribunal ;  but  before  the  sentence  in 
question  arrived  at  Maturin,  the  Josephine  sank  at  her  moorings 
in  deep  water,  with  cargo  on  board,  through,  as  the  owner  of 
the  cargo  alleges,  the  neglect  of  the  Venezuelan  authorities  in 
charge,  who,  he  states  to  have  been  warned  by  himself  that 
such  would  be  the  case  were  she  not  baled  out. 

The  decision  of  the  Court  of  Cassation  has  not  yet  been 
notified  to  this  Legation,  but  the  decision  of  the  High  Federal 
Court  will,  of  course,  be  con6rmed  ;  at  least,  such  may  be 
assumed  to  be  the  case,  as  the  authorities  at  Maturin  offered  to 
surrender  the  sunken  vessel  upon  the  decision  of  the  High 
Federal  Court  first  arriving  at  that  place. 

The  Henrietta  (schooner)  was  seized  by  order  of  Senor  Silva 
Gandolphi  on  the  12th  May,  but  allowed  to  return  to  Trinidad 
on  the  8th  June,  upon  the  owner  depositing  the  sum  of  3000 
dollars  as  guarantee  that  he  would  clear  himself  of  the  accusa- 
tion of  smuggling.  On  the  next  voyage  to  Maturin  the  schooner 
was  again  seized,  and  the  captain,  Jos^  Cueba,  with  his  crew, 
three  in  number  irrespective  of  Cueba,  were  put  in  prison. 
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No  charge  was  proved  against  the  vessel,  and  Cueba  and  his 
men  were  set  free,  and  returned  to  Triiiidad  in  November. 
The  schooner,  however,  has  been  detained  at  Maturin,  and  I 
have  demanded  her  release  in  a  note,  cojjy  enclosed. 

The  Spring  Bird  lighter  was  seized  at  Giiira  on  the  12th 
May,  and  the  captain  and  crew  imprisoned  and  placed  in  irons. 
No  further  report  upon  the  case  of  the  Spring  Bird  has  reached 
this  Legation,  and  I  presume  that  the  case  has  been  dismissed. 

I  have  not  yet  received  the  explanation  of  the  Venezuelan 
Government  in  these  cases,  or  an  answer  to  my  demand  for  the 
release  of  the  Henrietta  ;  of  all  my  other  communications 
SeiJior  Seijas  has  acknowledged  the  receipt,  his  Excellency 
especially  noting  the  points  to  which  I  directed  his  attention, 
while  the  general  explanation  has  been  promised. 

I  beg  herewith  to  transmit  copies  of  my  various  notes  to  the 
Venezuelan  Government,  as  it  will  be  satisfactory  to  your 
lordship  to  be  informed  that  no  endeavour  has  been  spared  to 
protect  the  British  interests  concerned  ;  and  I  may  add  that  I 
sent  in  my  demand  for  the  release  of  the  Henrietta  on  the  same 
day  as  I  received  the  notification  from  Trinidad  that  no  charge 
was  pending  against  the  schooner. 

Early  in  the  autunm  tlie  chief  customs  officer  at  La  Guayra 
was  dispatched  to  Maturin  to  investigate  the  cases  of  these 
vessels,  with  the  result  that  Senor  Silva  Gandolphi  was  re- 
moved from  his  post  as  chief  officer  of  customs  in  the  latter 
place,  which  at  any  rate  would  seem  to  indicate  that  his  pro- 
ceedings have  not  met  with  the  approval  of  his  Government. 

I  gather  that,  in  the  first  instance,  Seiior  Silva  Gandolphi 
was  animated  by  personal  hostility  towards  Mr.  Tripp,  of 
Trinidad,  whom  he  supposed  to  be  the  owner  of  the  vessels, 
and  against  whom,  when  in  that  island,  he  (Senor  Silva  Gan- 
dolphi) had  lost  a  law-suit.  Mr.  Tripp  would  appear  to,  at  one 
time,  have  been  the  owner  of  the  vessels,  but  at  the  date  of 
their  seizure  they  had  passed  into  other  hands  ;  and  it  is  to  be 
noted  that,  since  the  end  of  June,  no  complaints  have  been 
received  from  other  British  subjects  trading  between  Trinidad 
and  Maturin  ;  whatever,  however,  be  the  cause,  the  Venezuelan 
Government  is  of  course  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  acts  of 
their  agents. 

According  to  the  law  of  Venezuela,  the  claims  of  foreigners 
against  the  Government  must  go  through  the  High  Federal 
Court,  and  I  surmise  that  no  difficulty  would  arise  in  that 
quarter.  In  the  case  of  the  Josephin,e,  that  Court  has  already 
decided  in  favour  of  the  vessel  as  regards  the  accusation  of 
smuggling,  while  in  the  case  of  the  Henrietta  the  owner  is  in 
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possession  of  the  declaration  of  the  authorities  at  Maturin  that 
no  criminal  charge  is  pending  against  her. 

I  am  informed  that  the  Venezuelan  law  is  somewhat  arbitrary 
concerning  the  seizure  of  vessels  and  detention  of  individuals 
accused  of  smuggling,  and  I  believe  that  the  latter,  even  when 
not  found  guilty,  are  not  permitted  to  claim  damages  or  com- 
pensation for  imprisonment.  Your  lordship  is  doubtless  aware 
that  under  the  Code  Napoleon  a  somewhat  similar  arrangement 
prevails  under  the  term  "prevention,"  which  permits  a  person 
to  be  almost  indefinitely  detained  in  prison  without  the  right 
to  compensation  if  the  accusation  be  not  made  good. 

The  answer  of  the  Venezuelan  Government  will  doubtless 
furnish  copious  information  concerning  their  law  in  its  relation 
to  the  cases  in  question.  Until,  however,  we  are  in  possession 
of  that  answer,  it  is  impossible  to  form  an  opinion  upon  the 
seizure  of  the  vessels  and  detention  of  the  crews,  and  I  am 
pressing  Senor  Seijas  to  give  me  his  answer  without  further 
delay. 

I  should  also  not  omit  to  mention  that,  with  the  view  to 
expedite  matters,  early  last  month  I  wrote  a  private  letter  to 
the  President,  enclosing  a  memorandum  upon  the  incidents  at 
Maturin.  The  President  having  been  out  of  town  for  several 
months  afforded  me  the  opportunity  for  assuming  that  his 
Excellency  had  not  been  entirely  kept  acquainted  with  the 
current  business  of  the  Department  of  Foreign  Affairs. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  add  that  for  several  months  I  have  been 
desirous  of  forwarding  to  your  lordship  a  report  upon  the 
seizure  of  these  vessels,  but  have  postponed  doing  so  from  mail 
to  mail  with  the  expectation  of  being  also  able  to  transmit  the 
final  explanation  of  the  Venezuelan  Government.

Caracas,  January  15,  1884. 
With   reference   to   my   dispatch   dated   the  7th  instant,    I 
have  the   honour  to  transmit  translations  of  the  answers  of 
the  Venezuelan  Government  concerning  the  seizures  of  the 
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Josephine,  the  Henrietta,  and  the  Spring  Bird  in  the  Maturin 
River. 

The  case  of  the  Josephine  is  stated  to  have  been  sent  back  by 
the  High  Federal  Court  for  what  appears  to  be  a  new  trial, 
upon  the  ground  that  fresh  evidence  against  the  vessel  had 
appeared  during  the  course  of  the  trial — a  statement  which 
presents  discrepancies  with  the  circumstances  of  the  case  as 
derived  from  information  communicated  to  me  by  the  Governor 
of  Trinidad  ;  and  I  have  addressed  a  note  (copy  enclosed)  to 
the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  expressing  my  surprise  at  the 
statement  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  and  succinctly  stating 
the  reason  for  my  surprise. 

Orders  have  been  given  for  the  release  of  the  Henrietta,  but 
not  upon  the  ground  that  no  case  had  been  proved  against  her  ; 
on  the  contrary,  the  Venezuelan  Government  assert  that  ample 
grounds  existed  for  the  seizure,  and  the  release  is  conceded  in 
consideration  of  the  lengthened  detention  of  the  schooner. 
Under  any  circumstances,  it  is  something  that  the  vessel  will 
be  surrendered,  and  I  have  informed  the  Governor  of  Trinidad 
that  an  order  has  been  given  in  that  sense. 

The  Spring  Bird  has  been  condemned,  and,  in  default  of 
appeal,  the  sentence  carried  into  execution  ;  from  which  it 
may  be  inferred  that  either  she  has  been  fairly  convicted  of 
smuggling,  or  else  that  the  owner  did  not  think  it  worth  while 
to  push  the  appeal  when  there  is  so  limited  a  chance  of  a 
favourable  issue.

Excellency's  answer  concerning  the  case  of  the  lighter  Jose- 
phine, I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  surprise  at  the 
statement  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  "that  the  High  Federal 
Court  ordered  the  case  of  the  Jotfeplilne  to  be  replaced  in  its 
preliminary  state  {al  edado  snniariu)  on  account  of  fresh  charges 
against  the  vessel  having  appeared  in  the  course  of  the  ti-ial, 
and  that,  according  to  law,  a  more  extended  scojje  should  be 
accorded  to  the  defendant,"  inasmuch  as  I  understand  that  the 
sentence  of  the  High  Federal  Court  contained  in  the  Gazeta 
Oficial,  No.  3017,  of  the  3rd  August,  "revokes  the  sentence 
appealed  against,  and  orders  that  the  vessel  be  returned  to  her 
owner  and  captain,  without  the  latter  being  required  to  pay  the 
fine  imposed  in  the  first  instance  ;  "  which  is  corroborated  by 
the  circumstance  that  the  master  and  crew  were  set  at  liberty 
and  returned  to  Trinidad,  and  the  vessel  would  have  been 
surrendered  had  she  not  sunk  at  her  moorings  previous  to  the 
arrival  at  Maturin  of  the  decision  of  the  High  Federal  Court.

Citizen  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  —  The  following 
decision  was  issued  from  this  Department  on  the  27th  December 
last : — 

"  The  report  drawn  up  by  this  Department  and  submitted 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Cabinet  being  based  upon  infor- 
mation received  by  the  President  of  the  Republic  from  the 
Government  agents  in  the  Antilles,  that  the  schooner  Henrietta 
has  been  employed  in  illicit  trade  on  the  eastern  coast  of  the 
Republic,  besides  violating  the  fiscal  laws  in  other  respects, 
these  being  the  motives  which  caused  the  executive  power,  in 
the  exercise  of  the  authority  conferred  upon  them  by  the  above- 
mentioned  laws,  to  order  thatthe  said  vessel  be  seized  and  brought 
to  the  port  of  La  Guayra,  but  upon  the  order  being  about  to  be 
put  into  execution  it  was  found  that  the  bad  state  of  repair  of 
the  vessel  did  not  permit  of  her  continuing  the  voyage  to  the 
above-mentioned  port ;  the  vessel  was  for  this  reason  detained 
at  the  port  of  Maturin,  where  she  now  lies.  The  Citizen 
Councillor,  acting  as  President  of  the  Republic,  in  exercise  of 
the  powers  legally  conferred  upon  him,  although  the  said 
reports  from  the  Antilles  have  been  corroborated  by  the  infor- 
mation of  several  fiscal  authorities  in  the  east  of  the  Republic, 
and  would  present  ample  reason  for  persisting  in  the  execution 
of  the  order  for  the  removal  of  the  vessel,  which  according  to 
law  should  be  effected  at  the  expense  of  the  captain  and  con- 
signees of  the  same,  has  taken  upon  himself  to  direct  that,  not- 
withstanding the  above,  in  consideration  of  the  length  of  time 
the  said  schooner  Henrietta  has  been  detained,  all  proceedings 
be  suspended,  leaving  her  in  consequence  free  to  set  sail."

My  Lord, — While  tendering  my  thanks  for  the  expression 
of  your  lordship's  approval,  conveyed  in  dispatch  of  the  3rd 
instant,  concerning  my  action  in  the  cases  of  the  seizure  and 
detention  of  the  British  vessels  Josephine,  Henrietta,  and 
Spring  Bird  in  the  Maturin  waters  by  the  Venezuelan 
authorities,  I  venture  to  offer  the  following  suggestions 
respecting  the  amount  to  be  claimed  in  redress  from  this 
Government  : — 

Mr.  Tripp,  the  representative  of  the  owners  of  the 
Josephine,  last  autumn  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Governor 
of  Trinidad,  of  which  I  received  a  copy  from  his  Excellency, 
pressing  a  claim  in  the  case  of  that  vessel  for  £5000. 

The  sum  demanded  by  Mr.  Tripp,  in  my  humble  opinion. 
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would  appear  to  be  excessive,  and  should,  I  think,  be 
thorouglily  sifted  before  the  claim  for  so  large  an  amount  be 
supported  by  Her  Majesty's  Government. 

The  vessel  in  question,  a  "lighter,"  laden  with  wood,  sank 
at  her  moorings  a  few  days  before  she  would  have  been  sur- 
rendered by  the  Venezuelan  authorities,  and  the  precise  value 
of  both  "lighter"  and  cargo  can  be  easily  obtained  by  the 
Governor  of  Trinidad. 

Thirteen  British  subjects  underwent  imprisonment,  some 
for  six  weeks,  but  a  portion  for  a  much  shorter  period.  Of 
these,  with  the  exception  of  the  master  and  the  owner  of  the 
cargo,  all  were  in  the  very  humblest  walk  of  life,  some  were 
woodcutters,  and  the  remainder  crew,  &c.  Indeed,  it  may  be 
surmised  that  the  master  and  the  owner  of  the  cargo,  although 
no  doubt  of  a  respectable  class,  Avould  not  belong  to  such  a 
class  as  would  entitle  them  to  a  very  high  rate  of  compensation 
for  loss  of  time,  detention,  &c. 

The  crew  and  woodcutters  would  probably  at  most,  although 
labour  is  dear  in  the  Colonies,  not  earn  more  than  from  4s.  to 
5s.  a-day,  so  that  it  would  be  an  easy  mutter  to  calculate  the 
actual  amount  of  loss  which  they  sustained,  while  it  will  be  for 
Her  Majesty's  Government  to  determine  the  amount  Avhich 
they  should  receive  on  account  of  imprisonment  and  the  incon- 
venience thereon  consequent. 

Unless  distinctly  instructed  to  examine  the  case,  the  Governor 
of  Trinidad  would  doubtless  transmit  to  the  Colonial  Office  the 
claim  i6r  the  sum  already  put  forward  by  Mr.  Tripp  ;  and  I 
therefore  beg  to  suggest  that  the  latter  should  be  required  to 
state  each  item  in  detail,  and  that  the  charges  should  be 
weighed  with  care  by  those  conversant  with  such  matters, 
before  the  claim  be  preferred  to  this  Government. 

As  I  have  heard  nothing  to  the  contrary,  I  presume  that  the 
Henrietta  was  duly  restored  to  her  owner,  in  accordance 
with  the  information  furnished  to  me  by  Sefior  Seijas. 

The  master,  Jose  Cueba,  and  the  crew,  the  latter  three  in 
number,  were  detained  from  June  to  November,  the  crew,  I 
believe,  being  in  piison  during  the  whole  of  that  period,  and 
the  amount  of  compensation  can  be  calculated  at  the  same  rate 
as  that  for  the  crew  of  the  Josephine. 

The  previous  communications  upon  this  subject  were  com- 
prised in  the  Commercial  Series.  As,  however,  your  lordship's 
dispatch  of  the  3d  instant  is  in  the  General  Series,  I  have  com- 
prised the  present  in  the  same  series.

Cardcas,  April  8,  1884. 

My  Lord,— With  reference  to  my  dispatch  of  the  29th 
ultimo  to  your  lordship,  and  to  the  correspondence  which  has 
taken  place  between  this  Legation  and  the  Venezuelan  Govern- 
ment concerning  the  seizing  of  the  British  schooner  Henrietta, 
tlie  detention  of  her  master,  and  imprisonment  of  the  crew  by 
the  Venezuelan  authorities,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  your 
lordship  that  I  have  received  a  communication  from  the 
Governor  of  Trinidad  to  the  effect  that  the  Henrietta  had 
gone  ashore  at  Mapire,  near  Giiiria,  whilst  being  removed  by 
the  customs  authorities  at  Maturin  to  La  Guayra,  and  bad 
become  a  total  wreck,  the  vessel  being  in  charge  of  a  Venezuelan 
master  and  crew. 

According  to  one  of  the  enclosures,  this  incident  took  place 
on  or  about  the  28th  December,  and  consequently  anterior  to 
the  order  for  the  release  of  the  vessel  by  the  Venezuelan 
Government,  but  which  arrived  too  late  at  Maturin,  indeed, 
the  order  must  have  been  issued  at  Cara.cas  almost  on  the  same 
date  as  the  wreck  took  place. 

A  claim  has  been  preferred  by  the  owner  for  22,091  dollars 
(about  £3538),  as  I  imagine  that  the  dollars  are  those 
commonly  used  in  commerce  in  this  country,  the  dollar  beinf 
equivalent  to  3s.  4d.,  or  4  fr.,  but  it  would  be  better  were 
the  amount  stated  in  pounds  sterling  or  in  bolivaie^  (francs), 
in  which  latter  are  kept  all  the  accounts  of  the  Venezuelan 
Government. 

Under  any  circumstances,  T  should  not  have  presented  the 
claim  without  instructions  ;  while  your  lordship  having 
informed  me  in  dispatch  of  3rd  March  that  the  amount  of 
compensation,  &c. ,  is  under  the  consideration  of  Her  Mnjesty's 
Government,  both  as  regards  the  vessel  in  question  as  well  as 
the  Josepltine,  I  lose  no  time  in  transmitting  the  accompany- 
ing copies  of  papers,  which  I  have  received  from  Trinidad,  and 
which  will  be  necessary  when  the  amount  of  compensation,  &c., 
has  to  be  estimated. 

I  am  little  able  to  form  an  opinion  concerning  the  amount 
of  the  claim,  but  I  venture  to  think  that  it  is  somewhat 
excessive,  and  beg  to  suggest  that  the  same  care  should  be 
taken  as  in  the  case  of  the  JosepJiine  with  regard  to 
examining  tho  cliarges,  and  seeing  that  they  be  not  exorbitant 
in  their  amount. 
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I  have  informed  the  Venezuehxn  Govermuent  of  the  wreck 
of  the  Henrietta,  and  intimated  that,  under  instructions  from 
your  lordship,  a  claim  for  compensation,  ttc,  will  be  presented 
at  a  later  date.

LETTERS  AND  AFFIDAVITS  CONCERNING  THE  CASE 
OF  THE  HENRIETTA. 

Mr.  Schaeffer  to  the  Colonial  Secretary. 

Trinidad,  March  14,  1884. 

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  Jose  Cueba, 
owner  and  captain  of  the  British  schooner  Henrietta,  has 
arrived  here  fi'om  Maturin,  and  informed  me  that  the  said 
schooner,  which  had  been  ordered  by  the  customs  authorities  of 
Maturin  to  proceed  to  La  Guayra  under  the  charge  of  a  captain 
and  crew  appointed  by  the  same  authorities,  has  been  driven 
ashore  at  Mapire,  a  place  near  Giiiria,  and  has  become  a  total 
wreck. 

According  to  your  letter  dated  the  28th  January  last,  the 
British  Minister  at  Caracas  has  informed  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  that  instructions  had  been  sent  by  the  Venezuelan 
Government  to  the  customs  authorities  of  Maturin  for  the 
release  of  the  Henrietta,  but  the  vessel  having  been  lost 
while  under  unlawful  detention,  and  whilst  wrongfully  under 
the  command  and  absolute  control  of  the  said  customs  authori- 
ties, Captain  Cueba  now  claims  from  the  Venezuelan  Govern- 
ment the  value  of  the  said  schooner  Henrietta,  his  property, 
the  losses  sustained  by  him  in  consequence  of  the  unlawful 
detention  of  the  vessel  in  Cano  Coloi-ado  during  a  period  of  ten 
months  :  and  compensation  for  the  unlawful  arrest  of  himself 
and  the  imprisonment  of  three  of  his  men,  the  whole  amounting 
to  the  sum  of  22,091  doi.  40  c. 

Whilst  under  arrest,  Captain  Cueba  was  not  allowed  to 
discharge  his  crew,  but,  on  the  contrary,  although  unable  to 
trade  by  reason  of  the  unlawful  detention  of  the  Henrietta, 
he  was  compelled  to  retain  and  maintain  his  men.  He  has, 
moreover,  incurred  heavy  expenses  in  preparing  and  forwarding 
his  protests  and  other  documents  which  were  deemed  necessary 
by  his  legal  adviser  at  Maturin  to  establish  his  innocence  of  the 
charges  laid  against  him,  and  being  now  in  distressed  circum- 
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stances,  and  in  order  to  meet  those  expenses  which  the  unlawful 
proceedings  of  the  Venezuelan  authorities  against  him  and  his 
vessel  necessarily  entailed  on  him,  he  has  been  compelled  to 
sell  at  a  loss  a  property  he  owned  in  this  town.  In  forwarding 
this  claim  I  beg  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  sufferings 
of  the  three  men,  who  had  not  only  been  arrested,  but  were 
incarcerated  for  two  months  in  a  cell,  treated  as  criminals,  and 
wilfully  denied  all  privileges  to  which,  by  the  laws  of  Venezuela, 
and,  I  submit,  the  laws  of  other  nations,  they  were  entitled  to. 
In  order  to  show  that  the  claims  of  Captain  Jose  Cueba  are 
fair  and  just,  I  beg  to  enclose  the  following  documents*: — 

1.  Statement  marked  (A)  relating  the  particulars  of  the 
seizure  and  detention  of  the  British  schooner  Hettrietta,  and 
of  the  wrongs  Captain  Cueba  and  three  of  his  men  had  to  sufler 
during  such  detention.  To  this  statement  is  annexed  statement 
(B)  giving  the  particulars  of  the  claim  against  the  Venezuelan 
Government  amounting  to  22,091  dol.  40  c. 

2.  Affidavit  of  Captain  Jose  Cueba  corroborating  the  facts 
mentioned  in  the  above  statement  (A). 

3.  Affidavit  of  James  Schaetfer,  showing  the  amount  of 
freight  collected  for  Captain  Cueba  during  the  first  iive  months 
of  the  year  1883,  and  establishing  the  average  monthly  amount 
of  such  freights  collected. 

4.  Affidavit  of  Charles  G.  Urich  to  the  amounts  of  freight 
paid  by  the  firm  of  F.  Urich  &  Son  to  James  Schaeffer  during 
the  first  five  months  of  the  year  1883. 

5.  Affidavit  of  Ervey  Escallier  to  the  same  effect. 

6.  Affidavit  of  Horace  Walpole  Armstrong  to  the  condition 
and  value  of  the  schooner  Henrietta. 

7.  Affidavit  of  James  Harvey  to  the  same  effect. 

All  the  affidavits  have  been  duly  sworn  before  his  honour 
Jndge  Henry  Court,  whose  signature  has  been  moreover 
legalised  by  the  Venezuelan  consul  in  this  island.  I  have  now 
the  honour  to  beg  his  Excellency  to  forward  all  these  documents 
to  the  British  Minister  at  Caracas  requesting  that  his  Excellency 
may  be  pleased  to  demand  his  co-operation  in  order  to  obtain 
for  Captain  Cueba  the  amount  he  claims  from  the  Venezuelan 
Govei'nment. 

I  also  enclose  duplicates  of  all  these  documents,  which  I  beg 
his  Excellency  may  be  pleased  to  forward  to  his  lordship  the 
Secretary  of  State,  commenting  upon  the  matter.

Consul  Layard  to  Earl  Granville. 

(Received  October  16.) 

(Extract.) 

Noumea,  Aiigust  16,  1880. 
I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  an  old  feud  among  the  natives 
of  Mare,  intensified,  of  course,  by  religious  differences,  has 
broken  out,  and  that  in  a  fight,  or  series  of  fights,  that  has 
occurred,  twenty-one  lives  have  been  lost  and  very  many 
persons  wounded. 

2.  On  the  16th  January  and  12th  February,  1878,  I  reported 
concerning  the  great  chief  "  Hnaisiline."  This  man  was  un- 
doubtedly the  niost  powerful  chief,  and,  until  interfered  with 
by  the  Roman  Catholic  priests,  the  virtual  ruler  of  the  island. 
Continual  war  and  bloodshed  was  the  result  of  one  set  of  mis- 
sionaries thrusting  themselves  in  on  ground  already  occupied 
by  another. 

3.  Governor  Guillaine  (I  believe  in  jjerson)  laid  down  a  line 
of  demarcation  between  the  contending  parties,  virtually  de- 
ciding in  favour  of  the  Protestant  party.  A  subsequent 
Governor  altered  the  line,  taking  away  some  of  the  most  valuable 
land  of  the  Protestants. 

4.  Hnaisiline  has  lately  died.  Last  week  a  boat  arrived,  sent 
express  by  the  Resident  to  solicit  help  to  put  down  the  war 
that  had  broken  out. 

5.  From  all  I  can  gather  it  commenced  thus  :  A  party  of 
Protestants  travelling,  sat  down  by  the  roadside  to  eat  their 
food.  They  were  suddenly  attacked  by  a  larger  party  of 
Romanists,  and  severely  beaten  with  clubs,  iron  bars,  etc.,  and 
otherwise  maltreated,  some  nearly  killed. 

6.  On  regaining  their  friends  a  meeting  was  held  ;  the 
restraining  iniluence  of  old  Hnaisiline  being  witlidiav»ii,  they 
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determined  to  submit  no  longer.  Mutual  challenges  were 
exchanged,  native  fashion,  and  the  opposing  factions  met. 
The  Romanists  were  armed  with  guns  ;  the  Protestants  used 
their  old  native  weapons.  Shouting  to  the  former  to  throw 
those  things  away  and  fight  like  men,  they  rushed  on  their  foes, 
and,  though  numerically  much  inferior,  inflicted  on  them  a 
signal  defeat  and  some  loss  of  life,  none  falling  on  their  side. 

7.  The  vanquished  party  would  now  have  sued  for  peace,  and 
were  bringing  presents  in  the  usual  native  style,  but,  unfor- 
tunately, the  priests  interfered  and  prevented  them,  promising 
them  the  support  of  the  French  Government  and  a  man-of-war. 

8.  This  raised  the  ire  of  the  Protestants,  and  the  usual  native 
hunt  for  fugitives  and  massacre  of  all  the  males  caught,  even 
children,  ensued.  This  is  much  to  be  regretted,  as  up  to  this 
they  were  entirely  in  the  right.  Even  now  they  have  only 
followed  their  native  custom,  and  should  be  judged  by  native 
law.  Had  proper  submission  been  made,  not  another  life 
would  have  been  taken. 

9.  As  soon  as  the  news  reached  Mr.  Jones,  the  Protestant 
missionary,  and  the  tribe  with  whom  he  lives,  they  did  all  in 
their  power  to  stop  the  bloodshed,  and,  indeed,  without  them, 
many  more  would  have  been  killed,  but  they  arrived  on  the 
scene  too  late  to  prevent  the  first  attacks. 

10.  The  Government  has  dispatched  the  man-of-war  cVEstre'es 
to  the  scene  of  action.  Singular  to  say,  she  has  just  arrived, 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Chambeyrou,  the  ofiicer  who, 
under  Governor  Guillaine,  laid  down  the  first  boundary  line. 
He  probably  therefore  knows  much  of  the  circumstances,  and 
T  trust  justice  will  be  meted  out. 

11.  ■  I  will  report  further  if  anything  should  occur.

As  this  Department  possesses  no  knowledge  whatever  of  this 
gentleman,  1  ana  to  instruct  you  to  paake  inc^uiries,  with  a  view 
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of  ascertaining  whether  he  is  acting  under  instructions  received 
from  any  religious  society  in  this  country,  and  to  report  to  Lord 
Granville  any  information  which  you  may  obtain  in  regard 
to  him.

Consul  Layard  to  Lord  Granville. 

(Received  June  22.) 

(Extract. ) 

Noumea,  April  18,  1881. 

On  the  IGth  August  last  I  reported  to  your  lordship  by  dis- 
patch certain  disturbances  that  had  arisen  in  Mare',  one  of  the 
Loyalty  Islands,  which  is  the  scene  of  the  labours  of  the  Rev. 
J.  Jones,  of  the  London  Missionary  So3iety. 

A  French  man-of-war  was  dispatched  to  the  island,  and  some 
inquiry  held,  which  was,  however,  never  made  public,  and  a 
number  of  the  Protestant  chiefs  were  brought  to  Noumea,  from 
whence  they  were  lately  sent,  to  Saigon,  rumour  says  by  order 
of  the  French  Government  at  home. 

I  have  just  received  the  accompanying  letter  from  Mr.  Jones, 
containing  copies  of  certain  letters  which  have  passed  between 
him  and  the  Colonial  authorities,  which  I  enclose  for  your  lord- 
ship's information,  having  retained  copies  of  the  same. 

Mr.  Jones  does  not  in  his  letter  indicate  any  course  of  action 
which  he  wishes  pursued  ;  he  simply  places  the  matter  in  my 
hands.  I,  however,  saw,  at  the  time  when  these  were  written, 
his  indignant  letters  to  his  agents  here,  and  I  know  nothing 
would  please  Mr.  Jones  better  than  a  thorough  and  searching 
impartial  investigation  into  the  whole  affair  ab  initio,  so  that 
he  could  vindicate  himself  from  the  charges  brought  against 
him  in  the  condemnatory  letter  of  the  Governor,  dated  the  4th 
December  last. 

In  the  interests  of  the  London  Missionary  Society  a  strict  in- 
vestigation should  be  held  before  a  commission,  on  which  should 
sit  at  least  two  impartial  Englishmen,  acquainted  with  the 
French  language.  If  it  can  be  proved  that  Mr.  Jones  stirs  up 
strife,  let  him  be  removed ;  if,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  shown 
that  the  priests  have  fomented  these  bloody  feuds  for  their  own 
purposes,  let  them  be  punished  and  restrained.

The  Rev.  J.  Jones  to  Consul  Layard. 

Alare,  March  21,  1881. 

Sir, — A  short  time  ago  I  received  a  communication  from  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  of  New  Caledonia,  which  has  greatly 
surprised  me.  I  replied  to  it.  The  letter  and  my  reply  I  have 
laid  before  my  coadjutors,  the  missionaries  of  the  Loyalty 
Islands,  who  have  advised  me  to  place  the  matter  in  your  hands. 

I,  therefore,  simply  as  a  British  subject,  and  not  as  a  mis- 
sionary, beg  to  forward  to  j-ou  his  Excellency's  letter  and  my 
reply,  as  well  as  other  correspondence  with  the  (lovernment  of 
New  Caledonia  (the  enclosed  are  copies).  From  these  you  will 
gather  all  necessary  particulars. 

I  may  add  that  I  have  lived  on  this  island  nearly  twenty- 
seven  years,  and  can  truthfully  say  that  the  Protestants  are  a 
peace-loving  and  industrious  people.  They  have  been  perfectly 
loyal  and  obedient  to  the  French  Government  throughout  ; 
nevertheless,  they  have  been  most  unjustly  and  cruelly  treated 
in  return. 

About  five  years  ago  the  Government  disarmed  them  ;  this 
they  submitted  to  without  any  rebellious  act ;  yet,  poor  as  they 
are,  they  have  never  received  a  penny  as  indemnity  for  the 
arms  given  up  to  the  French  Government.  These  arms  were 
their  own  property.  I  mentioii  this  circumstance  to  show  that 
the  French  have  no  valid  cause  of  complaint  against  the  Pro- 
testants of  this  island.  The  real  cause  of  all  the  troubles  here 
is,  that  the  Government  is  extremely  partial  towards  the 
Catholic  population,  and  follows  the  opinions  and  advice  of  the 
priests  rather  than  the  demands  of  reason  and  justice. 

The  various  Governors  and  officials  have  on  different  occasions 
sought  my  advice,  but  have  never  followed  it  when  given.  I 
advised  them  to  make  old  Hnaisiline  their  sole  authority,  who 
was,  by  native  right,  the  chief  of  the  whole  island.  That  would 
have  settled  all  difficulties.  The  chiefs  and  people,  apart  from 
the  priests,  would  most  gladly  have  fallen  in  with  the  arrange- 
ment. But  the  priests  prevented  the  Government  from 
adopting  a  plan  so  honourable  and  peaceful.  The  consequence 
has  been  that  party  has  been  pitted  against  party,  and  endless 
disturbances  have  been  the  results.  Novr,  forsooth,  they  would 
visit  on  my  innocent  head  the  fruits  of  their  own  folly.

(Received  August  2.) 

(Extract.) 

Noumea,  May  26,  1881. 
My  dispatch  of  the  18th  ultimo,  forwarded  per  last   mail, 
will  place  your  lordship  in  possession  of   the  information  re- 
quired in  dispatch  of  the  2nd  March  last,  just  received. 

2.  I  have,  in  obedience  to  my  instructions,  always  refrained 
from  mixing  myself  up  with  missionary  matters,  but  I  have 
kept,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able,  a  watchful  eye  on  the  affairs 
of  the  missions  at  the  Loyalty  Islands,  the  scene  of  Mr.  Jones' 
(not  John's)  labours.  I  have  seen  the  letters  from  the 
missionaries  to  their  agents  here  privately  ;  I  have  conversed 
with  persons  unconnected  with  them  in  any  way  ;  I  have  heard 
what  the  natives  say  as  to  the  cause  of  these  disturbances  ;  I 
have  not  heard  the  Roman  Catholic  priests'  side  of  the  question, 
but  I  venture  to  predict  that,  if  an  open,  impartial  investigation 
is  held,  Mr.  Jones  will  be  entirely  exculpated. 

3.  But  the  investigation  must  go  back  into  the  occurrences 
of  some  twenty  years,  or  perhaps  more  ;  at  all  events,  to  the 
date  of  the  arrival  of  the  French  priests  on  the  "Loyalties." 
This  will  probably  be  resisted  by  the  French  authorities  ;  but 
any  other  course  will  be  useless.  The  sore  is  too  deep-seated 
to  be  simply  skinned  over  ;  it  will  always  break  out. 

4.  It  is  the  priests  who  are  the  fomenters  of  all  native 
troubles,  and  until  the  French  authorities  remove  them  from 
the  islands,  and  allow  the  natives  to  settle  their  tribal 
differences  in  their  own  native  fashion,  they  will  never  have 
any  peace,  or,  if  a  peace,  only  one  kept  up  by  fear,  and  not  by 
love  and  confidence  in  the  dominant  race.

The  Rev.  J.  Black  to  Earl  Granville. 

(Received  September  19.) 

Hope  Lodge,  West  Malvern,  Malvern, 
September  17,  1881, 
My  Loro, — I  am  aware  that  certain  accusations  from  some 
official  of  the  Fi'ench  Government  have  reached  your  lordship 
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against  Mr.    Jones,    charging   him   with   fomenting   rebellion 
among  the  natives  against  French  authority. 

Mr.  Jones,  as  your  lordship  may  by  this  time  have  been 
informed  by  Mr.  Layard,  is  an  agent  of  the  London  Missionary 
Society,  and  has  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  been 
pursuing  his  peaceful  and  Christian  labours  on  the  Island  of 
Mard  ;  but  since  the  French  occupation  certain  Roman  Catholic 
priests  have  been  intriguing  against  him  with  the  view  of 
obtaining  his  removal. 

Their  policy  has  been  to  provoke  some  of  the  Protestant 
natives  to  acts  of  violence,  and  then  to  report  them  to  the 
Governor.  Native  converts  to  the  Romish  faith  have  been  the 
agents  in  the  cruel  persecutions  which  the  people  under  Mr. 
Jones'  care  have  suflered,  but  the  priests  have  been  the 
instigators. 

A  similar  course  was  pursued  in  the  neighbouring  Island  of 
Lifu  until  the  missionary  was  obliged  to  leave,  and  no  means 
are  left  untried  in  Mare  to  bring  about  the  same  result. 

Mr.  Jones  was  my  fellow-student,  and  the  interest  I  take  in 
his  work  has  prompted  me  to  trouble  your  lordship  with  this 
communication.

M.  l'Ambassadeur, — Upon  your  representing  to  me  in  the 
month  of  February  last  that  your  Excellency's  Government  had 
learnt  that  the  Rev.  J.  Jones,  a  clergyman  in  the  employment 
of  the  London  Missionary  Society,  was  inculpated  in  certain 
disturbances  that  had  arisen  in  Mar^,  one  of  the  Loyalty 
Islands,  I  caused  an  instruction  to  be  addressed  to  Her 
Majesty's  Consul  at  Noumea,  desiring  him  to  furnish  me  with  a 
full  report  on  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jones'  proceedings  in  this  matter. 
I  have  now  the  honour  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  I 
have  received  dispatches  from  Mr.  Layard  entirely  exculpating 
Mr.  Jones,  who  has  resided  twenty-seven  years  in  the  island, 
from  any  share  in  the  disorders  that  had  taken  place  in  the 
Loyalty  Group,  and,  under  these  circumstances,  I  regret  that, 
however  much  I  should  wish  to  meet  the  request  of  your 
Excellency's  Government,  I  cannot  undertake  that  my  influence 
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should  be  used  with  the  London  Missionary  Society,  in  order 
that  Mr.  Jones  should  be  recalled  from  Mare.

Consul  Layard  to  the  Rev.  J.  Jones. 

(Extract.) 

Noumea,  April  18,  1881. 

I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  21st  ultimo,  forwarding,  for  my  perusal,  copies  of 
correspondence  that  has  passed  between  the  Colonial  autho- 
rities and  yourself,  but  without  intimating  what  course  you 
desire  I  should  pursue.  I  presume,  however,  that  you  wish 
me  to  take  some  action  on  the  most  harsh  letter  from  the 
Governor,  dated  the  4th  December  last. 

Although  you  state  that  you  appeal  to  me  simply  as  a  British 
subject,  and  not  as  a  missionary,  you  must  be  aware  that  in 
your  case  the  two  are  inseparably  united  ;  indeed,  you  your- 
self evidently  feel  that  it  must  be  so,  as  you  sign  yourself 
"Missionary  of  the  London  Missionary  Society." 

It  makes  no  difference,  however,  in  the  view  I  take  of  the 
matter,  or  my  course  of  action.  In  either  category,  I  should 
send  copies  of  the  correspondence  to  Her  Majesty's  Secretary 
of  State,  leaving  his  lordship  to  take  such  steps  with  the  French 
Government  in  Paris  as  he  thinks  proper. 

In  order  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  State  to  arrive  at  a  more 
perfect  understanding  of  your  case,  you  should  forward,  thi-ough 
your  Society,  a  written  account  of  the  entire  aflair  ab  initio,  sup- 
jjorting  your  statements  with  copies  of  such  documents  as  you 
may  possess  as  may  throw  light  thereon.  I  presume,  however, 
that  you  have  been  kept  in  ignorance  of  most  of  the  evidence 
taken  during  the  inquiry  into  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  ;  also 
that,  before  you  received  that  condemnatory  letter,  you  were  not 
called  upon  for  any  defence  or  explanation  of  what  may  have 
been  reported  against  you.  If  I  am  right  in  my  conjecture, 
you  should  note  the  fact  plainly  in  your  statement.  The 
Governor  lays  upon  you  the  onus  of  the  war  and  the  unsettled 
state  of  the  natives.  What  proof  he  professes  to  have  of  this 
I  do  not  know,  but,  as  far  as  my  personal  knowledge  is  con- 
cerned, I  can  state  I  have  ever  heard  from  unprejudiced 
persons  that  the  missionaries  of  the  Loyalty  Islands  always 
carefully  abstained  from  mixing  themselves  up  with  the  political 
factions  of  the  islands,

My  Lorp, — Your  Excellency  will  have  learnt  from  the  con- 
tents of  my  dispatches,  dated  respectively  the  23rd  September 
and  the  6th  December  last,  of  the  difficult  position  in  which 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  a  Protestant  missionary  labouring  in  the 
Island  of  Mare,  in  the  Loyalty  Group,  finds  himself  placed  on 
account  of  the  action  of  the  French  Colonial  authorities  in 
interfering  with  the  labours  of  his  mission  and  in  molesting  the 
Protestant  converts  that  he  has  made. 

Your  lordship  wall  also  be  aware  from  the  correspondence 
enclosed  in  the  first  of  my  above-mentioned  dispatches,  that 
the  French  Ambassador  at  this  Court  received  instructions 
during  the  past  summer  to  request  Her  Majesty's  Government 
to  be  so  good  as  to  use  their  influence  with  the  London  Mis- 
sionary Society  in  order  that  Mr.  Jones  might  be  removed  from 
Mare,  and  that  I  was  obliged,  after  a  thorough  investigation  of 
the  charges  brought  against  that  gentleman,  to  inform  M. 
Challemel-Lacour  that  I  was  unable  to  comply  with  the  request 
of  his  Government. 

The  intolerant,  not  to  say  harassing,  proceedings  of  the 
French  Colonial  authorities  towards  Mr.  Jones  compel  Her 
Majesty's  Government  to  make  a  representation  to  the  French 
Government  on  his  behalf. 

Your  Excellency  will  accordingly  be  good  enough  to  represent 
the  facts  of  the  case  to  the  French  Minister  for  Foreign  Aflairs 
in  the  manner  you  may  deem  most  expedient,  and  you  will  add 
that  Her  Majesty's  Government  trust  that  his  Excellency  will 
use  his  influence  to  put  an  end  to  the  vexatious  and  illiberal 
attitude  that  the  Colonial  authorities  have  assumed  towards 
this  gentleman.

M.  l'Ambassadeur, — Your  Excellency  vsras  good  enough  to 
communicate  to  me  on  the  10th  February  last  the  result  of  the 
inquiry  made  by  the  London  Missionary  Society  into  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  English  pastor,  .Jones,  resident  in  the  Island  of 
Mare'. 

Your  lordship  expresses  at  the  same  time  a  hope  that,  in  case 
the  facts  charged  against  that  clergyman  should  be  acknow- 
ledged to  be  inaccurate,  the  Colonial  Administration  of  New 
Caledonia  might  be  asked  to  modify  the  attitude  which  it  has 
thought  right  to  take  in  this  matter.  According  to  my  note  to 
you  of  the  28th  February  last,  I  have  not  failed  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  the  Colonies  to  the 
new  light  thus  thrown  upon  the  matter. 

Admiral  .Jaurdguibery  has  just  sent  me  his  answer.  It 
appears  that,  according  to  recent  information  furnished  by  the 
Governor  of  New  Caledonia,  the  general  condition  of  the  Island 
of  Mare  lias  become  more  satisfactory  of  late.  The  Minister 
of  Marine  finds  himself,  therefore,  in  a  position  to  fulfil  the 
desire  which  your  lordship  has  expressed,  and  I  hasten  to 
inform  you  that  he  has  ordered  Admiral  Courbell  to  proceed  to 
a  fresh  inquiry,  with  a  view  to  establish  exactly  the  amount  of 
responsibility  which  may  fall  respectively  on  the  ministers  of 
the  two  denominations  in  the  serious  troubles  of  which  the 
Island  of  Mare  has  at  difierent  times  been  the  theatre.  Admiral 
Jaureguibery  proposes,  besides,  to  postpone  any  decision  until 
the  moment  when  he  shall  be  in  possession  of  the  additional 
data  which  the  authorities  of  New  Caledonia  have  been  re- 
quested to  procur§  for  him.

My  Lord,— Permit  me  to  call  your  lordship's  attention  to 
the  annexed  cutting  from  yesterday's  newspaper  : — 

' '  Paris,  Tvesday, 

"The  Temps  this  evening  states  that  on  the  2nd  February 
last  the  Governor  of  New  Caledonia  gave  orders  for  the  Pro- 
testant missionary  chapel  at  the  town  of  R6,  on  the  Island  of 
INIare,  in  the  Loyalty  Group,  to  be  closed,  on  the  ground  that 
the  English  minister  was  preaching  an  anti-French  projiaganda. 
One  hundred  men  were  accordingly  dispatched  to  the  island." 

The  missionary  referred  to  has  laboured  on  the  Lsland  of 
Mare'  for  thirty  years.  He,  found  the  population  cannibals, 
treacherous  and  ferocious.  By  his  agency  they  have  become 
civilised  and  Christian,  and  are  in  turn  Christianising  New 
Guinea,  whilst  a  considerable  trade  in  sandal- wood,  &c.,  is  now 
done  with  the  island,  which,  before  the  missionary's  advent, 
was  shunned  by  European  vessels.  I  know  this  gentleman 
(Rev.  John  Jones)  well,  and  I  know  that  he  is  incapable  of 
violating  the  law,  much  more  of  inciting  his  people  to  do  so. 
For  live  years  past  the  Roman  Catholic  missionaries  have  been 
intriguing  for  his  removal  from  the  island,  and  subjecting  him 
and  the  native  Christians  to  persecution,  which  it  is  perfectly 
certain  the  French  authorities  would  not  permit  if  the  facts 
were  brought  home  to  them. 

I  beg  to  enclose  an  extract  from  a  letter  from  Mr.  Jones, 
dated  the  19th  November,  1885,  and  very  respectfully  to 
request  your  lordship  to  call  the  attention  of  the  French 
Ambassador  to  his  case.  When  the  Roman  Catholic  priests 
failed  to  drive  Mr.  Jones  from  his  work,  another  agent  (said  to 
have  been  sent  out  by  the  Government)  was  employed  to 
supersede  him  as  a  "Protestant  pastor."  It  is  in  accordance 
with  this  man's  malicious  actions  for  a  year  or  two  past  that  ho 
should  now  charge  Mr.  Jones  with  "  preaching  an  anti-French 
propaganda,"  and  move  the  authorities  to  close  the  chapel 
erected  at  Mr.  Jones'  own  cost. 

After  thirty  years'  absence  from  this  country,  during  which 
he  has  devoted  himself  with  apostolic  zeal  to  the  civilisation 
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of  the  barbarous  islanders,  Mr.  Jones  has  few,  if  any,  friends  in 
England  to  vindicate  his  character.  He  has  deserved  well  of 
the  French  Government,  whose  agents  in  New  Caledonia  have 
brought  it  into  discredit  ;  and  if  they  desire  that  the  people, 
not  of  Mare  only,  but  of  the  whole  Loyalty  Group,  should 
continue  law-abiding,  this  end  can  only  be  secured  by 
administering  impartial  justice  to  the  Protestant  English 
missionaries.

My  Lord, — In  his  dispatch  of  the  Tth  April,  1885,  Earl 
Granville  enclosed  to  me  a  letter  extracted  from  the  Sydney 
Morning  Herald  of  the  17th  January,  1885,  respecting  the 
alleged  persecution  of  native  Protestants  in  the  island  of  Mare, 
Loyalty  Group. 

In  my  dispatch  of  the  30th  April,  1885,  I  reported  to  Lord 
Granville  that  I  had  put  extracts  from  the  letter  in  question 
into  the  hands  of  M.  de  Freycinet,  the  French  Minister  of 
Foreign  Affairs. 

I  have  now  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  lordship  a  copy  of 
a  note  which  has  been  addressed  to  me  by  M.  de  Freycinet  on 
the  subject. 

It  is  maintained  in  the  note  that  the  result  of  an  inquiry 
instituted  by  the  Governor  of  New  Caledonia  has  been  to  show 
the  inaccuracy  of  the  intelligence  published  in  the  Sydney 
Morning  Herald. 

The  note  proceeds  to  complain  of  resistance  to  French 
authority  by  Protestants  in  the  Loyalty  Islands,  and  particularly 
by  a  missionary  clergyman  named  .Jones  ;  and  suggests  that 
Her  Majesty's  Government  should  cause  such  observations  to 
be  made  to  Mr.  Jones  as  may  prevent  recourse  to  the  rigorous 
measures  which  will,  it  is  affirmed,  become  inevitable  if  he  shall 
continue  to  disregard  the  warnings  given  him  by  the  French 
Colonial  authoi'ities.

M.  l'Ambassadetjr, — Your  Excellency  called  my  attention  in 
the  month  of  April  of  last  year  to  a  letter  published  by  the 
Sydney  Morning  Herald,  which  denounced  the  ill-treatment 
inflicted  on  certain  Protestant  natives  by  the  French  authorities 
at  Mard,  in  the  Loyalty  Group  of  Islands.  I  did  not  fail  to 
communicate  to  the  Minister  of  Marine  the  correspondence,  of 
which  your  Excellency  had  left  copies  with  me  at  the  time.  I. 
at  the  same  time,  urged  upon  my  colleague  that  an  inquiry 
should  be  made  into  the  facts  thus  alleged  against  our  Colonial 
Administration. 

I  am  now  informed  by  Admiral  Aube  of  the  result  of  the 
inquiry  which  the  Governor  of  New  Caledonia  has  been 
instructed  to  institute,  and  this  result  shows  that  the  informa- 
tion published  by  the  correspondent  of  the  Sydney  Morning 
Herald  is  inexact. 

The  following  resume  will  enable  your  Excellency  to  judge  of 
the  facts  which  may  have  served  as  a  pretext  for  the  imputiitions 
made  against  the  French  authorities  in  the  Loyalty  Islands. 

The  Resident  at  Mard  saw  himself  compelled,  in  the  interest 
of  the  tranquillity  of  the  country,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  which  he  had  received  from  the  Department  of 
Marine,  to  invest  a  French  "pastor"  with  power  to  settle  matters 
connected  with  the  religious  questions,  which  in  those  regions 
have  always  deeply  excited  the  public  mind  ;  this  clergyman, 
among  other  things,  was  given  the  exclusive  right  of  submitting 
the  names  of  teachers  for  instalment  by  the  Administration. 

A  certain  number  of  these  teachers,  at  the  instigation  of  the 
British  missionary,  Mr.  Jones,  who  openly  declares  that  he 
cannot  recognise  in  the  Loyalty  Islands  any  other  authority 
than  that  of  the  London  Mission,  refused  to  employ  the  services 
of  the  French  pastor  in  submitting  their  candidates  for  the 
approval  of  the  Resident. 

In  the  face  of  such  resistance,  the  Res  dent  thought  it 
necessary  to  make  an  example,  and  definitively  rejected  the 
candidature  of  two  of  the  teachers,  who  had  been  particularly 
forward  in  showing  ill-will  and  hostility  towards  the  French 
Administration.  Moreover,  the  reports  addressed  to  the 
Minister  of  Marine  clearly  show  that  the  pastor,  Jones,  employs 
every  means  at  his  disposal  in  order  to^incite  the  population  of 
Mare  against  our  Colonial  authorities,  and  to  foment  discord 
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between  the  British  and  French  missionaries.  He  refuses  to 
recognise  the  decision  of  the  Governor  of  New  Caledonia, 
dated  the  16th  May,  1867,  which,  in  the  paramount  interest  of 
public  order,  made  the  nomination  of  the  teachers  dependent 
on  the  ratification  of  the  Resident  of  the  Loyalty  Islands,  and 
publicly  preaches  resistance  to  the  orders  of  the  Representative 
of  French  authority.  The  Governor  of  New  Caledonia  has, 
therefore,  declared  that  the  presence  of  the  Rev.  Jones  at 
Mare  was  a  cause  of  continual  troubles,  and  that,  mil  ess  that 
missionary  modified  his  attitude,  our  Colonial  Administration 
might  be  compelled  to  put  into  force,  as  against  him,  the  pro- 
visions to  which  the  law  on  foreigners  empowers  them  to  have 
recourse. 

Your  Excellency  will  remember  that  the  proceedings  of 
certain  British  missionaries  at  Mard  have  already  given  rise  to 
frequent  difficulties,  and  that  the  French  authorities  have  been 
obliged  to  act  with  the  greatest  vigilance  in  order  to  assure  the 
maintenance  of  order  and  tranquillity  in  the  Loyalty  Islands. 

We  trust,  therefore,  that,  under  these  circumstances,  and  in 
view  of  the  obligation  which  may  arise  for  us  out  of  the  present 
state  of  things.  Her  Majesty's  Government  will  recognise  the 
moderation  hitherto  displayed  by  the  authorities  of  New  Cale- 
donia under  particularly  delicate  circumstances,  and  will  not 
refuse,  on  their  part,  to  warn  IMr.  Jones  of  the  forcible 
measures  which  it  would  doubtless  become  inevitable  to  apply 
to  that  missionary  in  case  the  observations  already  addressed 
to  him  by  our  Colonial  Administration  were  to  remain  without 
effect.

The  Marquis  of  Salisbury  to  Mr.  De  Bunsen. 

(Extract.) 

Foreign  Office,  November  19,  1885. 
The  German  Ambassador  called  upon  me  on  the  9th  instant, 
and  made  a  communication  to  the  following  eifect: — 

His  Holiness  the  Pope,  having  undertaken  to  mediate  between 
Germany  and  Spain  in  the  case  of  the  Caroline  Islands,  has 
submitted  to  the  Imperial  Government  preliminary  proposals 
for  a  settlement,  on  the  basis  of  which  the  German  Government 
was  disposed  to  enter  into  further  negotiations  with  Spain. 

The  substance  of  these  proposals  is,  that  the  sovereignty  of 
Spain  over  the  Caroline  and  Pelew  Islands  should  be  recognised 
by  the  Imperial  Government  in  return  for  the  grant  of  con- 
cessions to  Germany  touching  trade,  shipping,  and  the  acquisi- 
tion of  land,  similar  to  those  recorded  in  the  Protocol  recently 
concluded  on  the  subject  of  the  Sulu  Archipelago. 

Such  being  the  present  position  of  affairs,  I  have  to  request 
you  to  intimate  to  the  Spanish  Government  that  Her  Majesty's 
Government  desire  to  participate  in  all  the  advantages  which 
may  accrue  to  Germany  from  any  Convention  which  may  be 
concluded  between  that  Power  and  Spain  for  the  settlement  of 
the  vexed  question  of  the  right  of  sovereignty  over  the  so-called 
Caroline  and  Pelew  Islands. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  anticipate  that  the  Spanish 
Government  will  readily  comply  with  this  request,  and  in 
return  Her  Majesty's  Government  will  be  quite  disposed  to 
recognise  the  sovereignty  of  Spain  over  the  islands  in  question.

arisen  between  them,  I  have  received  instructions  from  Her

With  reference  to  my  dispatch  of  the  23rd  instant,  I  have 
the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  lordship  herewith  a  translation 
of  the  reply  returned  by  the  Spanish  Government,  in  the  name 
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of  the  late  Minister  of  State,  to  my  note  of  that  date  in  regard 
to  the  conditional  recognition  by  Her  Majesty's  Government 
of  Spanish  sovereignty  over  the  so-called  Caroline  and  Pelew 
Islands. 

Avoiding  the  precise  point  of  the  request  contained  in  my 
note,  his  Excellency  proposes  the  signature  of  a  declaration, 
by  the  Spanish  Minister  of  State  and  Her  Majesty's  representa- 
tive at  Madrid,  extending  to  the  above  islands,  independently 
of  any  German  Convention,  the  provisions  of  the  Sulu  Protocol 
of  this  year  as  regards  sovereign  rights  and  commercial  interests. 

His  Excellency  further  seeks  to  define  the  limits  of  the 
archipelago.  I  am  not  aware  how  far  such  definition  agrees 
with  the  lines  adopted  by  Germany,

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
note  of  yesterday,  the  23rd  instant,  in  which,  in  the  name  of 
your  Government  (which  is  informed  of  the  happy  termination 
of  the  negotiations  conducted  with  reference  to  the  dispute 
with  the  Government  of  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany 
in  regard  to  the  sovereignty  of  Spain  over  the  Caroline  and 
Pelew  Archipelago,  in  consequence  of  the  acceptance  of  the 
propositions  formulated  by  His  Holiness  the  Pope  as  mediator), 
you  state  that  you  have  received  instructions  from  your  Govern- 
ment to  declare  that  they  are  disposed  to  extend  the  same 
recognition  as  the  German  Government  to  the  sovereignty  of 
Spain  over  the  archipelago  in  question,  counting  upon  the 
participation  of  England  in  the  benefits  which  may  be  conceded 
to  Germany  by  the  Convention  which  may  be  celebrated  to 
that  intent. 

Duly  appreciating  and  acknowledging  the  disposition  of  which 
you  are  the  authorised  interpreter  and  representative,  as  also 
the  terms  of  your  Declaration,  the  Government  of  His  Majesty 
the  King  fulfil  a  pleasing  duty  in  informing  you  that  they 
accept  the  express  and  manifest  Declaration  of  the  recognition 
of  this  sovereignty  in  the  form  and  in  the  terms  recorded  in 
Article  I.  of  the  Sulu  Protocol  of  the  7th  March  of  this  year  ; 
granting,  for  their  part,  to  the  British  nation  the  benefits  set 
forth  in  that  international  instrument  respecting  the  liberty  of 
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commerce,  navi<,'ation,  and  fishing.  They  consider  that,  in 
order  to  give  to  this  Act  its  full  legal  value,  a  Declaration  would 
suffice,  signed  by  the  King's  Government  and  by  you  as  repre- 
senting the  Grovernment  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  extending, 
as  regards  England,  the  provisions  contained  in  the  Sulu  Pro- 
tocol respecting  sovereign  rights  and  commercial  interests,  to 
the  Caroline  and  Pelew  Archipelagos,  whose  limits  would  be 
the  Equator  and  11°  of  north  latitude  and  132°  and  164°  of 
east  longitude  (according  to  the  Greenwich  meridian).  I  am 
ready,  accordingly,  to  sign  the  Declaration  in  those  terms  so 
soon  as  you  obtain  the  required  authority.

With  reference  to  your  lordship's  telegrams  of  the  5th  instant, 
I  have  the  honour  to  inform  your  lordship  that  I  spoke  yester- 
day to  Seiior  Moret,  the  Spanish  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs, 
on  the  subject  of  the  Protocol  respecting  the  Caroline  Islands. 

I  pointed  out  to  his  Excellency  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of 
the  reply  which  had  been  given  by  his  predecessor  in  office 
(Senor  Elduayen)  to  the  note  which  had  been  addressed  to  him 
by  Her  Majesty's  Charge  d' Affaires  on  the  23rd  ultimo. 

I  explained  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  could  only 
recognise  Spanish  sovereignty  in  the  Pelew  and  Caroline  Archi- 
pelagos to  the  same  extent  as  Germany,  and  I  submitted  to  his 
Excellency  the  text  of  the  Protocol,  to  which  your  lordship  had 
instructed  me  to  endeavour  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Spanish 
Government. 

Senor  Moret  raised  no  objection  to  it,  and  gave  me  to  under- 
stand that,  with  one  exception,  he  was  ready  to  sign  it  with  me. 

That  exception  referred  to  the  establishment  of  a  naval 
station. 

Senor  Moret  assured  me  that  he  was  fully  alive  to  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  by  Spain  in  maintaining  the  most  friendly 
relations  with  England,  but  he  could  not  suppose  that  England 
was  in  need  of  a  naval  establishment  in  that  part  of  the  Pacific 
Ocean  where  the  Caroline  Islands  were  situated. 

He  trusted  then,  he  said,  that  Her  Majesty's  Government 
would  consent  to  waive  that  point  when  claiming  to  participate 
in  all  the  advantages  which  accrued  to  Germany  under  the 
Convention  concluded  between  that  Power  and  Spain  respecting 
the  sovereignty  over  the  Caroline  Islands. 

I  informed  Seiior  Moret  that  I  would  refer  the  matter  to 
your  lordship's  favourable  consideration.

decessor, the  Marquis  del  Pazo  de  la  Merced,  informing  him 
that  Her  Majesty's  Government  understood  that  the  mediation 
of  His  Holiness  the  Pope  had  happily  afforded  a  basis  for 
further  negotiations  between  the  German  and  Spanish  Govern- 
ments with  regard  to  the  differences  which  had  arisen  between 
them  respecting  the  sovereignty  over  the  Caroline  Islands, 
and  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  desired  to  participate  in 
all  the  advantages  which  may  accrue  to  Germany  from  any 
Convention  which  may  be  concluded  between  that  Power  and 
Spain  concerning  that  question.  Her  Majesty's  Chai'gd 
d'Affaires  further  stated  that  Her  Majesty's  Government 
anticipated  that  the  Spanish  Government  would  readily  comply 
with  this  request,  and  that,  in  return,  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment would  be  quite  disposed  to  recognise  the  sovereignty  of 
Spain  over  the  islands  which  might  form  the  subject  of  the 
expected  agreement.  A  copy  of  the  reply  which  was  given  by 
the  Minister  of  State  to  the  note  of  Her  Majesty's  Charg^ 
d'Affaires  on  the  24th  November  last  was  duly  communicated 
to  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs,  and  I  have  now  the  honour  to  inform  your  Excellency 
that  Her  Majesty's  Government  are  of  opinion  that  the  first 
part  of  the  Marquis  del  Pazo  de  la  Merced's  note  correctly 
stated  the  proposal  which  had  been  made  by  Her  Majesty's 
Government,  but  the  second  part  of  it  contained  a  counter- 
jsroposal  which  Her  Majesty's  Government  are  not  disposed 
to  accept.  Her  Majesty's  Government  can  only  recognise 
Spanish  sovereignty  to  the  same  extent  as  Germany,  and  they 
prefer  adhering  to  the  original  proposal  as  made  in  Her 
Majesty's  Charge  d'Affaires'  note  of  the  23rd  November. 

I  have  further  to  state  that,  in  consequence  of  the  repre- 
sentations I  have  made  to  my  Government,  to  the  effect  that 
your  Excellency  would  feel  disposed  to  sign  the  Protocol  in 
the  terms  of  the  one  of  which  the  copy  is  herein  enclosed, 
in  the  event  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  agreeing  not  to 
claim  a   right   to   establish    a  naval   station  in    the   Caroline 
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Islands,  I  have  been  authorised  to  iiiform  your  Excellency 
that  Her  Majesty's  Government  will  not  urge  a  demand  for 
such  an  establishment,  and  that  if  your  Excellency  will  sign 
the  Protocol  at  once  as  it  stands,  this  agreement  on  the  part 
of  Her  Majesty's  Government  shall  be  deemed  to  be  recorded 
in  this  note,  which  I  have  now  the  honour  to  address  to  your 
Excellency  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  Her  Majesty's 
Government.
